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CHANCES OF THE CONTEST 


THE CONELING MEN GROWING 
TIRED AND UNEASY. 


THE CONCENTRATION UPON WHEELER— 
CONKLING’8 FEAR OF CORNELL'S CAN- 
DIDACY—THE EX-SENATOR’S PRESENCE 
ALONE PREVENTING AN ELECTION—DE- 
TECTIVES’ UNWELCOME WORK. 

AuBany, June 16.—Looking over the Sena- 
borial caavass to-night, one finds that, except- 
ing only the feature of the concentration to- 


day upon Mr. Wheeler as the candidate for 
the short term, there is no advance from the 
position of the Administration men on 
Tuesday. While this is true, it is not 


all the truth, for the Administration men 
are by no means lacking in confidence that 


they will still be able to push Mr, Depew’s 
vote ahead of what it has yet been. At the 
same time, they will not neglect the short 
term. Having discovered the folly of ‘‘ hunt- 


Ing ducks with a brass band,” they did 
not last night tell all that had been done in 


their conference, when it had been resolved to 
concentrate on Mr. Wheeler in order to record 
& vote against Conkling larger than any vote 
which has been cast for the senior ex-Sen- 
ator. Senator Davenport has cherished the 


idea of securing the election of his relative, 


Mr. Rogers, with a great deal of earnestness. 


He has talked for him, not vehemently, but 
with about the same _ genteel sincerity 
that Mr. Rogers manifested in his 
own cenvass when he was here a day or 
two ago. Respecting Mr. Rogers thoroughly, 
the men who have voted for him have ad- 
mitted that it is desirable that a man of politi- 
cal experience, as well as personal respecta- 
bility, should be sent to the Senate in Mr. 
Conkling’s place, and the question has arisen 
whether Mr. Rogers would be in ali respects 
the man for the time and place. 


The friends of Mr. Wheeler are determined 
to push his canvass. Mr. Wheeler will be 
here to-morrow, having sent word to his 
friends that he desires to assist them in the 
contest. It is stated by his neighbors who 
kre members of the Legislature that he 
does not come asa candidate, and will not 
strenuously prefer his claims above those of 
Mr. Rogers, Mr. Lapham, or any other candi- 
date upon whom the Republican members 
may decide to unite. His purpose in 
coming, it is stated, is to urge upon 
the Republicans the necessity of staying 
here until two Republican Senators other than 
Conkling and Platt shall be elected. So far as 
his counsels may be of any use in settling the 
Senatorial contest, they will be directed to the 
constant effort to concentrate the vote. It is un- 
derstood that at the first full meeting of Admin- 
istration men Mr, Wheeler will be present and 
at great length address the conference. While 
the Administration men to-night say that 
they are better satisfied with the situation 
and their prospects than they have been at 
any time before, since the fight began, the 
Conkling men are palpably uneasy. There is 
& renewal of the ugly talk about ‘that man 
Cornell,’ who again arises before their eyes as 
& possible successor to Platt. 

Soon after the vote to-day, when it was 
found that Wheeler had received three more 
votes than had been cast at any time for 
Conkling, Conkling’s friends began to 
show uneasiness. It was not long be- 
fore the story was abroad that they 
had discovered the meaning of the concentra- 
tionon Wheeler. Their interpretation of it 
was that the Depew men have concluded that 
it will be impossible to push their candidate’s 
vote higber than .58 or 60 votes, and that the 
‘*boom’’ for Wheeler is only a preliminary 
step to a sudden transfer of the entire Admin- 
istration vote to Cornell. Persons who have 
access to Mr. Conkling’s lofty quarters in 
the Delavan say that early this morn- 
ing Mr. Conkling became exceedingly in- 
temperate in his language toward 
the Governor, whose possible importance as a 
candidate might at any time threaten 
his final utter defeat and humiliation. 
Whether this was so or not, there is unques- 
tionably a fresh attack on the Cornell men 
in preparation among Conkling’s followers. 
To-night, at 9 o’clock, the Governor, who has 
not recently visited Conkling’s room, called 
upon the ex-Senator, and remained for about 
two hours in consultation with him. While 
the Conkling men generally express them- 
selves as annoyed at the concentration of 
the Administration strength, some of them, in 
private conversation, admit that Conkling’s 
persistence in the face of the protracted op- 
position to him is criminal as well as 
foolish, A very prominent Stalwart said 
to-day, in conversation with THE TiMeEs’s 
correspondent, that he thought that the time 
head come when an amicable arrangement 
ought to be made by which the Republican 
Senators could be elected and the party 
saved from entire disruption. Although 
a known admirer of Mr. Conkling, this gen- 
tleman spoke very positively in condemnation 
of the Conkling course, and expressed his indi- 
vidual hope that Mr. Conkling would go away 
from Albany, advise the men who have voted 
for him to secure the election of two good 
men, and leave the problem to be worked 
out by the Legislature, free from dictation by 
anybody. He admitted the hostility of Conk- 
ling to Cornell’s election, but said he did not 
seo how Gov. Cornell could be held to 
account for a condition of affairs for 
whch he was not responsible, and over which 
he could not decently appear to exercise any 
control, This opinion is approved by all Re- 
publicans here who are not blind devo- 
tees of Mr. Conkling, and _ there is 
no doubt that the Senatorial contest 
would be ended in three days if 
Conkling’s presence and influence were with- 
drawn. The members are tired, and even 
Conkling’s admirers are finding their useless 
devotion to the ex-Senator an expensive lux- 
ury, which they would be glad to be rid of 
through an election. 

Some indignation has been expressed here by 
prominent Administration men that the rooms 
of Mr. Depew and several Administration 
Senators were being watched by detectives, 
and that three or four of these fellows, strangers 
in Albany and supposed to be detached 
from Police head-quarters in New-York, are 
**shadowing” menas they go about from room 
to room inthe Delavan. One of these men 
was ordered out of the upper halls at the Dela- 
van last night, and others have been given no- 
tice that it will be unwholesome for them to 
be found peeping in at keyholes or peering 
over transoms, and to-night they have disap- 
peared.

THE SIXTEENTH BALLOT! 
WUR. WHEELER AHEAD OF CONKLING—POWER 
OF THE JOINT ASSEMBLY TO ADJOURN. 

ALBANY, June 16.—In the midst of a dis- 
cussion on the Brokers’ Tax bill in the Assem- 
bly, the Senate, preceded by its Sergeant-at- 
Arms, appeared at the door of the chamber 
this morning to join the Assembly in taking 
the sixteenth ballot for Senators to succeed 
Conkling and Platt. For once Senator Woodin 
was not ahead, but he came in in time to 
secure the place at the front which he has 
occupied regularly. Lieut.-Gov. Hoskins, rap- 
ping for order, announced the business of the 
joint assembly in a voice stronger than he has 
had at any time since the balloting began. 

The Administration men had been very 
guiet over night about what they intended to 
do. When Senator Davenport’s name was 
called, and he changéd from Rogers to 
Wheeler, it was not regarded as particularly 


significant. Senator Forster’s change from 
Rogers to Wheeler excited suspicion that a 
‘*boom” had been determined upon, and this 
was found to be the truth as the roll-call pro- 
ceeded, and Senators Loomis, Pitts, Schroeder, 
end Sessions all voted for Wheeler. All had 
revious!y voted for Rogers. Senator Wood- 
n dropped Rogers, too, but transferred 
this vote to Elbridge G. Lapham. While the 
Assembly did not in with the Senate with 


great solidity, the Rogers men nearly all voted 
or Wheeler, including Congdon, Fenner, Hick- 
man, Holmes, her, and Waring. Mr. 
Dutcher, who had voted for Cornell, changed 
to Wheeler, and other changes were Mr. 
Hamilton, from Rogers to Crowley; Mr. Low, 
from Rogers to Lapham; Mr. Sipp and 
Mr. Turck, from Rogers to Cornell and 
Crowley, and Mr. R. M. Tuttle from Rogers 
to Folger. Mr. Rogers’s only vote was that of 
Mr. Koot, of Monroe. There was a sensation 
in the Assembly as the vote was announced, 
and it was found that Wheeler had for the 
first time run ahead of Conkling, and that 
any candidate to succeed Conkling had re- 
ceived more votes than the ‘‘ boss” himself. 

There were few changes on the call for nomi- 
nations to fill Platt’s piace. Senator Astor, 
who thinks he owes itasa duty to the State 
not to elect Mr. Hoskins Governor, dropped 
Cornell and voted for Crowley. Beaavor Dav- 
enport, who has voted steadily for Folger, 
voted for Cornell, and so did Senator Forster, 
upon whom the Depew men have ceased to 
rely asa steady voter. Mr. Beach, who yes- 
terday dropped Depew, did not return to him, 
as expected, but voted for Wheeler, and Mr. 
C. H. Russell again cast his vote for Gen. 
Tracy.

Mr. Brooks, immediately after the an- 
nouncement of the vote, offered a resolution 
that the joint commission should adjourn sine 
die on Monday, June 20. Gen, Sharpe, before 
the resolution was read, intimated that he 
would reserve the right to object to 
it after he had heard it, and it had 
scarcely been read before Gen. Husted 
raised the point of order that it was 
out of order. Tho convention had no power 
to adjourn itself. He further raised the point 
of order that his point of order was not de- 
batable. The Lieutenant-Governor allowed 
Mr. Brooks to go on and make his speech, in 
which he maintained that the joint assembly 
had the right to adjourn the Legislature. Sen- 
ator Pitts wanuel to know what would 
happen if the resolution was 
and then the Senate refuse to ad- 
journ. Mr Brooks retorted, somewhat 
impatiently, that he hoped the Senate would 
have good sense enough and sentin.ent enough 
to adjourn. Mr. Alvord maintained that Mr. 
Brooks’s motion was erroneous, and Mr. Hu- 
sted, having complimented the presiding offi- 
cer very handsomely, was rewarded by a de- 
cision sustaining his. point of order. The 
speech-making over, the convention adjourned 
until to-morrow, with Mr. Brooks’s resolution

TRUE BILLS FOUND AGAINST NORTH CARO- 
LINA CANVASSERS. 

RaeieH, June 16.—The United States 
Grand Jury, at the term of court which closed 
yesterday, found a true bill against J. H. Bell, 
Benjamin F. Parks, Napoleon B. Dickens, 
Moses Oppenheimer, Dempsey Bryant, Jr., 
Nathaniel M. Lockhart, and J. J. W. Mitchell, 
asa majority of the Board of Canvassers of 
Halifax County, for a willful and fraudulent 
refusal to count and declare .the votes 
east at Halifax polling-place, and as 
returned to the canvassers by the Registrar 
and Inspectors of Halifax Township. The 
Grand Jury also found a true bill against 


Dempsey Bryant, Jr., J. J. Cuthrell, and Jonas 
Cohen, as Inspectors of Election at Enfield in 
Halifax County, for changing the ballot-box 
for another box that contained a very large 
majority of Democratic ballots for Congress- 
man. Enfield Township is Republican by over 
600 majority, and by this change of boxes the 
township was made to give over 600 Dem- 
ocratic majority. An attempt was made 
at Weldon to change the _ ballot-box, 
but "the Republicans were vigilant and pre- 
vented the change, although the lights were 

lown out and the box was carried some dis- 
tance from the polling-place. At Enfield an 
excuse was made to change from the voting- 
place used during the day to another place at 
night to count out the ballot-box, and in this 
way the boxes were changed. It cropped out 
in the investigation before the Grand Jury 
that duplicate ballot-boxes were made and 
stuffed with Democratic ballots for every poll- 
ing-place in Halifax County. 

By some means this well laid scheme to ée- 
fraud the Republicans of Halifax County mis- 
carried at every polling-place except Enfield. 
The Halifax box, giving 600 Republican ma- 
jority, was thrown out and not counted, and 
the registration-books of Butterwood Town- 
ship, in the same county, were stolen, which 
prevented the holding of an election in the 
township, which gave 400 Republican 
majority. By means of such frauds 
as these Thomas J. Jarvis is now 
Governor of North Carolina, when in 
truth and in fact he was defeated by at least 
2,500 majority. Itis probable, after the term 
of the United States Court in November next, 
that all or a portion of the indicted men men- 
tioned will find themselves in the Albany 
Penitentiary. If successful prosecution has 
the same effect. as in the Kuklux cases this 
fraudulent warfare on the baliot will be effect- 
ually stopped.

THEIR STATE CONVENTION — JUDGE L. G. 
KINNE NOMINATED FOR GOVERNOR. 

Dzs Mornzs, June 16.—The Democratic 
State Convention assembled here this morn- 
ing. Col. E. D. Fenn, of Story County, 
was chosen temporary Chairman, and 
after the appointment of the usual 
committees the convention took a_ re- 
cess. At the afternoon session the Commit- 
tee on Credentials reported 75 counties 
represented, and W. A. Stow, of Fremont 
County, was elected permanent Chairman. 
The committee -on resolutions reported re- 
affirming the National platforms of 1876 and 
1880, and declaring in favor of tariff reform, 
leading to a simple revenue system, with 
commercial freedom as its issue; opposing 
all sumptuary laws; calling for the re- 
lief of the agricultural and ro- 
ducing interests from the burdens 
of monopoly by the cheapening of 
transportation by the Government; and for 
an appropriation for the improvement of the 
Mississippi and other water-ways, and favor- 
ing civil service reform, referring to the con- 
test at Albany, N. Y., as the result of a squab- 
ble for the public spoils, 

Judge L. G. Kinne, of Tama County, was 
nominated for Governor by acclamation; G. 
M. Walker, of Polk County, for Lieutenant- 
Governor on the first bailot, and H. B. 
Hendershott, of Walpole County, for Judge 
of the Supreme Court by acclamation, The 
convention then adjourned.

THE LAND BILL DEBATE AND 
FENIAN OUTRAGES. 


A NOTE TO BE SENT TO AMERICA REGARD- 


ING ORGANIZATIONS OF PLOTTERS— 
GOOD PROGRESS MADE ON THE LAND 
BILL—THE LIVERPOOL DYNAMITE PLOT. 
Lonpon, June 16.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day Mr. Stanhope, (Conservative,) 
member for Mid-Lincolnshire, gave notice that 


he would ask on Monday next whether repre- 
sentations had been made to the American 
Government in regard to American organiza- 
ions for committing outrages in England. 
The Times says: ‘‘ We have no reason to 


believe that O’Donovan Rossa’s boasts 
to his ignorant and credulous' dupes 


have, with respect to the sloop-of-war 
Doterel at least, any foundation in fact; 
but they show a contempt for the morality of 
the civilized world which is hardly ex- 


ceeded by the Nihilists themselves. With 
such perverted instincts it is difficult 


to deal, except with a strong hand for their 
evilconsequences. We have, after all, to look 
to force, not only as a remedy, but as the only 
one available.’’ 

The House of Commons went into commit- 
tee onthe Land biil to-night. Mr. Heneage, 


Liberal, moved as an addition to the 
end of the first clause that, subject 
to the discretion of the court, the 
provisions of this section shall not apply to 
the tenancy of any holding which has hereto- 
fore been maintained and improved by the 
landlord or his predecessor fin the_ title, 
The Government opposed the amendment, 
which, after prolonged debate, was defeated 
by a vote of 225 to 200, Thesmaliness of the 
majority caused loud cheers from the Opposi- 
tion. Clause 1 was then carried by a yote of 
204 to 47.

have had a_ conference 
of the Irish Liberal members of Par- 
liament, including Mr. Shaw. They ex- 
pressed a strong hope that only really import- 
ant ameudments to the Land bill will be pro- 
posed, and that nothing will be done to im- 
peril the passage of the bill. 

LIVERPOOL, June 16.—A carpenter who, at 
the order of one of the prisoners, made the 
plugs for the bomb used in the attempt 
to blow up the Town Hall, has been 
discovered, and will becalled as a witness on the 
trial. A solicitor has been instructed to defend 
the prisoners. The Police do not contemplate 
any further arrests at present. The names 
and addresses of persons in the book found in 
the possession of Roberts are only those mem- 
bers of the Fenian organization. Nothing has 
been discovered to connect their owners with 
the plot to destroy the Town Hall. 

Lonpon, June 17.—The Daily News has some 
reason to believe that a dispatch has been sent 
from the Foreign Office to the American Gov- 
ernment, calling attention to the operations of 
the Fenians in New-York. 

The Datly News says: ‘‘ The progress made 
on the Land bill rendered it unnecessary for Mr. 
Gladstone to make any fresh proposals last night 
in regard to the public business. We believe 
Mr. Gladstone thinks that if the debate is car- 
ried on under the present circumstances the 
bill may leave the House of Commons on the 
17th of July.,’ 

The Daily News is informed that Mr. Thomas 
Power O’Connor, Home Rule member for 
Galway, has declined to put on the notice pa- 
per several amendments to the Land bill 
which had been sent to him from Ireland. The 
Home Rulers have apparently decided to do 
everything in their power to facilitate the 
passage of the bill. 

The Times says: ‘‘It is apparent that the 
Ministry feel no uneasiness about the prospects 
of the Land bill, so far as its passage through 
the House of Commons is concerned.”’ 

A correspondent at Dublin says: ‘‘The de- 
sire to emigrate continues. The South Dublin 
Guardians have resolved to send away 37 able- 
bodied —— who desired to emigrate to 
America. They have been in the work-house 
from three to twenty-five years.”

PRINCE ALEXANDER’S PLANS. 
EFFORTS TO WIN THE MOHAMMEDANS TO 
HIS SIDE—POSITION OF THE POWERS. 

Lonpon, June 16.—A dispatch from 
Sophia to Reuter’s Telegram Company says: 
‘Prince Alexander has started on a tour of 
military inspection. He has reached Vratza, 
where 20,000 persons welcomed him and pre- 
sented addresses declaring that the Bulgarians 
have unanimously accepted the conditions the 
Prince named in his proclamation.”’ 

A Vienna correspondent says he learns from 
Sophia that after his journey through Bulgaria 
Prince Alexander will remain at Varna until 
the National Assembly opens at Sistova; that 
Government officers and Mavors of cities sus- 

ected of being partisans of M. Zancoff, the 
late Premier, now in custody, have either been 
dismissed from office or arrested, and thata 
Turkish agent, speaking at Sophia, advised the 
Bulgarians to accept the proposals of the 
Prince. 

Another Vienna correspondent says: ‘As 
soon as the Bulgarian National Assembly 
opens at Sistova, Prince Alexander will take 
up his residence there, whither the representa- 
tives of the powers will follow him. The Prince 
probably avoids Sophia at present, because 
the Zaneoff party-has drawn public opinion 
there to its side. The Porte has ordered its 
agent at Sophia to use all his influence with 
the Mohammedans in favor of the Prince, as 
it has been seen at Constantinople that the 
maintenance of the Prince will be much favor- 
able to the Bulgarian Mussulmans than the 
advent of the Radicals to power.”’ 

BERLIN, June 16.—Tho statement that the 
powers are negotiating with regard to the 
crisis in Bulgaria is semi-officially denied. On 
the contrary, the question is regarded as a do- 
mestic one, concerning Bulgaria alone. 
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TUNIS AND ALGIERS. 
THE BEY’S BUFFOON MADE A HIGH OFFICER 
-—FIGHTING BETWEEN ALGERIANS. 

Lonvon, June 16.—The Bey of Tunis has 
appointed a person who for many years has 
been his buffoon tothe posts of President of 
the Municipality and Administrator of Re- 
ligious Corporations. 

A correspondent at Tunis says: ‘‘ The cir- 
cular of M. Roustan, the French Minister, to 
the foreign Consuls here has caused great ex- 
citement among the members of the British 
community., They. all declare that the com- 
plete annexation of the Regency by France 
would be preferable to the transfer of the 
Bey’s rights to M. Roustan.” 

TouLon, June 16.—The Tunisian Premier, 
Mustapha, arrived here yesterday, and after 
inspecting the French squadron landed, and 
was escorted by troops to his hotel. He left 
at night for Paris. He will visit London in- 
cognito, returning to Tunis by the way of 
Madrid and Algiers. 

ALGIERS, June 16.—An official report states 
that the native Algerian forces have annibi- 
lated an insurgent tribe. The insurgents left 
66 dead on the field, and carried away many 
wounded. Fifteen hundred camels were cap- 
tured.

Accounts of the progress of the negotiations 
for a new Anglo-French commercial treaty 
are unfavorable, The French Commissioners 
are unwilling to make concessions, The value 
of French imports of food for the first five 
months of the present year show a decrease of 
62,000,000f. as compared with the same period 
last year. 

The Controller of Telegraphs has issued a 
circular to the operators of the central office in 
London, pointing out that it is impossible to 
dispose of the fluctuating business of a tele- 
graph office without having recourse to 
overtime, which is _ therefore compul- 
sory; but that any reasonable applica- 
tion for exemption from overtime will 
be duly considered. The operators, however, 
refused to stand by the above-mentioned circu- 
lar, but by the reply of the Right Hon. Wil- 
liam Monsell, who was Postmaster-General in 
1871, to a question in the House of Commons, 
in which Mr. Monsell stated that overtime was 
not compulsory. The operators consider that 
this reply settles the question of overtime, and 
they propuse pressing for its general adoption. 
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GRISCOMS LONG FAST.

THZ TWENTIETH DAY—CONDITION OF THE 
FASTER. 

CuiIcaGo, June 16.—To-day was a trying 
one to the faster, Griscom. The heat 
caused him to perspire freely, and he 
seemed to be- greatly affected by it. 
He arose from bed at 8:10 o’clock, after a refresh- 
ing night’s sleep, and drank eight ounces of water, 
and again at 10:30 o’clock he drank 16 ounces. The 
heat made him weak and petulant. He has 


lost three-quarters of a pound during the 
past 24 hours. His weight at noon to- 
day was 1713, pounds, or a_ tota loss 
since the beginning of his fast of 2544 pounds. 
To-day is his twentieth day of starving. At 
3 o’clock his temperature was 994°, pulse 76, end 
respiration 20. At 3:20 P. M. he was examined, and 
his pulse found to be 100 beats a minute when 
he was standing up and 80 when sitting. The pulse 
was weak and thready,and showed a deranged 
physical condition. His medical attendants say 
that his spirits are good, but are evidently forced. 
Dr. Rush states that the intense mental strain 
would cause Griscom to lose the power of 
mind over body he has so _ far exhibited, 
and that he would be compelled to eat be- 
fore the time of the fast has expired—probably 
on the 4ist and 42d day. Dr. Rush also took 
measurements of Griscom’s chest and abdo- 
men. The chest, with forced expiration, 
measured 36 inches, and with forced 
respiration 3944 inches, The circumference of the 
abdomen was 364 inches. Griscom drank 
five ounces of water at 6 o'clock 
this evening, and fell asleep at 9:45. 
It is reported that there are evidences 
that Griscom must have partaken of solid food. 
The report is based upon the certificate of the 
hysician who made the examination. It will be 
nyestigated. 


GERHARDT’S DEFENSE OPENED. 
MonriceE._o, N. Y., June 16.—The Gerhardt 
murder trial is being hurried to a close. The entire 
morning session to-day was occupied with medical 
testimony. Dr.S. A. Kemp and Dr. William W. 
Apley said that Mrs. Gerhardt’s skull was broken 


in several places, and the wounds could not have 
been caused by a single blow, but by repeated 
strokes with a heavy weapon. This disproved the 
theory that Gerhardt struck his sister-in-law a blow 
with the crowbar in self-defense. At 2 0’clock the 
prosecution rested its case. The defense then 
formally asked for the discharge of the prisoner on 
account of an alleged flaw in the indictment in re- 
gard to the name of the victim. The request was 
refused by Judge Osborne. The Hon. Thomas PF. 
Bush, ex-County Judge of Sullivan County, then 
opened the prisoner’s case, alleging that the prose- 
cution had failed to show any premeditation and 
that Gerhardt was of unsound mind. At the close 
of the speech the court adjourned until morning.

EVENTS AT WASHINGTON 


A SUSPICIOUS REQUEST FOR BIDS 
FOR SUPPLIES. 


A REMARKABLE CONDITION ATTACHED TO 


PROPOSALS FROM THE BUREAU OF EN- 
GRAVING AND PRINTING—A POSSIBLE 
SCHEME OF FRAUD. 
WasHINGTON, June 16.—Col. Irish, Chief 
of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, has 
circulated among various merchants of this 


city blank proposals, on which they are invitea 
to submit bids for supplies needed by the bu- 
reau during the six months beginning July 1. 
The circular accompanying the blank con- 
tains the following clause: ‘ Proposals on 


each item will be considered separately, 
and upon basis of the information obtained, 
by a comparison of the prices and samples re- 
ceived. The bureau will make requisition on 
the accepted bidder without previous notice of 
the acceptance of the bid.’? The words “ with- 


out previous notice of the acceptance of the 
bid,” are underscored. The articles to be sup- 


pied include twillings, duck, burlaps, printers’ 
lankets, green holland, rubber cloth, muslin, 
toweling, &c. 

The better class of dealers will not submit 
proposals under the condition imposed by Col. 
Trish, and it is alleged by some of them that 
the purpose in giving notice that requisition 
will be made on the accepted bidder without 
previous notice of acceptance, is to defeat 
proper competition by driving off legiti- 
mate dealers. No dealer could afford to 
lay in all the supplies needed until 
informed that his bid had been accepted. The 
eondition imposed by the paragruph above 
quoted is extraordinary in a proposal of this 
kind, and justifies the suspicion that it was in- 
serted in order to defeat the law requiring 
purchases to be made from the lowest and best 
bidder, and for the purpose of enabling the 
Superintendent of the bureau to purchase 
supplies in open market and from favorite 
dealers. For instance, demand could be made 
upon the lowest bidder for 50,000 yards of 
muslin, no notice having been previously given 
him of the acceptance of his bid, and if he 
could not instantly supply it the Superintend- 
ent would be furnished with a thin excuse for 
purchasing from favorites in open market and 
at retail prices. 
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THE WHITTAKER COURT-MARTIAL. 
A GENERAL IMPRESSION THAT THE VER- 
DICT IS ONE OF GUILTY. 

Wasnrneton, June 16.—The published 
statements purporting to give the result of the 
finding of the General Court-martial in the 
case of Cadet Whittaker are mere speculation. 
There seems to be a feeling prevalent that the 
finding of the court is adverse to Whittaker, 
but this feeling is based on nothing that 
has been learned from _ the _ records 
of the court-martial. As each mem- 
ber of the court is bound by 
oath not to divulge the finding until regularly 
promulgated by competent authority, it is not 
likely that any of them have made known its 
conclusion. he record has not yet been re- 
ceived at the War Department, and is still in 
the possession of the Recorder of the court, 
who will forward it to the Judge-Advocate- 
General as soon as completed.

WASHINGTON, June 16, 1881. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $215,000.

ihe President to-day appointed Frederick

tory, Register of the Land Officeat Vancouver, 
Washington Territory, vice Walter W. New- 
lin, removed, and Henry Cox, of San Fran- 
cisco, Pension Agent at that city, vice William 
H. Payne, removed. 

Secretary Lincoln to-day received a letter 
from Secretary Kirkwood relative to thealleged 


establishment on the Southern Ute Reserva- 
tion of a new station by the Denver and Rio 
Grande Railroad and the erection of saloons, 
dance-houses, é&c., and requesting him to em- 
ploy the military in that district to enforce 
order and remove the obtruders. The letter 
wes referred to Gen. Sherman, with the re- 
quest that he take such action in the matter as 
may be necessary. 

A report upon the fishery industries of the 
Pacific States and Territories, issued by the 
Census Office, shows that in California, 
Oregon, Washington Territory, and Alaska 
the number of persons engaged in the fishing 
business during the year 1880 aggregated 16,- 
745, employing 5,547 vessels and boats, valued 
at $583,145, The total value of capital invested 
in vessels, boats, apparatus, and outfits and 
buildings and apparatus of manufacture 
amounted $2,748,383. The total value of the 
product was $9,548,277. 

Secretary Windom has decided not to make 
public the report of the committee charged 

with the examination of the transactions of 
“Office of Custodian. The committee has 
not yet been discharged. An evening paper 
says: ‘‘Itis authoritatively stated that Cus- 
todian Pitney will retire at the close of the fis- 
cal year, and be succeeded by Gen. E. W. 
Whittaker, the well-knownreal estate agent of 
this city. Gen. Whittaker is from Kansas, 
and during the war was Chief of Staff to Gen. 
Custer. e has been quite prominert in Re- 
publican politics, and was one of the head cen- 
tres of the Towpath Club during the recent 
Presidential campaign.” 

It is not thought probable at the Treasury 
Department that any recommendation will be 
made to Congress looking to refunding legisla- 
tion, Itis evidently the opinion of those high 
in authority that the conversion of high rate 
bonds, under the present system, into bonds 
bearing a lower rate of interest is far more ad- 
vantageous to business interests than an agita- 
tion of the question in Congress, While the 
intention of the Secretary of the Treasury 
is to keep the sinking fund well supplied 
it is mot probable that much will 
be done in the purchase of bonds for that fund 
until the 5 per cents, to which the option of 
continuanee or redemption has already been 
extended, are disposed of. Although there has 
been no report received as to the number or 
amount of coupon 5s received for continuance 
at the London agency, it is understood that a 
large amount have been presented. The Secre- 
tary is of opinion that nearly, if not auite all 
of the $118,000,000 of coupon 5s will be re- 
ceived before the time fixed for their presenta- 
tion has elapsed. There have been $44,000,000 
of coupon 5 per cent. bonds received for con- 
tinuance at 53¢ per cent. to date, leaving a bal- 
ance of $74,000,000 to be heard from before the 
amount outstanding is reached.

DEPARTURE OF THE AROTIC SEARCH 8TEAM- 
ER RODGERS FROM SAN FRANCISCO. 

San FRANCISCO, June 16.—The Rodgers, the 
polar relief ship, sailed this afternoon in search 
of the Jeannette. She was escorted out 
of the harbor by the steam-boat Sance- 
litto, the revenue-cutter Richard Rush, and 
several tugs and yachts. <A _ brisk breeze 
was blowing on the bay. A large number of 
people witnessed her departure from the wharves 
and hills. The Rodgers is provisioned, coaled, 
officered, and manned for a long cruise. She 
is of 420 tons register, and was built at Bath, 
Me. Her name was formerly the Helen and 
Mary. She is a full-rigged bark with two royals 
and double top-saill yards. Her rigging is of hemp, 
and she carries five whale-boats and an 


ice dingy, which is also used as the 
Captain’s gig. She has a house on 
deck forward, in which is the apothecary’s dispen- 
sary. bath-room, and a room with bunks for the 
native guides and interpreters. The vessel is 
heavily sheathed with three inch oak 
— and has a single horizontal tubular 
oiler, which is jacketed and has two furnaces 
with grates, now fitted for anthracite coal. She 
has a jet condenser and Kingston valves 
for taking water, and, in addition 
to her regular stationary ship’s pumps, she 
carries two auxiliary steam-pumps—one a Cameron 
pump, ready to connect in any way with anry- 
thing at a moment’s notice, and a Davidson 
pump, for distilling fresh water and _ fire 
purposes. All the pumps are ricgid with iron hand 
brakes, to work them by hand when there is no 
steam up. Among her stores, which are laid 
in to last four years, and may be eked 
out to last five years, if eat Net are large sup- 
tlies of lime juice, pemmican for the men, and 
another quality of coarser pemmican for dogs on 
long sledge journeys. She carries a liberal supply 
of spare spars on deck and lumber for roofing over 
her deck in Winter, which will also be fitted, and, 
with snow packed over that, will forma good 
warm covering and close protection against the 
cutting cold without. 

The Rodgers will cruise from San Francisco to 
St. Berry. She will then proceed to Petropau- 
torsky, under sail, which, with a favorable 
chance, will require from 2 to 30 days: thence 
cross St. Michael’s, in Alaska, to coal; 
thence to St. Lawrence Bay, and along 
the coast ef Northern Siberia, communicating with 
the natives in the hope of gaining some in- 
telligence the Jeannette; 
Cape Serge to Kamon, where letters will 
be left with some native Innuits, or 
Tschuktchi; then northward to Herald Island, and 
hunt well over for Cairns. From there it is 
the intention. if nothing definite is found to 
warrant a different course, to proceed toward 
Wrangel Land, along the southern shore, discov- 
ered by Capt. Thomas Long in 1867. and, by 
approaching as near as the ice will allow, 
seek for a suitable harbor to winter in. 
When the sea is frozen over and the ice is hard 
enough, sledge parties will be sent out over the 
sea along the shore line, following the north-east 
coast of Wrangel Land, and, should it prove prac- 
ticable, the west coast will also be thus examined. 
Unless Lieut. Berry succeeds in obtaining informa- 
tion calculated to justify his remaining longer, it 
is his present intention to return if possible by the 
second year.

ROBBING TWO STAGES IN ARKANSAS—MAIL 
BAGS CUT OPEN AND*‘LETTERS STOLEN. 
LittLE Rock, Ark., June 16.—A dispatch 

from Alma, Ark., to the Gazette, says that at 11 


o’clock last night the north and south bound stages’ 


running between Fayetteville and Alma were 
stopped by two armed men and the mail and 
passengers robbed. Whenthe north-bound stage 
was about 20 miles from Alma, and ia one of 
the loneliest places on the road, between 
two mountains, the driver was commanded 
to halt. The driver, on looking ahead, discovered 
two armed men on either side of the road, 
about 10 yards ahead, with drawn pistols. 


After the stage stopped the robbers commanded 
the passengers and driver to get down on 
the ground. They then made the driver turn his 
back to them while they tied and blindfolded 
the passengers. Then they tied and blind- 
folded the driver and placed him in 
front of the team, telling him that if he 
moved hand or foot he would be a dead 
man. After this they took all the money 
the passeneers had, amounting to about $30. 
The driver asked them to loosen tho strap 
on his wrists, as it was hurting him, and 
one of the robbers replied that he would 
as soon as they had robbed the south-bound 
stage, which was then heard approaching. As 
soon as the south-bound stage arrived, the 
driver was ordered to halt. The stage con- 
tained only one passenger, Mr. Gray, 
of Fayettville, from whom the robbers took 
$5 in money and a gold watch and 
chain. They took the mail frem both stages, 
cutting open both sacks and taking 
ali the registered letters and packages which ap- 
peared valuable. The robbers then untied one of 
the passengers, telling him that if he moved before 
they told him they would kill him. They then took 
to the woods.

plus currency. The account of Ses- 
sions had been * running since Jan, 23 
without settlement, and the Senator had asked, 
about May 27, that his account be closed, as he 


expected to go home soon, and as he had asked 
for currency his check, presented on June 7, 
was paidin that way. The currency paid:to 
Sessions included three one-thousand-dollar 
bills and the remainder of the amount 
was made up in one hundreds and fifties. 
The witness was pressed to account 
for the fact that he had bills of such high de- 
nomination in his possession, and it appeared 
that no one except Mr. Sessions had received 
bills of tbat denomination from the firm in 
June. A digression was made to draw out the 
fact that the apartments of the brokers were 
resorted to by members, and then Mr. Bangs 
led the witness back to testify more explicitly 
about Senator Session’s reasons for having 
large bills, and how he had got them, but the 
witness, besides admitting that it took a good 
while in the ordinary course of business to 
get four or five one-thousand-dollar bills 
could not remember from whom he had 
received them. The firm represented by 
Mr. Graves drew $3,500 from the Mer- 
chants’ Bank, on June 8, $1,500 of 
which was paid to Senator Woodin. Mr. 
Graves had talked last night with Senator 
Sessions and Mr. Henry Smith in the office of 
Mr. Smith to refresh his recollection, and 
testified that Mr. Sessions exhibited about 
the money the witness had paid him, his 
recollection being that they were all new clean 
and crisp bilis, and mostly one hundred: 
dollar bills. Mr, Sessions exhibited the pack- 
age of money, after some affected hesi- 
tation, which led Mr. Brooks to remark 
that the counsel ought to be called to order for 
levity and irrelevancy. Then some time was 
consumed by Mr. Bangs in an endeavor ta 
ascertain, by a practical repetition of Senator 
Sessions’s movements in counting the bills ia 
Mr. Smith’s office, whether Mr. Graves was 

uite positive that he wasnot mistaken as te 
the identity of the money shown with that 
paid by him to Senator Sessions on June 7, 
Mr. Graves was then.allowed to go, aiter a 
protracted examination, with the promise thas 
he would return in the afternoon. 

If the committee had been unable to get Mr. 
Barber as a witness to-day, it was enabled to 
hear of him through the next witness, Mr. 
Publius V. Rogers, President of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Utica. While he knew Mr. 
Barber, he did not know his occupation. All 
that Mr. Rogers furnished that was interest- 
ing was the statement that he had received a 
request to furnish particulars of Barber’s ac- 
count. The bank had none of Barber’s checks 
in its possession, as it appears that they had ail 
been surrendered to Mr. Barber when his pass- 
book was written up on Tuesday last. 

There was a general craning of necks when 
the name of Orsini E. Jones was called, and 
a thick-set man, of average height, witha 
bony, florid, clean-shaved face, stepped forward 
to the witness chair. Mr. Jones’s name has 
been mentioned freely in connection with the 
case, and naturally, as he has been a close 
companion of Bradley during the Senatorial 
fight, and has been called a ‘“‘ conspirator’? by 
his intimate friends so frequently that he 
seems to have become quite used to it. He 
looks like a prosperous butcher rather than a 
dangerous political schemer, and surprised the 
crowd when he gave his age as 51 years. He 
had scarcely time to tell that he had 
been ‘“‘attending the Legislature,” though 
in what capacity was not explained, 
and that he, too, had the Senatori- 
al fondness for ‘operating a little upon 
the market,’? when Mr. Bradley was recalled 
to produce the written speech which he com- 
posed in Gen. Arthur’s room while Speaker 
Sharpe was counting the $2,000 said to have 
been given to Bradley by Senator Sessions, 
It was a very brief speech of four lines, writ- 
ten without much regard to the appropriate 
use of capitals or punctuation, upon @ scrap 
of writing paper. Mr. Bangs counted the 
words. and found there were 36. Mr. Peckham, 
desiring to know the motive of Mr. Bradley 
for refusing to tell the reporters, on the morn- 
ing of June 9, who gave him the money, ob- 
tained the answer that it wes not out of regard 
for his friendship for Mr. Sessions or tender- 
ness for his character that led him to witbhoid 
the information. 

There were several ladies in the audience at 
the afternoon sitting, which dragged at the be- 
ginning and was rather uninteresting so far 
as the testimony of O. E. Jones, the first wit- 
ness, was coacerned. He repeated, without 
material variation from the stories of Bradley 
and Sharpe, the proceedings in Gen. Arthur’s 
room, where the alleged bribe was handed to 
the Speaker. He denied having had any 
consultation with Bradley about the bribery 
before the money was surrendered, or that he 
had conspired with anybody against Senator 
Sessions. After Mr. Jones came Mr. Wemple, 
of the New-York State National Bank, who 
desired to correct a statement made by him 
yesterday. He had then said that Barber’s 
check in favor of Edwards for $2,000 was pre- 
sented last Friday, whereas it was presented 
on Saturday, June 4. 

The Iast}witness today was a Cattaraugus 
farmer named Austin, to whom Bradley had 
stated on the Saturday before he swears he 
was bribed that there was a good opportunity 
here for members to make money, without 
saying how; that he believed he would not 
vote again for Conkling and Platt. Mr. Bangs 
discovered, when the witness had told all thut 
he knew, ‘that he had been subpoenaed by Sena- 
tor Sessions, and that the ‘‘ prosecution” did 
not care to hear more from him. At thisstage 
the investigation was suspended until to-mior- 
row morning.

THE PROCEEDINGS. 

At the opening of the session this morning, 
William A. Graves was sworn and testified: “I re 
side in Albany, and am one of the firm of Spence, 
Trask & Co., bankers and brokers. Previous ta 
January, 1880, 1 was with the New-York Central 
Railroad Company as Superintendent of the tele 
graph lines of the road and secretary of Superin- 
tendent Tillinghast. I have transacted business 


. for Senator Sessions. Ihave kept an account #” 





transactions with him. The account was closed 
on June 7.” 

A statement of his account was called for, and 
Mr. Graves said he would not care to show the 
statement unless Mr. Sessions consented. Mr. 
Sessions was present, and said he had no objec- 
tions to it being shown. 

Mr. Graves—The account of Mr. Sessions was 
closed June 7, when I paid Mr. Sessions something 
over $6,000 in currency at that time. We keep an 
account with the Merchants’ Bank of Albany. I 


decline to show the accounts or business of our 
office for May or June. I don’t object to giving 
you any special information about this case you 
may desire that wiil not place all our business be- 
fore this committee. I don’t remember the de- 
nominations of the bills paid him in balancing up 
his account. The supply of currency has been 

lenty in the banks this year. We send currency 

y express, 

Here Mr. Bangs, of counsel for the committee, 
rested, and Mr. Smith, of counsel for Mr. Sessions, 
examined Mr. Graves: ‘‘Mr. Nathan D. Wendell, 
State Treasurer, is Vice-President of the Merchants’ 
Bank. Onur firm deposits are chiefly in currency in 
the Merchants’ Bank. Mr. Sessions had a running 
account withus. He settled on Jan. 18, and from 
that time until June7it was open. In the latter 
part of May—on the 25th—Mr. Sessions told me to 
sell the balance of his stock, which I did. Then on 
June lhe got his usual monthly statement. He 
replied, ‘All right; we are about through in Al- 
bany. and I wiil close my account.’ On the 6th of 
June he came in and asked me for currency, and 
on the morning of the 7th he deew his check for 
the balance, some $6,616, and I paid him the cur- 
rency. There were three one-thousand-dollar bills 
and the balance in fifties and hundreds. 

To Mr. Baves—The politios of Mr. Wendell nor 
of Mr. John F. Smyth had nothing to do with our 
selecting the Merchants’ Bank as our depository. 
Some members of the Legislature visit our banking- 
house. Mr. Sessions’s account was a profitable 
one. The last purchase on his account was St. 
Paul preferred. The account was a profitable one. 
I have talked with Mr. Sessions about the denomi- 
nation of the bilis I paid him; there were three one- 
thousand-dollar bills and $3,000 in one-hundred- 
collar bills. Most of the money left with us is as 
margin on stocks. Mr. Barber has called at our 
banking-house once or twice this year. 

_To Mr. Smith—Mr. Sessions told me he wanted to 
close the account and wanted large bills to take 
home with him. 

To Mr. Bangs—I have heard Mr. Sessions say he 
expected Mr. Depew would be elected. He got 
the one-thousand-dollar bills over our counter. I 
don’t know from whom they were received by us. 
I talked with Mr. Sessions last night at Mr. Smith’s 
house. On the 8th ot June I drew $3,500 from the 
Merchants’ Bank in two checks; paid $1,500 of this 
amount to Senator Woodin. I[ talked with Mr. 
Sessions last evening about this case, but was here 
yesterday afternoon to give my testimony, if called 
upon, before I had any special conversation with 
him. He told me his recollection of the matter of 
the bills, but his statement has not influenced my 
own opinion. I was not present when the $1,500 
was paid to Mr. Woodin on his check on our 
house, and don’t know the denominations of the 
bills paid to him. It is unusual for men to draw 
their balance when it amounts to $6,000 in currency. 

To Mr. Bangs—My conversation with Mr. Sessions 
om og about 9 o’clock last night. I recognized 
the bills. 

Mr. Bangs to Mr. Sessions—Let me see the pack- 
age of bills, please. 

Mr. Sessions handed to Mr. Bangs the package of 
bills, which were shown to witness, and he identi- 
fied them as apparently the same bills he paid Mr. 
Sessions on June 7. 

Mr. Graves—Mr. Sessions took out nearly all the 
money I paid him from his trousers pocket last 
night, when we met at Mr. Smith’s house, and I 
ran over the amount and recognized the bills 
as those I paid him on June 7, as some of the bills 
were entirely new one-hundred-dollar bills. The 
sum I counted last night was only a few dollars 
short of the $6,616. 

To Mr. Smith—I went to Mr. Smith's house to 
ask him if l would be obliged to bring up the books 
of our firm, and while there Mr. Sessions came in. 
Our meeting was casual, and not by agreement or 
appointment. 

To Mr. Draper, of the Committee — Perhaps 
nive or ten days elapsed from the time we first 
talked about closing his account up to the day I 
paid him the currency. 

Publius V. Rogers sworn: ‘‘I am a banker at 
Utica, and am President of the First National 
Bank there. I know Mr. Barber; he has kept an 
account in our bank. I have been requested to 
produce his account here. I have not brought any 
oft his checks: his account was written up on June 
14 and all of his checks returned.” 

Counsel for Mr. Sessions having no questions to 
ask, Mr. Rogers was excused. 

Assemblyman Bradley was recalled. He was 
asked for the manuseript he wrote in the room 
where he met Speaker Sharpe. Mr. Bradley hand- 
edit to Counseior Bangs, who read it aloud. It 
was the same as his address to the Assembly on 
June 9 when asking for an investigating committee. 

Mr. Bradley then said: ‘‘Ihad no 1S gry ese 
with Mr. Sharpe in his room that night. I know 
Gen. Conway; he has never asked me to vote for 
Gen. Tremain. I did not want to talk to reporters 
until] made my statement to the committee. ;It 
was not out of regard to Mr. Sessions or tenderness 
for his character that I refused to make a state- 
ment to bim.” 

Orsini ‘E. Jones, of Jamestown, Chautauqua 
County, sworn: ‘I have resided there since I was 
born, 51 years ago. My business now isin real es- 
tate.”’ 

At 11 o0’clock recess was ordered, and when the 
committee reassembled at 3:10 P. M., D. W. Wem- 
ple corrected his testimony as to the day on which 
Edwards presented the check of Barber. It was 
on June 4, instead of June 10. 


ORSINI E, JONES TESTIFIES, 

Mr. Jones resumed his testimony: “I reside in 
Jamestown. Iam sometimes in New-York—some- 
times once a month—engaged in dealing in stocks, 
not in merchandise. I have been actively engaged 
in business until within the last year. My business 


is based on my own capital. I am a Republican. 
L never held an office. I was a Presidential Elector 
ast Fall. Ihave been on the State Committee. I 
have favored the Conkling and Platt side of the 
Senatorial question. 1 have known Senator Ses- 
sions 80 years. Our relations have been political 
and friendly. I have been here since the Sena- 
torial question arose. I have met Mr. Sessions 
'requently; we were always friendly and 
social, if have met him at the Ken- 
more, in the office and in his room. 
The subjects of our conversations were political, 
2ocial, and friendly. I have ridden out with him 
here twice. 1 think our conversations were partly 
poten. He understood I differed with him. I 
ave talked with him asto the relative positions 
occupied by the members from Chautauqua and 
Cattaraugus. I presume I have talked to him 
gbout Bradley’s position. I know Ingersoll and 
snow of Terry. Idon’t remember Sessions say- 
ng anything to me about political matters 
at home. I have met Ingersoll 
daily when here. Bradley never toid me 
anything Ingersoll said. I was in Bradley’s com- 
pany on the 8th of June, about4 P. M. I was stop- 
ping at the Delavan and met him in the corridor; 
met him by chance, not by appointment. Bradley, 
ingersoli, aud [| wentjout and got cigars; came 
back to the hotel and I think Ingersoll and Bradley 
went off together. Inthe hotel I don’t remember 
what was the subject of their conversation. When 
we parted I rejoined Bradley in about 20 or 80 min- 
utes, We went up Broadway together. Bradley 
calied me into a drug store; that was the 
only incident that occurred. The walk was 
only for exercise. We returned to the Delavan. 
l remained there, but cannot recollect how long 
we were together. 1 made no appointment with 
him to meet him; I met him again about 9 o’clock 
in the evening. In the meantime I saw Speaker 
Sharpe, but 1 don’t think I spoke to him, I saw 
bim going into Vice-President Arthur’s room. That 
Was about 7or8o’clock. AsI was going through 
the currider Mr. Bradley met me and asked me if 
i knew where Speaker Sharpe was; I said yes, and 
took Mr. Bradley to the room of Vice- 
President Arthur. We went in, and I gaid 
to Speaker Sharpe: ‘Mr. Bradley wants to see 
you.’ { stepped back, and Mr. Bradley 
said I should comein. Gen. Sharpe invited us to 
take seats. I sat back, thinking perhaps that 
Bradley wanted to say something I should not 
hear. He commenced to tell that he had been ap- 
proached to vote for Depew, and had the money. 
i then hitched up nearer to hear what he had to 
say. Finally, Speaker Sharpe asked him who had 
done this, and Bradley replied ‘My Senator, Mr. 
Sessions,’ I think Gen. Sharpe said, ‘This cannot 
be.’ He said something of that sort. He showed 
cousiderable agitation. He rose to his feet, and 
Was greatly excited. He then resumed his seat. 
1 think I saw the Speaker put the money in an en- 
velope. I think he counted it. I think | remember 
seeing Mr. Bradley writing; did not see the writ- 
ing. I did notstay. I got away as soon as I could 
niter lsaw what it was. Icame down stairs with 
Mr. Bradley and left him. I went out of the hotel. 
Il noticed the money; there were some five-hun- 
dred-doilar bills and some fifties. I was annoyed 
when I heard that it was our Senator. I did not 
look at the money close enough to say as to the 
size of the package.”” |Thefmoneyfwas shown to 
the witness, but he could not identify it.] 

To Mr. Peckham—My business is the buying of 
railroad stocks. 1 have been in New-York off and 
on since 1 was 22 years of age. At home I have 
been in everything except preaching—grocery and 
various businesses. I was at Chicago at the last 
convention. My candidate was Gen. Grant. Ses- 
sions and Adams were our delegates. They voted 
against Grant every time and against my desires. 
Since then Sessions has been treated kindly in my 
county. There have been a few who have felt an 
enmity for Sessions, but it waa only alittle. There 
was afeeling against Sessions on account of his 
going against Grant. I know District Attorney 
Bradley. [think he felt somewhat bitter at Sessions 
on account of his action at Chicago. I have heard 
him express himself so, I have felt strongly 
interested in this Senatorial canvass. I think I was 
in Chicago when I heard of the resignations. Ican 
hardly say how soon afterward I arrived here. It 
was before the voting commenced. I don’t think I 
saw Sessions there. isaw the other boys—I mean 
the members; we call them all boys. I talked to 
them of;my preferences. I feel certain thatI spoke 
to Bradley as well as the other boys, I went to New- 
York and came back and saw the boys again. 
saw Bradley, and don’t think there was any change 
in his opinions. I told him when first here that I 
wanted him to vote for aStalwart. At that time it 
was not known who were to be candidates, 
but I understood Bradley was to vote for 
Stalwarts. I came back here before Conkling 
pnd Platt came back. It was not known by me 
that they would be candidates. I had seen both 
in New-York; had had a conversation with them, 
but did not learn that they would be candidates. 
They came up on the Thursday succeeding the 
Monday on which I came up. Idon’t know as 
Bradley tnen informed me what his action woulda 
be; think he told me how he was going to vote. 
The object of my being here is vo promote the in- 
terests of my . I have made bets 
on the result. Mr. Bradley is a stake- 
holder in two one-hundred-dollar bets. I can't

say how long Ingersoll, Bradley, and myself were 
Comiter at the ‘Delavan, Braai ley did not tell me 
what he wanted to see Speaker Sharpe for. Ido 
not know of any one being with him when he met 
me. I was about three or four feet from § or 
Sharpe when Bradley addressed Speaker Sharpe 
and made the disclosure. [The witness here related 
the circumstance in detail, as before told by Mr. 
Bradley and Speaker Sharpe. I donotthink I said 
a word to Bradley after leaving the room. 

To Mr. Bangs—I do not think I remember every- 
thing said and done in that room that night. 

To Mr. Brooks—I have known Bradley for 16 or 
18 years. Bradley made no allusion to the money 
he had received when I met him. The bets of 
which Bradley was made stakeholder were made 
three weeks ago. 

To Mr. Bangs—I think when Speaker Sharpe 
asked who it was that gave him the money, Brad- 
ley asked meif he should tell, and I told him to 
tell; up to that time I did not know who the man 
was. 

TRACING LARGE BILLS. 


Henry A. Newton, a Teller in the Union National 
Bank, was swora. He testified: ‘‘ The bank, since 
the middle of May, has received considerable in- 
complete currency from Washington—from $300,000 
to $400,000. It received none other. It has since 


the same time paid out considerable sums. A week 
ago to-day I paid out $500; that was paid to a man 
whom Senator Wagner identified. it was on Sen- 
ator Wagner’s check, drawn on the Fifth-Avenue 
Bank, New-York. I don’t remember to whose 
order it was drawn. I can’t remember the name 
on it. Isent the check to some bank in New-York. 
I can’t tell which of the four banks we correspond 
with it was.”’ 

Mr. Peckham said he could not see the material- 
ity of this. This check was paid on the day this 
committee was appointed. 

Mr. Bangs explained that it was not possible in 
all cases to learn beforehand what a witness could 
testify to; this was one case; they were endeay- 
oring to get information. 

Mr. Peckham had no objection to that. 

The witness said that no special deposit had been 
made against the check. ‘I am not positive that 
it was on the 9th; if not then it was since. I do not 
remember of any large check being cashed before 
the 8th or 9th of June,” 

To Mr. Smith—I have not been applied to to tes- 
tify in this matter, nor have I declined. 

To Mr. Bangs—So faras I know, Mr. Cook, of our 
bank, has not declined to give any information to 
counsel. 

William A. Graves was recalled. He was handed 
a memorandum he had made of receipts of cur- 
rency at his banking house, which, on the 7th of 
June, showed $750, and on the 8th of June, $3,750. 
He said: “ The $2,000 I paid on the 8th was to 
William B. Woodin; there were no five-hundred- 
dollar bills in that; nothing larger than $100. 
There were no five-hundred-dollar bills in that paid 
out on the 7th of June, nor in that paid out on the 
8th of June,” 


MR. BRADLEY’S INTENTIONS. 

George Austin was called by Mr. Peckham, and 
testified: ‘‘ I reside in Allegany, Chautauqua Coun- 
ty. IknowBradley. Isaw him onthe 4thof June 
in Olean. Ihad a conversation with him on the 
subject of his voting for Senator.” 


Mr. Bangs objected to this and asked if Mr. 
Bradley had referred to this witness. 

Mr. Peckham said he understood that he had. 

It was found that he had and the witness said 
that Bradley told him he had paired off while 
away from his seat. ‘‘I asked him how it would 
turn out. Ge said he did not know. I said, ‘ You 
are for Conkling,’ He said he had been, but in- 
tended to change his vote when he returned. He 
said he found that the people did not agree with 
him. He said that there was a good chance for 
members to make money with their votes. He did 
not say anything about his making any money.” 

To Mr. Bangs—I am afarmer. I have some little 
feeling as to the Senatorship. I don’t care particu- 
larly who is electea. My preference is not to re- 
turn Mr. Conkling. I would prefer Mr. Evarts or 
Gen. Grant. I think that either would be an im- 
provement on the former incumbent. Before the 
4th of June I had observed how Mr. Bradley voted. 
I don’t think I objected to his way of voting when 
talking to him. I might have intimated to him that 
I did not like the way he voted. I concluded that 
he would stop voting for Conkling from what he 
said. I did not understand from him how the 
money was to be made otherwise than in voting, 
but he did not name any candidate on whom 
money could be made, He did not name Depew. 
I understood him to say that there was an 
opportunity to

in votes on this 
judged from what he said 
that money could be got for votes. 
I think I told my neighbors that Mr. Bradley bad 
said this. I did not convey the idea that he said he 
could get money. I wrote to Mr. Sessions what 
Mr. Bradley had said to me: Ihad no acquaintance 
with Mr. Sessions. I had seen him before. I had 
an introduction to him here two years ago last 
Winter, but have not seen him since till now." 
The committee then adjourned.

BRADLEY’S RECORD. 
WHAT HI8 FORMER EMPLOYER KNOWS 


ABOUT IT. 
From the Buffalo Express, June 15. 

In the course of his cross-examination Mon- 
day Mr. Bradley testified that prior to 1875 he 
was engaged in getting out live-oak timber in 
Texas for a Newburg firm; that he worked at New- 
burg for Bigler & Co.,lumbermen. In the Fall of 
1873 he took acontract to go to Texas for tim- 
ber, where he stayed until July, 1874. 
His partner remained in Galveston,  see- 
ing to the shipping of timber, while he saw 
to getting it out. He never succeeded in getting a 
settlement with Bigler & Co. Mr. Bigier happened 
to be in this city yesterday, and a representative 
of the Zxpress was detailed to obtain his version of 
his connection with Bradley. Mr. Bigler has 
been in business at Newburg for 40 years, and 


is President of the Telephone Exchange 
there. Mr. Bigler’s character for veracity and 
downright honesty of purpose is, we believe, 
unquestioned, He stated to the reporter that 
Bradley came to Newburg from the Inebriate 
Asylum at Binghamton in 1872, and on the interces- 
sion of his friends Mr. Bigler engaged him as ship- 
ping clerk. He worked for Mr. Bigler about a year, 
who sent him to Louisiana during the Winter of 
1872-3 to take the place of a clerk who was sick, 
his duty being to look after the shipping of live-oak. 
In October, 1873, Bradley entered into partner- 
ship with Frederick Powell, the clerk referred 
to, and made a contract with Mr. Bigler to get live- 
oak for him in Texas to the extent at 100,000 to 
150,000 feet, he furnishing the necessary capital. 
After the completion of the contract Bradley and 
Powell went back to Newburg. The reason that 
they could never get a settlement with Mr. Bigler 
was that the firm had overdrawn their account 
largely. After being in Newburg some two or 
three months they finally trumped up an account 
which showed that Mr. Bigler wasintheir debt to 
the extent of about $22,000. They never asked for 
pers or any other settlement, but took the 
yull by the horns and instituted a suit to recover 
the large jamount named, when from their own 
written statement they admitted that they were 
in his debt, and said that if they could only 
get out square they would be satisfied. On 
trial before a Referee they swore to transac- 
tions and agreements that induced the Referee to 
give them a judgment for over $6,000. This de- 
cision was appealed from to the General Term, and 
the judgment was reversed. Not satisfied with 
this, they carried the case to the Court of Appeals, 
when the General Term decision was not only con- 
firmed, but an absolute judgment was rendered in 
favor of Mr. Bigier for $6,500 and costs. A _ settle- 
ment was effected by the payment by Bradley and 
Powell of $1,000 and costs amounting to $3,000. 
The money for this purpose was furnished by Brad- 
ley’s friends. The character of the firm while in 
Texas, as stated by Mr. Bigler, was notoriously 
bad, Bradley boasting that he had made his entire 
expenses by gambling while there. He left New- 
burg and went into the oil regions. In conclusion 
Mr. Bigler asserted in the most positive manner 
that he would not believe Bradley under oath.

FAVORING DEPEW’S ELECTION,

END OF THE COLLEGE YEAR 


NEW DEPARTURES AT RUTGERS 
COLLEGE. 

A THIRD COURSE AND THE ADMISSION OF 
WOMEN SUGGESTED — ENTERPRISE IN 
THE INSTITUTION. 

New-Brunswick, N. J., June 16.—The Fac- 
ulty of this institution propose to recommend to 
the Board of Trustees, which will meet next week, 
the establishment of a third course of study for 
the degree of Bachelor of Philosophy. Such a 
course has been made advisable since, on account 
of the raising of the standard for admission into 
the Scientific School and the dividing of the jcurri- 
culum into chemical and engineering courses after 
the first year, some students, whose number is con- 
stantly increasing, find the scientific curriculum 
too special and too exacting. Many patrons of the 
college, too, seem to desire a course which shall 
embrace most of the branches now included im the 
classical course, but shall require a less extensive 
pursuit of the classics and mathematics, substitut- 
ing more instruction in modern languages, history, 


political and natural science, English literature, 
mental and moral philosophy, &c. The Faculty of 
this old and conservative college, with entire 
unanimity, will also reeommend to the Trustees 
that the college doors be opened to young women, 
who shall be admitted on the same terms and 
receive the same degree as young men. 
They state that the tendency of public sentiment 
is strongly toward the co-education of the sexes, 
and that, without exception, so far as they have 
been able to ascertain, all the institutions that 
have recently tried the experiment, such as Michi- 
gan University and all the older institutions where 
it has existed from the first, bear testimony, often 
against previons prejudice and opposition, to the 
fact that co-education contributes to elevate the 
standard of both scholarship and deportment. 
They seem to think, moreover, that the growing 
conviction: of the importance of providing for 
young women, equally with young men, increased 
facilities for the acquisition of higher education 
ought not to be overlooked. This is certainly a 
new departure for Rutgers, and itisnot known 
yet how the recommendations will be met by 
‘Trustees and Alumni. The subject of Alumni 
representation in the Board of Trustees will be 
brought up at the meeting next Tuesday, and the 
long-contended question settled. It is understood 
that a joint committee from the Trustees and 
Alumni Association has agreed upon a satisfactory 
plan of representation. 

The college has been by no means slow in adopt- 
ing the most advanced pointsin the ‘new educa- 
tion” during the past year. Not only has it afford- 
ed thorough instruction in the classics, mental and 
moral philosophy, &c., but it has made special ef- 
forts to keep up with the times in the department 
of natural science. A new prize has been estab- 
lished, called the ‘‘ Knickerbocker” prize for origi- 
nal scientific research, which was won by Messrs. 
W. D. Schoonmaker and Joseph A. Van Mater, the 
results of whose investigations appeared in the 
American Chemical Journal for June, 1881. The 
Geological Museum has also received important ad- 
ditions, the most conspicuous being a remarkable 
series of slabs of triassic or red sandstone, 
in which are more than a_ hundred foot- 
prints, clearly and sharply defined, of some 
extinct species of animals. Some of these tracks 
are 15 inches in length and several feet apart, from 
which data one can form a faint idea of the size of 
the creature. Whether these are the tracks of 
birds or some nondescript slightly resembling a 
crocodile we have no means of knowing, but it is 
to be doubted whether any other collection in the 
world can point to so unique and valuable a speci- 
men. All the State scholarships in the Scientific 
School have been filled, and the evidences of the 
year’s work are very gratifying. The members of 
the graduating class in the Scientific Sehool 
to-day read their theses before the State 
Commissioners, and their universal excel- 
lence elicited much commendation. During 
the year the college library has received large 
gifts of standard and valuable works from the 
Hon. Robert H. Pruyn, of Albany, and others. 
This branch of the institution seems to be con- 
stantly improving, and the number of those who 
visit it for consultation only has increased 70 per 
cent. The graduating class numbers 33, and has 
been marked throughout its entire course by supe- 
rior scholarship. Its members are making great 
peeereSees for Class Day and Commencement. 

he Hon. George M. Robeson, ex-Secretary of the 
Navy, is to deliver the oration before the literary 
societies on Tuesday next, and the Hon. Ellis A. 
Apgar, of Trenton, will deliver the Alumni ora- 
tion.

Eighty-two persons received first degrees, and three 
second, or advanced degrees. Of the first degrees, 


18 were in arts, 5 in literature, 4 in philosophy, 29 
in science, 8 in agriculture, 9 in civil engineering, 
and 3in mechanical engineering. The graduates 
who delivered an oration, or read an essay ora 
thesis, and their subjects were as follows: James

in Reference to Christianity;’ Henry W. 
Battin, ‘The Albahy Water-works  Exten- 
sion;’’ Gertrude B. Harlow, ‘‘ The Dramatic Art;”

MR. BEECHER AND HIS ASSOCIATES AT A 
HOTEL OPENING, . 
PHenicia, Ulster County, June ™.—The 
Brooklyn and New-York Congregational Associa- 
tion, headed by Henry Ward Beecher, the Rev. S. 
H. Virgin, the Rev. Henry M. Storrs, Dr. Edward 
Beecher, the Rey. A. Gleason, and other clergy- 
men from New-York, Brooklyn, New-Jersey, and 
other localities—35 altogether—came up on the 
steamer James W. Baldwin to Rondout last even- 
ing, and this morning a special train took them 
over the Ulster and Delaware Railroad to Stam- 
ford, Delaware County, where they became the 
guests of Dr. Churchill. They were met by the 
villagers, and went at once to Dr. Churchill’s 
house, which was adorned with flags. A fine colla- 


tion was provided, and after it was served 
the villagers assembled on the lawn in 
front of the house, when the Moderator of 
the association, the Rey. Mr. Virgin, called them 
to order and introduced the speakers, Dr. Church- 
ill delivered an address of welcome, and was fol- 
lowed by Henry Ward Beecher, Robert Collyer, tho 
Rey. Mr. Scoville, of Connecticut, H. M. Storrs, 
and others. The speeches were all impromptu and 
ran in a pleasant vein. The village band enliv- 
ened the occasion with Moody and Sankey hymns. 
The day wasall that could be desired so far as the 
weather was concerned. There was acool north- 
west wind, the sky was perfectly clear, and the 
views obtained of the mountain scenery were re- 
markably fine. At3o’clock the party, under the 
charge of R. W. Hill, of Kingston, took the train 
for Pheenicia, which was reached at 5:30 P. M. 
Carriages were in waiting, and the excursionists 
were conveyed to the Tremper House, where 
they were received by Jacob Tremper, Jr., 
at whose invitation they had taken the 
trip into the Catskills. It was the opening 
day for the season, and the hotel was in its bright- 
est trim. At 7 P. M. an excellent dinner was 
served, to which ample justice was done. To- 
ward the close Moderator Virgin read letters of re- 
gret from a number of ministers, and then after- 
dinner speeches were made by W.. F. Crafts, J. C. 
Ager, Father Gleason, Dr. Hayden, Dr. Camp, Rob- 
ert Collyer, and Henry Ward Beecher. ~ 

Mr. Beecher spoke of the spirit of unity that was 
prevailing throughout Christendom, and the ten- 
dency that there was at the present time to regard 
the lives that men lead of infinitely more impor- 
tance than creeds or forms of worship. That spirit, 
he said, a in every class of society. Refer- 
ring to the political situation in this State, he said: 

‘** When our war broke out we needed men who 
had some backbone, some muscle, some firmness 
of purpose, aninvincible courage, and we looked 
long before we found them. We needed men of 
pluck, with iron will that would govern men and 
control them. We got such men in Thaddeus 
Stevens, in Stanton, and in men like the 
Senator from New-York, and like Wade, 
of the West. After the war was fought 
out we had less need of such men. 
We did not$want such iron wills, for then men 
generally desired to attend to their own business. 
Of the men I have described. God has, I hope, 
called most of them to Himself, Some still linger 
who have not yet gone up higher. They are per- 
haps not yet ready. Weasa nation are now comb 
back again to that state when the whole people is 
the element of importance, and when that element 
is everything in the controlling of our affairs. 
When I look at the disgraceful things that 
have occurred in the United States Senate, 
land-locked as it was for two months, 
and to _ the disgraceful condition of 
things in Albany in which the action of the Legis- 
lature is paralyzed. I seejthat there are many per 
sons now in public life who have not found out 
where the public opinion of the country now 
stands, and what the saving element of our indi- 
vidual and personal life is; that there are things to 
be worked for and carried out in these United 
States; that they have not yet found out 
that the common people are the _ real 
influence that is molding events, and not 
single men or many of them together. When 
we have got over what I think is but a spasm 
in our political life: I think our affairs, as regards 
the proper government of our own people, will be- 
gin to move in a way that they have never moved be- 
fore, and that the spirit of our politics will be the 
spirit of our common people and not the spirit of 
one man or ten men that will come to pass. 
{Slight applause,] Just now we are under a cloud 
in this respect, but we shall have an atmosphere 
that will be clear and full of hope. What is upon 
us just now is but apassing shower. When this 
has passed away my impression is that things 
political will be clearer and better—better 
for allthe people. Blessed will be the day when 
that shall come to pass. Of course, you won’t make 
any personal application of this. [Laughter.} I 
don’t mean to say what sideI amon.” [Laugh- 
ter.] Mr. Beecher concluded by expressing his be- 
lief that the large immigration of the Germans, 
the Irish, and the English would be found to be of 
incalculable benefit to this country. In the even- 
ing a grand hop was heldinthe parlors of the hotel.

As well call Tot New-York Times and the people 
who sustained it in its successful overthrow of the 
Tweed Ring repudiators, for the parallel between 
those of Virginia and your City is as near as can 
be under the different surroundings. Tux Tres 
hunted down a powerful ring of thieves, who 
were robbing from the people by wholesale, and 
did it quickly, too, because it was a powerful jour- 
nal in a land of free speech, and had means at its 
command to execute its plans. The Norfolk Day 
Book started the hunt after the Virginia thieves, and 
kept up the cry the best it could with its 
limited means and circulation, assisted by several 
other papers in the State, notably the Richmond 
Whig, but was not favored by being in a com- 
munity where free speech was the order of the 
day, but where socialand business ostracism was 
used to crush down everything and everybody 
who dared to raise a whimper in opposition to the 
powerful ring that had its clutches upon the very 
vitals of the people in almost every community of 
the State, and were sustained principally upon 
their stealings from the State debt. The Virginia 
ring consists of Bourbon Democrats who have 
coerced a sufficient number of so-called grip-sack- 
ers into being their allies to perpetuate their rule 
upon the people by means of allowing the latter 
to monopolize the Federal offices and patronage in 
the State, so as they would surrender to them the 
State, its cities,and its municipalities. Until this 
mutual arrangement was entered into, social and 
business ostracism was brought to bear on the 
grip-sacker. . 

Since the funding of the State debt in 1871, that 
debt would have been nearly half paid off had the 
debt been honestly funded and the affairs of the 
State honestly administered. New-Yorkers only 
need realize that the methods of the ring thieving 
were transplanted to Virginia by a branch of the 
Tweed Ring of your City, the members of 
which flocked down to Richmond on Gilbert C. 
Walker’s accession to the Governorship of Vir- 
ginia in 1870. They transplanted the noxious weeds 
here at that time and inoculated Gilbert Walker, 


and he fixed up the Bourbon ring which has been 
robbing the revenues of the State ever since. In 
order to dothis the Funding bill was fixed up 
before the people knew anything about it, bya 
Governor and a Legislature elected in a campaign 
in which not a word was mentioned to the people 
about so important a measure. Corruption, 
bribery, and fraud were so plain and palpable that 
the people went back onthe whole thing the next 
year, but the thieves had fixed the thing on them 
too strongly and hence arose Readjustment. 

Readjustment has struggled on ever since, and 
only gathered force and strength when it spread its 
bounds and determined to take in other acts of in- 
famous legislation perpetrated by the Bourbon De- 
mocracy in thuir efforts to secure themselves in 
power by riveting chains on the people, The vote 
which carried Walker in as Governor was a vote to 
aecept in good faith the obligations impiied in the 
constitutional amendments, so that if it had been 
carried out in good faith we should have 
no occasion for political Readjustment to-day. 
Readjustment is peculiarly a State affair, and has 
more reference to political rule in the State than 
tothe debt. The debt as fixed upon the people by 
the Legislature of 1871, by fraud, bribery, and cor- 
ruption, isagreat and grevious sore, and galls 
every sincere citizen, not so much (for 
the amount he has to pay in _ taxa- 
tion as for its placing in control 
of the people’s affairs a class of men who could 
not be in such pdsitions save by the suppression of 
‘“‘a free vote and a faircount.’’ These Bourbon 
Democrats monopolize the channels of intelligent 
communication in the press, the pulpit, the Bar, 
and the forum. Notthat all of these are corrupt, 
but the wily managers of the ring resorted from 
the first to the diplomacy of forestalling the public 
mind in their behalf by filling the whole compass 
of the popular voice with praises of their *‘ honor 
and honesty’’ as debt-payers, while at the same 
time they had their pickers and stealers into the 
publio Treasury up to their arm-pits, They pay 
neither public nor private debts, as may be tested 
by examination into their public and private con- 
auct. 

We do not suppose any one has ever taken the 
trouble to ascertain from the printer or lithogra- 
pher of the funding bonds ordered to fund the Vir- 
ginia debt in 1871 as to how many of those bonds 
with coupons attached there were struck off at the 
time. The amount to be funded was $20,000,000, 
and if no more had been struck off the debt would 
have been half paid by this time. Only $16,000,000, it 
was said, was funded at the time, but some $20,- 
000,000 or $30,000,000 extra, in the shape of watered 
bonds, must have been shared out to the old broken- 
down Democratic political hacks who had lost their 
‘grip’ by the failure of the Confederacy to build 
up their political influence as a ring by pensioning 
them upon the people, the bonds themselves being 
worthless, but their coupons passing as currency at 
asmall discount. This vast pension fund has sub- 
sidized the dishonest politicians, the dishonest 
press, and the dishonest Bar, and by and through 
their bull-dozing and Boycotting?the honest people 
of their professions, But few men have dared to 
raise their voices in influential channels against the 
infamous and iniquitous ring who have lorded it 
over the people of our State by raising the cry 
against them either of being negro-lovers or of be- 
ing repudiators. 

Some three or four years after the funding law 
went into operation reams of ready-printed bonds 
with coupons attached were found in one of the 
basement offices at the Capitol in Richmond lying 
about loose, flanked with empty whisky bottles, 
where the favored ones of the ring could go in end 
help themselves, clip off the coupons and pass 
them off for what they could get for 
them. We were informed by a newspaper 
paragraph at the time that these bonds were 
counted when found, and that they amounted to 
$120,000,000, or their coupons did. Itissaid that 
Sheriffs and Tax Collectors were in the habit of go- 
ing to Richmond and buying these coupons from 
the thieves and gamblers in sufficientamounts to 
pay off their county levies ata merely nominal 
figure, even before collecting a cent on their tax- 
roll of the year. After that source failed them by 
these ready-printed bonds being destroyed, the 
ring resorted to the expedient of raising election 
funds to keep themselves in power, of passing out 
from the archives stacks of coupons that had been 
paid in and redeemed, but purposely left uncan- 
celed, and {since the Readjusters have hed control 
at the Capitolithis and several other acts of fraud 
and thievery have been discovered and laid bare. 

We do not desire to become tedious in recapitu- 
lating briefly this history of the Democratic ring 
thieves of Virginia. Had they not had the State 
debt to rob from, we should long since have 
had such a state of prosperity and liberality in 
politics in Virginia as would have made the pay- 
ment of every cent of the honest indebtedness of 
Virginia as good as gold. But the State is 
bankrupt and insolvent, and even in this con- 
dition the Readjusters are determined to take 
her control from the Democrats and assure the 
holders of her honestly issued obligations every 
cent of her indebtedness. None could do better or 
more honestly than that, and all who desire to put 
down the war’s demoralization and restore a 
proper moral tone to the political circles of this 
down-trodden old State will do their utmost to 
help the cause of readjustment. The manage- 
ment of the Democratic cause in Virginia has been 
marked by great skill and cunning. They have 
had their ‘literary bureau” to manufacture 
public opinion both in and _ out of the 
State, and unscrupulous and venal as it has been, 
following at alltimes the Jesuitical idea that ‘the 
end justifies the means,” they have imposed upon 
the best of people with their promises and specula- 
tions, and only by an examination of their works 
has the truth been made apparent to their victims. 
Following the advice of the great poet to “assume 
a virtue though you have it not,” they have as- 
sumed avirtue that they had not, and imposed 
their raseality upon the people as virtue of the 
most exalted character, and were it fashionable to 
‘crib, cabin, and confine’ high-toned political 
rogues nowadays in Virginia our penitentiary 
ought to be crowded with the elegant rascals. 
It is interesting to hear some of the so-called grip- 
sackers talk. The logic of their conversation is that 
noman in Virginia can be a Republican unless he is 
& non-native or a negro, hence they oppose bl 
native white being eligible for the rights and privil- 


.eges of the Republican Partv in Virginia, and those 


who join that party, unless to become tools and 
lackeys, must expect to be ground to dust between 
the upper millstone of Democratic Bourbonism and 
the lower millstone of Republican Bourbanism. 
For such men to be intrusted with the command of 
the great progressive party of the age in a section 
that so badly needs rehabilitation as Virginia, 
is an oversight that should not be tolerated 
one single day longer on the part of 
the Republican authorities of this great Nation 
This:much as to*the past, and every word of it is 
truthful history. Now let us inquire as tothe fu- 
ture. Weseeit stated that President Garfield has 
determined to give the weight ofthe influence of 
his*’Administrationfin!behalf of Gen. Mahone and the 
Readjusters. This is exactly as he should do. There 
should be no half-way work aboutit. The cause 
of loyalty, peace, and prosperity requires it. t he 
Readjusters are native white men. ‘They have left 
the Bourbon Democratic ranks. What for? Surely 
not to be abused and villified as they have been by 
the Democrats and then go back again.

FREE TRADE ADVOCATES. 


—_—_—_>——__—_ 
ANNUAL DINNER OF THE BROOKLYN REV- 
ENUE REFORM CLUB, 

The Brooklyn Revenue Reform Club enjoyed 
their first annual reunion and dinner in Hubel’s 
last evening. Shortly after7 o’clock some 50 gen- 
tlemen sat down to an unusually excellent and 
well-served menu. Mr. Thomas G. Shearman, the 
Vice-President of the club, presided in the absence 
of President Henry Ward Beecher in the Cats- 
kills. Among the other guests were Gen. 
Cc. T. Christiansen, the Hon. David A. 
Wells, Everett P. Wheeler, Gordon L. Ford, 
Simon Stern, A. L. Earle, and F. W. Hinrich. 
When the coffee and cigars had come on Mr. Shear- 
man rapped for order, and opened the intellectual 
part of the proceedings with a speech, in the course 
of which he said that the club was founded 
on a disbelief in the value of helping the 
poor after they have been degraded by bad 
legislation. It was named, after much consid- 


eration, to cover a broader issue than is usually 
comprehended under the term tariff, Its principle 
was not only that the Government tariff is unwise, 
but that at present there is nota single just or 
wise system of national, State, or city taxation. 
In conclusion he introduced the Hon. David A. 
Wells, who was received with applause. He began 
by confessing that the progress made by the 
free trade idea hitherto had not been en- 
couraging, but he claimed that self-interest is 
now rapidly leaguing itself with truth, and that 
consequently its advance must be rapid in the 
future. The telegraphs and railroads are, he said, 
bringing the nations closer together. The old pro- 
tection argument that money brings a higher in- 
terest in this country than elsewhere is now dissi- 
pated. The capacity of the United States for pro- 
duction is constantly increasing, and its ability 
to find a’ foreign market for its surplus 
is becoming less every day. This must 
soon set on foot among the _ people an 
inquiry as to the cause. It will then be 
founa that America has’ been frittering 
away her natural advantages by the imposition 
of silly counterbalancing taxes. The speaker in- 
stanced the tax on iron ties for cotton bales, which, 
he said, amounted last year to between $600,000 
and $700,000, and asserted that this was borne ex- 
clusively by the Southern planters, the price of 
whose staple is fixed by its value in the London 
market, where it comes into competition 
with the produce of China, India, and 
other countries. Hs asked whether any 
more consummate act of folly could be 
imagined than attempting to grow tea in the United 
States injcompetition with China, which can pro- 
duce tea and sell is to us at the rate of 124 centsa 
day in exchange for cotton cloth, which we can 
produce at the expenditure of one day’s labor 
through the use of our improved machinery, as 
compared with thirty days’ labor required to pro- 
duce the same amount of cloth by the 
pauper labor of China. Mr. Wells claimed 
that no good could ever come of the 
projected system of railroads to Mexico on 
account of the barrier of high tariff 
between Mexico and the United States. The prin- 
cipal products of Mexico are, he said, taxed above 
60 per cent. for admission into this country, and it 
is the same thing the other way. Under these cir- 
cumstances it was absurd to say that the projected 
railroads, if built, can ever pay. There were only 
two things which the gentlemen who are putting 
their money into these enterprises can do to save 
themselves. One was to become free traders and 
have the tariff abrogated. The other and the 
more likely one was to annex Mexico to the 
United States. It was, continued the speaker, the 
same in other branches of industry. American 
shipping can never be made to pay until the restric- 
tions which will make it profitable are removed. 
Mr. Wells was therefore hopeful that the cause of 
free trade has a promising future before it asa 
natural outgrowth of the present condition of 
affairs. 

Mr. Everett P. Wheeler, President of the New- 
York Free Trade Club, was the next speaker. He 
sketched some of the more important reforms that 
grew out of small beginnings, and from them de- 
duced encouragement for the advocates of free 
trade. Mr. Frederick W. Hinrichs gave a history 
of the club and its objects. Mr. Charles F. Adams 
spoke to ‘Protection, the Poor Man’s Friend.” 
Mr. Simon Stern followed with a discourse on 
“Free Trade as a Help to Our Manufacturers.” 
After other speeches the gathering broke up at an 
early hour this morning.

SEND AN ENTRY FOR THE VISITORS’ CUP, 


WITH CERTIFICATES OF ELIGIBILITY. 


LONDON, June 16.—The friends of the Cor- 
nell University crew in London are contident that 
the Stewards of the Henley regatta wi!l to-morrow 
reverse their decision relative to the entry of the 
Cornell four in the race for the Visit- 
ors’ Cup. Mr. H. F. Gillig has written to 
Mr. Towsey, Secretary of the Henley re- 
gatta, that he takes great pleasure in 
acknowledging the consideration shown by the 
Stewards during his negotiations with them, and 
incloses a notice of the entry of the Cornell Uni- 
versity crew for the Stewards’ and Visitors’ Cups, 


with a certificate of their eligibility for these races, 
duly attested by the British Consul at New-York. 
Mr. Gillig says he deeply regrets that the Henley 
committee, not appreciating how fully synonymous 
the words ‘‘university’’ and “college” are in 
America, as shown by Webster’s Dictionary, should, 
at theirlast meeting have decided against the 
admission of the Cornell crew, and points out that 
the Corneil students decided as long ago as Octo- 
ber last to send their crew to Henley, feeling sure 
that in the contest for the Visitors’ Cup especially 
their competitors would be as fully as themselves 
students and collegians. Mr. Gillig says he thinks 
the earnest manner in which the other crews inter- 
ested in the regatta have requested the admission of 
the Cornell four is conclusive proof that their 
entry would be satisfactory to the other eompeti- 
tors. The letter concludes as follows: ‘I have 
confidence that the request will receive the marked 
and courteous consideration of your meeting.”” A 
formal entry from the Cornell crew is inclosed 
with the ietter informing the committee of the 
change in the crew for the Visitors’ Cup by 
the substitution of Mr. Reed for Mr. Lewis. 
who is not elligible under the Henley four- 
years’ residence law, and also a certificate 
from the Hon. Andrew D. White, American Minis- 
terto Germany, dated Berlin, June 14, certifying 
that all the crew were students in regular stand- 
ing, and that Cornell University is an institution 
created by a grant from the United States and by 
the State government of New-York: that it exists 
under one charter and is under a single Board of 
Trustees and Faculty. The foregoing will be com- 
municated to the London newspapers to-night.

BLE VICTORY. 


With a brisk wind blowing from the nor’- 
nor’-west yesterday morning, and the sun shining 
brightly, there was every prospect of a fine 
day for the annual regatta of the New-York 
Yacht Club. There was more than the usual 
interest taken in the raco among the first 
class sloops, on account of the coming race 
with the Canadian, for it was understood 
that the winner in yesterday’s race would have 
a good chance to, be selected to compete with the 
stranger. The Regatta Committee, Messrs, Gilbert 
L. Haight, Chester Griswold, and John H. Bird, 
were aboard the William Fletcher, and the big 
steam-boat Columbia carried some hundreds of the 
members of the club and their friends and a large 
number ot ladies. Seven prizes were offered, one 


tor first class keel schooners, one for second class 
keel schooners, one for first class and one for 
second class keel schooners, one for keel sloops, 
and one for first class and one for second class kee] 
sloops. In addition there were two Bennett Cups, 
one for schooners and one for sloops. The course 
was from the starting point off the Stapleton ferry 
pier to and around Buoy No. 10, on the south-west 
po thence to and around the Sandy Hook Light- 
ship, and returning over the same course to Buoy 
No. 15, on the west bank below Fort Wadsworth. 

The Hildegarde, the Dauntless, the Tidal Wave, 
the Mischief, the Gracie, the Vision, and the rest 
of the fleet, were in readiness, at Stapleton, when 
the committee’s boat reached there at about 10:45. 
All the yachts had left as much useless weight ashore 
as possibile, and several of them sent their boata 
ashore also, at Stapleton, still further to decrease 
their weight. At just 11 o'clock the first waa 
fired, @ signal for the yachts to get ready. Ten 
minutes later a second gun was the signal for the 
start. The schooner Clytie was the first boat over 
the line, at 11:15:50, and then followed Rear-Com- 
modore Oelrichs’s beautiful sloop, the Hildegarde, 
at 11:16:15. The third boat to cross was the Estelie 
at 11:16:40, and the fourth,;the Madcap, at 11:17:40. 
The yachts that had not crossed the line at 11:20, 
when the third gun was fired, were the Fieetwing, 
Tidal Wave, Crusader, Soutnern Cross, Gracie, 
Fannie, Mischief, Wizzard, Regina, and Vixen, and 
their time was reckoned from 11:20. The following 
schedule shows the yachts in the race and the time 
of starting:

The Clytie and the Hildegarde were well together, 
but as they were in different classes there was nd 
contest of speed between them. The Fleetwing, 
the Tidal Wave, and the Crusader were not fat 
apart. The Crusader was slightly in the lead of 
these three, but the Tidal Wave, a minute and @ 
haif behind her, did good work from the start, 
sent the spray flying from her bows, aud began at 
the outset to _ up upon her adversary. The 
sioops Mischief and Gracie, between which there 
was a strong rivalry, went over the lime at tha 
same instant, and kept together fora considerab'¢ 
distance. As they reached the Lower Bay, how: 
ever, the Gracie went slightly to the front, but it 
was a lead that in a horse-race would be called not 
more than a neck. Indeed, from the committee’s 
boat it was almost impossible, for some miles, ta 
determine which boat was in the lead. The Mis: 
chief had a slight advantage on account of 
a time allowance, the Gracie being a few feet the 
longer boat. Among the schooners the Clytie was 
the first over the line, Estelle second, Madcap 
third, Dauntless fourth, Crusader fifth, Tidal Wave 
sixth, and Fleetwing seventh. This order was 
changed, however, by the time the buoy was 
reached. Atthat point the Clytie was still in the 
lead, but the Dauntless had pulled bravely 
up to second place, having passed the Estelle, 
which was then third, the Crusader was fourth, the 
Tidal Wave fifth, the Fleetwing sixth, and the 
Madeap seventh. The Madcap had fallen from 
third place, which she held at the start, ta 
seventh place. The Hildegarde started out with 
nothing but the Clytie in front of her. 
She wasin this same position when she reached 
the buoy. Sheand the Gracie had so nearly held 
their relative positions in sailing through the Nar 
rows that there was a change of only afew sec 
onds, Down in the Lower Bay, asthe 16 shape'y 
vessels, all carrying fuil sail, stood off sligntly 
to the westward to round the buoy, thé 
picture was a_ beautiful one. There was 
enough wind to put a white head-dress 
on every wave, and the yachts bowled a.ong at 
such a lively gait that the steam-boats found it na 
easy work to keep up with them. The Fletcher is 
a good boat, and by no means slow; but if the 
wind had been any stronger she would hardly have 

ushed to the front and been waiting at the 

uoy to time the arrival of the yachts 
It was a beautiful race between the 
first class sloops. If there are any yachts of their 
class, in Canada or anywhere else, that can carry 
away a prize from the Hildegarde, or the Gracie, 
or the Mischief they are very fast boats. The 
Columbia kept weil up with the fleet, and gave ali 
her passengers a good chance to see the entire 
race. But she was careful to keep to leeward, for 
no yachtsman in a race would care to 
have so large a boat to windward ot 
him. The Vesta and a number of other 
yachts also accompanied the racers over the 
course, all keeping to leeward. While the yachts 
were still in the Lower Bay the wind shifted around 
somewhat to westward, but still blew fresh enough 
to speed the yachta along and make a fine race. 
It has been a subject of remark this season that 
the wind frequently seemsto blow harder up in 
the Upper Bay, near the City, than it does in tha 
Lower Bay or outside. There is most always a 
ehange in its direction, too, after leaving the Nar- 
— and yesterday was no exception in these twa 
points. 

Between the buoy and the light-ship there wera 
some noticeable changes. The Clytie still held her 
place among the schooners; the Estelle was the 
second schooner to round, the Tidal Wave third, 
the Crusader fourth, and the Dauntless fifth. The 
Hildegarde maintained her good place among the 
sloops, and continued to show with every move 
that she is a dangerous sloop to try speed witn, 
Up to the time of reaching the light-ship the wind 
held out, and for some distance back. But, be- 
fore the leaders of the fleet reached Sandy 
Hook, on the way home, the wind died 
almost entirely away, and left the yachts becalmed. 
They drifted slowly along toward the finishing 
buoy, near which the Fletcher had stationed ber- 
self. On the bluff at the south end of Staten Isi- 
and, the hill surmounted by the fort, could be 
seen a number of spectators, watching the vessels 
through glasses. The gentlemen on board the com- 
mittee’s boat, at this favorable time, also began 
to watch the poats through glasses, but of a differ- 
ent sort. There was no end of good cheer on the 
committee boat, and a fine lunch was served ta 
all the guests on the Columbia. The most serious 
accident of the day was the carrying away of 
a topmast by the Fapny; but no material dam- 
age was done. It was not till after the last of the 

achts had passed the finishing point that the 
trode revived. Meanwhile, vessels that had been 
far enough in the rear—little fellows—crept up and 
took away the honors that were fairly earned by 
other boats. The Dauntless, however, crossed 
the line soon enough to. save _herseit 
from defeat, and so did the Tidal Wave 
and the Esteile, each in her own class. The Hilde- 
garde held her own, and even took a little more 
than her own, for she was the first yacht oyer the 
finishing line at 4:43:10. The prizes, accordingly, 
went to the Dauntless, the Tidal Wave, the Estelle, 
the Hildegarde, and the Vixen. The Hildegarde 
also took the Bennett Cup for sloops. She was 
no sooner over the line than she impressed 
a tug into service, and was towed to Bay Ridge. 
The Dauntless was towed up bya steam yacht, 
and every boat that had a chance was glad enough 
to lower her sails and take a little steam assistance. 
The following summary gives a history of the race, 
in brief: 
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After the regatta the yachts anchored in the vi- 
einity of Bay Ridge, and theic Captains went on 
board the Dauntless, where, ufter the usual devo- 
tional exercises, a meeting was held to arrange for 
a trip that some of the yachtsmen propose to take 
to give their friends a taste of the briny deep.

Seven years hence a full half-century will 
Shave passed since Prince Talleyrand closed his 
strange and eventful life. Few statesmen have 


called out from their contemporaries stronger 


expressions than he of adulation on the one 


band and hatred on the other. The honors 
which fellto him were as greatas any man 
might hope for whose ambition in statecraft 
did not aspire to nominal sovereignty as wellas 
real. In one period of his life or another he 


‘was closely allied with almost every political 


party that existed in France from 1789 until 


the last Bourbon restoration, and by each hoe 
was intrusted with ministerial power that had 
few limitations. Consummate in foresight, 
keen in penetration, subtle in shrewdness, 


alert, and self-possessed in the presence 
of the greatest men in the world, he 
was able, as was no other man of 
his time, to anticipate impending changes 
end prepare for his own safety and 
final advancement when the crash came. 
‘The fall of Napoleon, whom he had served for 


a time with a usefulness and transcendant 


ability surpassed by no other of Napoleon's 


followers, was foreseen by him long before it 
came, and boldly predicted as he plotted with 
the Bourbons for their return. His far-sight- 
edness in this was no greater than the sureness 


with which, some years earlier, he had real- 
ized that the revolution ended with the whiff 


of grape-shot fired by the young artillery offi- 
cer from the Church of St. Rech. He got to 
have, even in his own day, a reputation for 


low cunning and meanand servile statecraft 
which long survived him, and which gained in 
intensity for years afterward, particularly 
in England. To this day he remains to 
the vast majority of mankind, the embodi- 
ment of arch diplomacy and what is base and 
characterless in public life. He often declared 
jn his latter days, and when the storm was 
heaviest against him, that he had left memoirs 
which would set his case right with posterity, 

articularly with the Church. Eminent eal 
itical adventurers before him had left similar 
pleadings to posterity, Bubb Dodington eon- 
spicuous among them—and we know of no 
more shamelss and melancholy testament in 
literature than Bubb’s—but in spite of ali this, 
the world has been, on the whole, more than 
willing to hear Talleyrand’s defense and give 
to ita ready ear for candid consideration. 

Near 20 years ago these memoirs were prom- 
ised for early publication, but Napoleon IIL, 
in dire fear of the na gl they might do to the 
reputation of his uncle, and, as a consequence, 
to his own, secured a further postponement 
from the Duke of Montmorency, the custodian 
of the manuscript. Weare assured, in the 
preface to the volume now before us, that the 
jpublication of the memoirs cannot be much 
longer delayed. M. Pallain has merely brought 
‘to light, from the archives of the French For- 
eign Office, the correspondence which passed 
‘between the Prince and Louis XVIII. during 
the Congress of Vienna, the congress which 
met, after Napoleon’s exile to Elba, ‘to 
recast the map of eg og : Be was 
the Prime Minister of the <n and 
the chief at Vienna of the corps of French 
Ambassadors. Historically, the documents 
have not the value of coming into the world 
ebsoluteiy new. Certain writers have had ac- 
eoss to them—notably Thiers in the production 
of his ‘Consulate and Empire”’—but in the 
light they cast upon the character and states- 
manship of Talleyrand, their importance is of 
the first order. ere he is seen, perhaps, at 
his best, certainly in one of the most trying 
parts he ever had to play, and these letters will 
materially advance his reputation as a diplo- 
matist of vast resources and splendid skill in 
using them. When the congress met, France 
was at the depth of humiliation, such as 
she had never known. 
his throne at the mercy of allied Europe, and 
‘was sustained practically by the moral force 
of its arms. The) Allies:were then determined to 
to reconstruct the European map as should 
suit them best. Four powers—Russia, Austria 
Prussia, and England—were first. to meet and 
agree, and France, not until then, was to be ad- 
mitted to share in the deliberations of the con- 
gress. She was, in a word, to be merely a 
spectator of its work, and powerless to 
do more than accede to what had 
been agreed upon by them. Quite other 
was the real situation when Talleyrand 
had been a few monthsin Vienna. Of the four 
powers France then had two on her side—Aus- 
tria and England—and Talleyrand might well 
boast that she had *‘cut Europe in two for her 
profit.” Weeatch something of the dictato- 
rial spirit manifested by the powers toward 
France in the following interview with the 
Emperor Alexander of Russia, sent by Talley- 
rand to Louis, and seein it also an excellent 
example of Talleyrand’s perfect mastery of 
himself, and skill in making the most of the 
trying situation in which he was placed: 

“On addressing me he took my hand, but his 
manner was not so affable as it usually is. He 
spoke in short sentences; his demeanor was graye, 
and even solemn. I saw plainly that he was play- 
mgapart. ‘First of all,’ said he, * what is the situ- 
ation in your country’ ‘As good as your Majesty 
could desire, and better than could have been 
hoped.’ ‘And the spirit of the public? ‘ It im- 
proves every day.’ ‘Liberal ideas?’ ‘They pre- 
vail nowhere more than in France.’ ‘But 
the liberty of the press?’ ‘It has been re-es- 
tablished, with a few restrictions demanded 
by circumstances. In two years those re- 
strictions will be removed, and inthe meantime 
they will not hinder the publication of anything 
that is good and useful.” ‘Andthe Army? ‘It is 
all for the King. One hundred and thirty thousand 
men are ready to take the field, and at the first 
summons 300,000 could join them.’ ‘The Marshais? 
* Which of them, Sire?’ *Oudinot.’ ‘He is devoted 
to the King.’ ‘Soult? ‘He was rather sulky at 
first; but he has been given the Government of 
La Vendée, and gets on admirably there. He has 
made himself both liked and respected.’ ‘And 
Ney? ‘He frets about his endowments a good 
deal. Your Majesty might diminish his re- 
grets.’ ‘The two Chambers? It seems to me 
there is opposition.” ‘As is always the case 
where there are_ deliberative assemblies; 
opinions may _ differ, but affections are 
unanimous; and in the difference of opinions tHat 
of the Government always has a large majority.’ 
* But there is no agreement.’ * Who can have told 
your Majesty such things? After 25 years of revo- 
lution, in a few months the King is as firmly estab- 
lished on his throne as if he had never left France; 
what more certain proofs can be given that every- 
thing tendsto the sameend?’ ‘Your own per- 
sonal poston. ‘The confidence and the kind- 
ness of the King surpass my hopes.’ 

*** Now let us talk of our affairs: we must finish 
them here.’ ‘That depends on your Majesty. 
They will be promptly and happily terminated if 
our Majesty brings to bear on them the same no- 

ility and greatness of soul as in the affairs of 
France.’ *But each must find what suits it here.’ 
‘And what is right.’ ‘I shall keep what I hold.’ 
*Your Majesty would only wish to keep that which 
is legitimately yours.’ ‘I am in accord with the 

reat powers.” ‘I do not know whether your 
Majesty reckons France among those powers.’ 
* Yes, certainly; but if you will not have each have 
{ts convenances, what do you propose?’ 
right first and les convenances after.’ n 
venances of Europe are the right.’ ‘This language, 
Sire, isnot yours; it is foreign to you, and your 
beart disowns it.’ ‘No, I repeat it; des convenances 
of Europe are the right.’ I turned toward 
the : wall near which was standing, 
leaned my head against the geseiing, 
and exclaimed, ‘Europe, unhappy urope |’ 
Then turning once more to the Emperor, ‘Shall it 
be said,’ I asked him, ‘that you have destroyed it?’ 
He answered me, ‘Rather war than that [ should 
renounce what I hold.’ I let my arms drop in the 
attitude of one grieved indeed but resolute, and 
with the air of saying to him, ‘The fault is none 
of ours,’ I kept silence, which for some moments 
the Emperor did not break. Presently he said, 
* Yes, rather war.’ I remained in the self-same at- 
titude. Then, lifting up his arms, waving his hands 
as I had never seen him do previously, and in a 
manner which reminded me of the passage at the 
end of the ‘ Eloge de Marc-Auréle,’ he cried, rather 
than said, ‘Itis time for the play. Imust go. I 
romised the Emperor; they are waiting for me.’ 
Fre then withdrew, but returned from the open 
door, put his two bands on my sides, gave me a 
squeeze, and said, in a voice quite unlike his own, 
* Adieu, adieu; we shall meet one another again.’ ”’ 

Talleyrand, at the start, found the word 
“A llies’’ in constant use by the great powers, 
and instantly objected to it. He saw it in 
every paragraph of a certain document which 
they had drawn up and shown to him. Point- 
ing it out, he gravely remarked that it placed 
him under the necessity of asking where mat- 
ters were, whether peace had not been made, 
whether there was any quarrel, and with 
whom? He was answered that the word had 
7. been used ‘‘for brevity’s sake.” ‘‘ 
which J impressed upon them,” he adds, ‘‘ that 

however valuable brevity might be, it ought

racy.” In his talk with the Emperor the word 
nad again been spoken. Talle d promptly 
took it up, and Alexander set its use down to 
habit. .Some months afterward it transpired 
that the powers at that very time were 
in secret league to admit France to the con- 
gress only when they were of one mind. Had 
their plans been carried out, Talleyrand be- 
lieved that France might have stood alone in 
Europe, without ~— in good relation with 
any single power for half a century to come. 
What he accomplished was the dissolution of 
that coalition and the setting up in its stead of 
a secret alliance between his own country and 
Austria and England. Largely was his suc- 


cess in this due to the principles of legitimacy, : 


as embodied in Louis XVIII., which he set up 
in the face of men to whom it could only ap- 
pear in a strong personal light, Moreover, he 
asked for France that she should be allowed to 
remain only as she was before the Revolution, 
and placed the war against Napoleon on the 
ground that it was a war against him 


and not against France or the an- 


cient house of Bourbon, which had pro- 
voked no hostility from the rest of Europe. 


How wise he wasin this position his success 
against tremendous opposition has shown. It 
was the only strong resource he had, and, in 
the use he made of it, Talleyrand displayed in 
the clearest light those elements of statesman- 
| which, in spite of the essential thinness 
an 


weakness of his character, he really did 


possess. Before leaving Alexander here, one 
anecdote may be related of him. Talleyrand 
had desired for several days to see him again, 
but found it difficult to do so. Finally, when 
was closeted with the Emperor, he expressed 
his regret at having seen him only once; to 
which the Emperor answered that he should 
always be pleased to see him. ‘‘ He added,” 
says Talleyrand, ‘this singular sentence: ‘I 
ama public man; I am always to be seen.’ 
It is to be remarked that his own Ministers 
and those of his servants whom he likes the 
best are often unable for several days to ap- 
proach him.”’ 

Some curious revelations are made, not only 
of the unexpectedness to the congress of the 
return of Napoleon from Elba, but of the com- 
parative unconcern with which the news of it 
was treated. He had left the island onthe Ist 
of March, and on the same day Wellington 
reached Vienna from Paris. Wellington, the 
following day, was called upon by the Emper- 
or of Russia, and the following conversation 
took place: ‘‘ Things are going on very badly 
in France, are they not?” “By no means,” 
replied the Duke. ‘The King is much loved 
and respected, and behaves with admirable 
circumspection.’? ‘* You could have told me 
nothing,’’ rejoined the Emperor, ‘‘ which could 
have given me so much pleasure. And the 
army ?’ **For foreign wars, against any 
power in the world,” said Wellington, “ the 
army is as good as ever it was; but in questions 
of internal policy it would probably be worth- 
less.”” .‘‘From what Prince Adam told me,” 
adds Talleyrand, ‘‘ these replies struck the Em- 
peror more than he allowed to appear.’? On 
the 8th, Napoleon wasin Lyons. Only theday 
before, we find Talleyrand writing as follows to 
the King: 

“T believe that your Majesty must know al- 
ready, or will have heard before the arrival of this 
letter, that Bonaparte has left Elba, butin any 
case I hasten to inform your Majesty. I learned it 
first from a note of Prince Metternich. It was at 9 
o’clock in the evening of the 26th that Bonaparte 
embarked from Porto Ferrajo. He took with him 
about 1,200 men, 10 pieces of cannon, of which 
6 were field-pieces, some horses, and provisions 
for five or sx days. The English, whose duty it 
was to watch his movements, were guilty of a 
negligence which they will find it difficult to ex- 
cuse. The direction he has taken—that of the 
north—seems to indicate that he is directing 
his steps toward Genoa or the south of France. I 
cannot believe that he would dare to make any 
attempt upon our southern Provinces. He could 
not venture to do this unless he had confederates 
there, which we can hardly suppose possible. It 
is, however, equally necessary to take precautions 
in that quarter, and to send thither chosen and 

»erfectly safe troops. For the rest, any attempt of 
is on France would be the act of a brigand, and it 
is thus that he ought to be treated, and every 
measure lawful against brigands ought to be 
employed against him. It seems tome much more 
likely that he will choose the north of Italy as his 
field of operations. Tne Duke of Wellington tells me 
that there are at Genoa 2,000 English and 3,000 
Italian troops, who fought in Spain, and who have 
entered the service of the King of Sardinia. He 
has no doubt but that these troops, which he says 
are ‘excellent, will do their duty. The conse- 
quences of this event cannot yet be foreseen, nut 
they may be fortunate, if we know how to turn 
them to account. I will do all in my power to 
keep people here from going to sleep, and to in- 
duce the Congress to depose Bonaparte from a 
rank which, by an inconceivable weakness, he has 
been suffered to preserve, and to render him at 
length incapable of preparing fresh disasters in 
Europe.” 

Talleyrand believed he would land on the 
Italian coast and throw himself into Switzer- 
land. Metternich, as appears in his *‘ Me- 
moirs,” believed he would ‘‘ go straight. to 
Paris.’’ So late as March 12, when Ney was 
marching against Napoleon under orders from 
the King to take him dead or alive, and only 
two days before Ney issued his proclamation, 
recommending the army to join the Emperor, 
and declaring the Bourbons unfit to reign, the 
only vigilance, from Talleyrand’s letters to 
the King, apparent at Vienna was this: ‘‘ This 
in other respects very disagreeable event of 
Bonaparte’s appearance in France will have at 
least one advantage, that it will hasten the 
conclusion of affairs. It has doubled 
the diligence and the zeal of every one. 
The committee for drawing up the treaty 
will set to work actively. The end of our stay 
here may therefore be several weeks nearer.’’ 
On the 19th, one day before Napoleon arrived 
in Paris, and the very day on which Louis 
‘ignominiously quitted it, Talleyrand writes as 
follows: ‘*The Duke of Wellington dispatches 
a courier to-day to Londen, who, if possible, 
will pass through Paris. I take this opportu- 
nity of informing your Majesty that in the 
military conference held on the day before 
yesterday, at which the Emperor of Russia 
was present, it was decreed that Bonaparte, 
with whom the allied powers will never treat, 
must be stopped by prompt and enormous ef- 
forts. They have therefore decided on renew- 
ing the treaty of Chaumont, of which I have 
had the honor of sending a copy to your Ma- 
jesty. But it is to be directed only against 

onaparte.”’ 

We find in this volume the full text of the 
report to Louis drawn up by Talleyrand.on 
the King’s departure from Ghent for Paris. 
It is an elaborate plea for a constitutional 
monarchy, and should be read and carefully 
studied by any one who would learn how 
thoroughly Talleyrand saw the only conditions 
under which Louis could reign, and the great 
ability he brought to enforcing his views upon 
a Prince possessed of the Bourbon pride and 
belief in absolutism. 


‘Few persons know how to appreciate the advan- 
tages of legitimacy, because they are all in tho fu- 
ture; but everybody is at once struck by its abuses, 
because they may occur at any moment and show 
themselves upon every occasion. Has any one 
during the last 20 years reflected enough to per- 
ceive that none but a legitimate Government can 
be stable? A Government that offers to every am- 
bitious man the chance of upsetting it and placing 
another in its stead lives a threatened Ite and 
bears within itself a fermenting spirit of revolu- 
tion ready at any moment to bréak out. 
The notion unhappily prevails that legiti- 
macy affords a sovereign too much facility for set- 
ting himself above all laws, by securing him in the 
possession of the throne, however ill he may gov- 
ern. How then are we to inspire nations with 
confidence in legitimate authority, which alone can 
insure it respect and stability? We have only, but 
this is indispensable, so to constitute it as to re- 
move all fear lest its power should be abused. It 
is just as much in the interest of the sovereign as 
in that of his subjects that it should be so consti- 
tuted, for absolute power would be in these times 
as heavy a burden upon him who wields it as upon 
those who have to submit to it. 

“Before the Revolution authority in France was 
restricted by ancient institutions; it was tempered 
by the aetion of the great bodies of the magistracy, 
the clergy, and the nobility, who were necessary 
elements in its composition and the instruments of | 
its power. Now that these institutions, these in- 
struments have been destroyed, others must be 
found to supply their place; and these others must 
be such as not merely are not repugnant to public 
opinion—they must be the objects of its choice. 

ese opinions are no longer peculiar to any one 
country; they are shared by almost all. Accord- 
ingly, we see that the ory for Constitutions is uni- 
versal; everywhere the establishment of a Consti- 
tution adapted tothe more or less advanced state 
of society has become a necessity, and everywhere 
reparations for this purpose are in progress, I 
1ave gathered these opinions from the delibera- 
tions of assembled Europe. Ifound all the sov- 
ereigns with whom I conversed, together with 
their Ministers, imbued with them. They are ex- 
pressed in all the letters written by the Ambassa- 
dors of Austria and Russia to London, and also in 
those of Lord Castlereagh. I was therefore bound 
to submit them to your Majesty in this report.” 


Many characteristic examples of ‘\'alley- 
rand’s exquisitely subtle tact in dealing with 
the King are scattered through the yolume. 
He leads him gently; is profuse in expressions 
of obligation to him, admiration for him, and 
reverence for the ancient house to which he 
belongs. His success in securing the secret 
treaty with England and Austria, and his 
hopes of having done nothing that would fail 
to meet the views and wishes of the King in 
that affair have made him “feel more deepl 
how sweet it is to serve a master whose senti- 
ments as a King and as a man 4re so generous, 
s0 impressive, and so noble.” While at Vienna, 
the propened marriage of the Duc de Berry 
with Alexander’s sister, the Grand Duchess 
Anne, leads him to write as follows: 

“Your Majesty requires, and !s quite right to re- 
quire, that the Princeag, whomsoever she og Bw 


should enter France asa Catholic Princess. Your 
Majesty inakes, and could not dispense with mak- 
ing, this an absolute condition. If this condition 
were accepted by the Emperor Alexander, and 
supposing that your Majesty had given your word, 
your Majesty would certainly not feel yourself 
free to retract it, but it seems that the Emperor, 
while he does not oppose his sister’s change 
of religion, does not choose that it should 
be imputed to him, and there would be 
fair grounds for such an imputation if the change 
were a stipulation. He wishes the adoption of the 
Princess by Catholic faith to be regarded as the 
result of a resolution of her own, arrived at when 
she had passed under other laws, and he there- 
fore wishes the change to fojlow, instead of pre- 
ceding, the marriage. The Grand Duchess Anne is 
considered the handsomest of the five daughters of 
the Emperor Paul, and beauty is a most precious 
and desirable quality in a Princess who may be 
called by the course of events to ascend the 
throne of France. To personal charms she 
adds, it is said, a good disposition. She is 21 
years old, so that the frequently injurious 
effects of a too early marriage are not to be ap- 
prehendéd in her case. She was destined forthe 
os reigning Duke of Saxe-Coburg, before 

onaparte asked for her hand. It was entirely 


Bonaparte’s own doing that the marriage did not 


take place; forit is certain that they would not 


have asked better than to give her to him, if he 
could and would have waited. I do not know 
whether these two circumstances could be held to 
raise a sort of objection to the marriage of the 
Princess with the uc de Berry, but I must sav 
that if the marriage is to take lace 
I should prefer their not having existed. 
That the house of Bourbon should ally itself with 


houses which are inferior to it is a necessity of the 
case, since Europe does not possess a house which 
is its equal. I will not, therefore, object that the 
House of Holstein, although it occupies the three 
thrones of the North, is comparatively new among 
Kings. But I may say that when the House of 
Bourbon honors another house by its alliance, it is 
better it should be a house which holds itself to be 
honored than one which might pretend to equal- 
ity by pretending that nobility and antiquity of 
origin can be balanced by extent of possessions.” 


Occasionally Talleyrand confesses, with a 
frankness that is refreshing, the studied part 
he has been playing with a King or an Am- 
bassador. Thus, of Lord Castlereagh he writes: 
** Lord Castlereagh, whom I told, in order to 
flatter him, that had been honored by your 
Majesty’s command to express your Majesty’s 


desire to see him as he passed through Paris, 
has thereby been determined to take that 
route. He had at first intended to go by Hol- 
land.” One 54 the Emperor Alexander said 
to him, *“The King of Saxony is a traitor.” 
**Sire,’”? answered the Prince, ‘‘the qualifica- 
tion of traitor can never be given to a King, 
and it is of importance that it never 
should be given to one,” ‘I may have laid 
some emphasis,” he adds to the King, ‘‘ on the 
latter portion of my sentence,” ain, the 


Emperor remarked that a considerable force 
would be necessary to drive Murat out of 
Naples. ‘‘lanswered,’’ Talleyrand says, ‘‘ that 
I did not ask for troops, (for I knew that they 
would not be given to me,) but a line—a single 


line—in the new treaty, and that France and 
Spain would undertake the rest.” “ Your 

ajesty will readily believe,” he says, when 
writing on another subject, ‘‘that I do not 
like war or wish for it any more than your 
Majesty does, but in my _ opinion it 
would suffice to hint at it.” alleyrand 
having ventured to say to the Emperor that 
the intervention of Russia in the affairs of 
Europe: was regarded with general jealousy 
and uneasiness, and that it had been permitted 
solely on account of the Emperor’s personal 
eharacter, the Emperor responded that that 
affair was hisown, and that he was the sole 
judge of it, whereupon Talleyrand said this: 
** Pardon me, Sire, when one isa man of his- 
tory all mankind is our judge.” Of the Em- 


press of Austria and the Court of Vienna he. 


sent the following sketches for the King’s en- 
tertainment: 


“The Empress, who had been obliged since our 
arrival to devote herself exclusively to the Em- 
press of Russia, had appointed an hour for re- 
ceiving us to-day. She is unfortunately indis- 
posed. and although she deputed the Archduchess, 

er mother, to receive several persons on her be- 
half she received your M~ajesty’s embassy in per- 
son. She questioned me respecting your Majesty’s 
health with interest which was not dictated by 
mere politeness. ‘I remember,’ said she, ‘ to have 
seen the. King at Milan. I was very young then, 
and he was all kindness to me; I have never for- 
gotten that under any circumstances.’ She spoke 
in similar terms of the Duchesse d’Angou- 
léme, of her good qualities, of the affection 
with which she was regarded at Vienna, and the 
remembrance of her that is preserved there. She 
was also pleased to say very obliging things about 
your Majesty’s Minister. Twice she mentioned 
the name of the Archduchess Marie Louise; \ the 
second time she called her, with asort of affecta- 
tion, ‘my daughter Leuise.’ Notwithstanding the 
cough by which she is frequently interrupted, and 
in spite of her thinness, the Empress has the gift of 

leasing, and certain graces which I should call 

‘rench were they not,to a critical eye, a little 
affected. 

“ The Court of Vienna continues to entertain its 
noble guests with hospitality, which, considering 
the state of its finances, must be very onerous to it. 
Everywhere are to be seen Emperors, Kings, Em- 

resses, Queens, hereditary Princes, reigning 

rinces, &c.; the Court pays everybody's expenses, 
and the expenditure of each dayis estimated at 
220,000 paper fiorins. Royalty certainly loses some 
— grandeur which is proper to it at these gath- 
erings. 


10uses of private individuals, as one does at 
Vienna, seems to meto be unbecoming. It isin 
France alone that royalty preserves the éclat and 
the dignity that render it at once august and pre- 
cious in the eyes of nations." 

Prince Talleyrand’s subtlety and power in 
reading the minds of other men au te skill 
in concealing his own have been long asso- 
ciated with his name. He could not enter into 
conversation with any man without seeing 
well into his character and plans, and no one 
could better stand the fire of direct questions 
from an Emperor or compliment a lady in 
more elegant terms. What one most learns 
of him in the present volume is not 
so much these qualities, for they were 
known before, as that he really possessed 
something beyond superficial powers. Of his 
force of character one sees more perhaps 
than he will findin any other record of Talley- 
rand extant. But ofthe essential virtue of moral 
strength—of really believing in his cause and 
daring to stand by it because he believed in it, 
and not because it would succeed—we find no 
more than the pitifully small amount the 
world already possessed. With all his suc- 
cesses, Talleyrand never achieved one that en- 
dured for him, and this simply because suc- 
cesses like his are predestined to failure trom 
their own nature,

SMALL-POX STILL PREVALENT. 

A case of small-pox was discovered about a 
week ago in the tenement-house No. 96 Ludlow- 
street, and the patient was removed to the River- 
side Hospital. The apartments were disinfected 
and fumigated, and all the tenants who would con- 
sent to the operation were vaccinated. The house 
was kept under observation, and yesterday Dr. 
Heinmuller, of the Vaccinating Corps, discovered 
Mrs. Regina Reckman and her four children, aged 
respectively 7, 4, and 3 years, and 8 weeks all suffer- 
ing from small-pox and without medical attend- 
ance. Lt 4 were removed to the Riverside Hos- 
pital, and the rooms they occupied were fumigated 
and closed up. Mrs. Reckman and her children 
had never been vaccinated, and when the offer of 
free vaccination was made on the occurrence of 
the previous case in the house she refused it, 
and would not permit her children to be 
yaccinated. Dr. John Schnelle, of the Vaccinat- 
ing Corps, while riding up town on an open 
Third-avenue car on Wednesday evening noticed 
the peculiar actions of a young man who boarded 
the car at Fiftieth-street. He was endeavoring to 
avoid observation and kept his face concealed with 
his hands. On his neck the Doctor saw some erup- 
tions, and his suspicions becoming aroused, he ac- 
costed the young man and compelled him to un- 
cover his face. The Doctor found that he was suf- 
fering from confluent small-pox, compelled him to 
alight at Fifty-ninth-street, and took him to the 
Twenty-eighth Precinct Station-house. The ambu- 
lance was telegraphed for, and the patient, who 
proved to be Stephen Carpenter, of No. 410 East 
Eighty-seventh-street, was taken tothe Riverside 
Hospital, He was on his way to his home when 
discovered by Dr. Schnelle.

lish. The lady consented, and Mme. Maden went 
out and has not since returned.

ADRIFT AT SEA IN A SMALL BOAT.

THE SUFFERINGS OF THE SCHOONER IS8A- 


BEL’S SHIPWRECKED CREW. 


The schooner Isabel, Capt. Miller, sailed 
‘from this port for Falmouth, Jamaica, witha gen- 
eral cargo, on May 25. She met with variable 
weather at the outset, and late in the afternoon of 
June 4 she was nearly 200 miles south-west of the 
Island of Bermuda. The weather then became 
threatening, and several squalls were encountered. 
At 8 P. M. the Isabel was sailing along on the star- 
board tack, when she was struck by a terrific 
whirlwind. It was useless to attempt to let go the 


halyards, and in an instant the vessel capsized 
and the crew were struggling in the boiling water, 
which now swept over the submerged hull. The 
men clung to the*starboard side of the vessel, 
which remained uppermost. One of their number, 
however, was missing. This was the cook, who 
was below when the whirlwind came, and the 
poor fellow was drowned in the cabin, from 
which it was impossible for him to escape, 
The sea continued very heavy, but the six sur- 
vivors clung to the starboard side of the wreck 
until after midnight. By this time they had suc- 
ceeded in finding the boat, into which they all 
climbed. They had neither food, water, nor com- 
pass. The weather was still rough and squally, 
and Capt. Miller kept the boat on the lee side of 
the wreck by means of a line until noon on the 
5th. The sea had then gone down somewhat, 
and the boat was cut adrift. No water 
had been drank in the meantime, but 
the men had found a barrel of bread which had 
become thoroughly soaked with salt water. They 
ate of this, but it only increased the pangs of thirst. 
As soon as the boat was clear of the wreck her 
head was turned toward Bermuda. Capt. Miller 
was obliged to guess at the course he should steer. 
During the afternoon a schooner was sighted, but 
she was too far off to observe the small boat, and 
kept on her course. All night long the 
men remained at their oars, and_ the littie 
boat was guided only by _ the silent stars 
whenever the latter were in sight. The progress 
of the boat was slow. At daybreak there was no 
sailinsight. But about 8 o’clock the smoke of a 
steam-ship was observable on the northern horizon. 
A steamer bound to southward slowly hove in 
sight, steering almost directly teward the boat. 
She finally observed the survivors of the Isabel, and 
bore down onthem. Ati10o’clock they weresafely 
on board the steamer, which proved to bea Spaniard 
named the Carolina, and bound for Havana. The 
sufferings of the men from thirst had been intense, 
but they soon began to recover from the effects af 
their hardships. The Carolina landed them at 
Havana, where they were transferred to the New- 
port, of Ward’s Line, which brought them to this 
ort. Capt. Miller stated yesterday in the count- 
png-room of his owners, 0. Brennan & Co., of No, 
192 Front-street, that as the vessel’s articles had 
been lost he could not tellthe name of the cook 
who was drowned. The latter, however, isa na- 
tive of this City, where his wife now resides. The 
members of the crew saved nothing but the clothes 
which they wore when the vessel capsized. The 
cargo was shipped. by Messrs. J. H. Moses & Co., of 
No. 39 South Willlam-street, who say that it was 
insured. The Isabel was a small vessel, measuring 
only 76 tons. She was built originally at Noank, in 
1853, but was rebuilt at Mystic River, Conn., in 1871.

STRIEH AT ROACH’S IRON WORKS. 


———__-—— 


SALOON-KEBPERS ORGANIZING TO BOYCOTT 
SOME OF THE BREWERS. 


About 75 molders and molders’ helpers and 


furnace men employed in John Roach’s iron works, 
near the foot of East Ninth-street, struck work yes- 
terday for an increase of 10 percent. in their wages. 


They say that molders are paid $2, $2 25, and 
$2 50 per day, while a few receive $8 per day, and 


that the helpers and furnace men receive $1 40 and 
$1 50 per day. Some time ago they asked Mr. 
Roach to give them a half-holiday on Saturdays. 


This Mr. Roach declined to do, but prowined to let 
them off one hour earlier on Saturdays during the 
Summer months. The workmen, however, did not 


care for one hour, and expressed a wish to have 
their wages raised instead, On Wednesday a com- 
mittee, appointed by the working men, called on 
Mr. Roach and asked for an advance of 10 per cent. 
Mr. Roach referred them to the foreman, saying 
that he left the matter of wages to be settled by 
bim. The committee told Mr. Roach that the 
foreman would only send them back t6 him. 
Nevertheless, they called on the foreman. He in- 
formed the committee that he could not give them 
any advance, and any workman who was not sat- 
isfied with the wages which he was getting might 
quit if he wanted to. The committee reported the 
result of their efforts to a meeting of the working 
men held in the evening, and it was then resolved 
that the working men should, in a body, demand 
an advance of 10 per cent. at 7 o’clock the next 


morning, (vesterday,) and strike if they met witha 
refusal. Accordingly, 75 men asked for an advance 


yesterday morning, and when it was refused they 
dropped their work and left the premises. It 
was said that the foreman had afterward sent for 
several of the strikers, but that they refused to 
return unless all the others were taken back at the 
new rates demanded. Yesterday afternoon there 
were still a number of molders and others laboring 
in the works. It wassaid here that only 35 men 
had struck for an advance of 10 percent, Later in 
the day three of the strikers asked if they could be 
taken back, and the foreman replied that all could 
return who desired. The wages,.the foreman said, 
were from $2 25 to $8 50 a day for molders and 
$1 50 for thelaborers. The strikers are confident 
that they will win, bocause some heavy casting is 
to be done, and for that kind of work skiiled men 
are indispensable. 

The struggle against the brewers seems to have 
been transferred from the striking brewery work- 
men to the saloon-keepers, and especially to those 
who number many union working men among 
their customers. The Union Saloon-keepers’ Ex- 
ecutive Committee held a meeting yesterday after- 
noon at Greenwich-Avenue Assembly Rooms, to or- 
ganize a brewer Boycotting movement onthe West 
Side, a movement hitherto mainly confined to the 
East Side, where most of the working men live. 
Nine breweries were reported as standing by the 
union, and supplying the union saloons with near- 
ly allthe beer that was needed. The deficiency 
was supplied by cut-of-town brewers at the same 
prices as were paid for New-York beer, The Ex- 
ecutive Committee then repaired to Lincoln’s Hall, 
where thoy found that allthe employes of a cigar 
factory, numbering between 150 and 200 persons, 
were holding a meeting. Here the saloon-keepers 
decided to make their head-quarters for the future. 
It was reported to them that there was a move- 
ment on foot among the saloon-keepers who 
bought their beer of Eckert & Winter to Boycott 
that brewery. At Wendell’s Assembly Rooms 
there were not more than 200 strikers present dur- 
ing the day. The union saloon-keepers are to hold 
a mass-meeting at 2 o’clock this afternoon, at Turn 
Hall, in Fourth-street, near Third-avenue. 
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THE MASTER CAR-BUILDERS ADJOURN. 

The fifteenth annual convention of the Mas- 
ter Car-builders’ Association was brought to a 
close yesterday morning. The concluding business 


of the convention was the reception and discussion 
of the reports of various committees, the most im- 


portant of which was that of the committee to as- 
certain the best diameter for cast-steel, chilled, and 
steel-tired iron wheels. They reported that 33 
inches was the best diameter for chilled and cast- 
steel wheels. Incorporated with the report wasa 
letter from Mr. George M. Pullman, of the Pullman 
Palace Car Company, on the results of his experi- 
ments with car-wheels. Mr. Pullman has found 
that 33 inches {s the best diameter for iron 
wheels and 42 inches for paper wheels. 
The committee to present the subjects for the 
next meeting reported the following; Improve- 
ment of cars during the current year; automatic 
freight-ear couplers, standard freight car truck, 
continuous draw bars. The report also recom- 
mended the appointment of a standing committee 
to select subjects. The committee to determine 
the position of brake-shafts and ladders on freight- 
cars reported that the best position is on the left- 
hand corner facing the end of the car. After 
much discussion the report was adopted. Ina dis- 
cussion on the coning of wheels the President 
expressed the opinion that wheels should be 
coned very little. Tho committee to nominate 
ofticers for the ensuing year reported, advising the 
postponement of the election for one year, and the 
report was accepted. The present officers of the 
association are Leander Gorrey, President; M. P. 
Ford, Vice-President; B. K. Verbryck, Treasurer; 
C. A. Smith, Secretary. The next meeting of the 
association will be held in Philadelphia on the 
second Tuesday of June, 1°82. Immediately after 
the adjournment the members of the association 
went on an excursion to Coney Island in one of 
the iron steam-boats.

This was 6 votes more than 
were cast for Mr. ConkLine, and is a 
gain of 13 over Mr. WHEELER’s vote on 
Wednesday. The total number of votes 
zast for the candidates for the short 
term owas 156, and the combined 
pirength of the anti-Conkling Repub- 
licans lacked but 6 of a majority 
of the joint convention. On the vote for 
the long-term Senatorship, the relative 
strength of the candidates underwent no 
material change, that of DEPpEWw being the 
same as yesterday, while CoRNgLL gained 2 
votes. The total number of ballots cast in 
this case was 155, and the supporters of the 
anti-Platt candidates .numbered 76, or only 
2 less than a majority. 

POLE AE AOE SEIDEL” SENG SY PEEITOL ELD ITE WANN 

The startling disclosures promised by the 
Conkling men as an outcome of the bribery 
investigation yesterday were not forthcom- 
ing. It was shown that Mr. Sessrons had 
closed his bank account at Albany afew 
Mays before the date of the alleged bribery, 
a.nd that he had been paid chiefly in bills of 
large denominations, but as he was found to 
have the identical currency drawn by 
him still in his possession, that piece 
of evidence did not prove to be 
very important. In fact, beyond showing 
the proclivities of the legislator of the pe- 
riod toward stock gambling as well as gam- 
‘bling at cards, yesterday’s sessions of the 
committee were rather barren of suggestion. 
‘When even so decorous a person as 
Mr. Orstnt E. Jones is found to have 
bets outstanding on the result of the 
Eenatorship contest, it will be perceived 
that the politicians of the Thirty-second 
Benate District are of a decidedly specula- 
tive turn of mind. Ina newspaper inter- 
view Mr. Brapiey’s former employer 
charges him with carrying his speculative 
spirit beyond the verge of swindling, and 
adds that he would not believe BRADLEY 
under oath. On the question of character 
there seems to be very little to choose be- 
tween the principals to this controversy. 


‘The bill laying a special tax on the sales 
of certain classes of brokers passed the As- 
sembly by a decisive vote yesterday in a 
form that employs stamps as a means of 
collecting the tax. As it had previously 
passed the Senate in a shape more objec- 
tionable to the brokers, the substitute will 
probably be concurred in by that body, but 
it belongs to a class of legislation that is of 
floubtful expediency. Business transactions 
are not a legitimate subject of taxation, 
which ought to fall upon property al- 
ready acquired or profits already real- 
ized. Every burden placed upon the use of 
capital is a discouragement to business and 
p check upon the production of wealth, and 
the production of wealth it is that furnishes 
ithe ability to pay taxes. There should be 
the least possible pressure for tribute upon 
athe processes of production, but an equitable 
‘contribution from the net result for the uses 
‘of the State. We do not apprehend any 


lisastrous results from a light tax on 
rokers’ sales, but for a commercial State to 
its commercial operations is bad policy, 


for an agricultural State to tax the raising 
f corn or a manufacturing community the 


_of cloth, It is the property ac- 


quired from the profitableness of these 
pursuits that should bear the burden. 


Prince ALEXANDER has received unex- 
pected aid in his war with Bulgarian radi- 
calism, 20,000 citizens of Vratza, an impor- 
tant town of Southern Bulgaria, having just 
declared their approval of his demand of un- 
controlled power for seven years. It would 
seem, however, by the Prince’s expressed 
determination to avoid in his ‘‘ progress’ the 
great anti-monarchist centre of Sophia, and 
to remain in the seaport of Varna after his 
tour is over, that he does not think himself 
perfectly safe among his “‘loving subjects,’’ 
and considers the elections of next Sunday 
week a better criterion of their real temper 
than any number of loyal addresses. It is 
worth noting, however, that Turkey is cast- 
ing allits influence into the scale of Bul- 
garian monarchy, on the ground that its 
own subjects will be safer under an absolute 
Government than under none at all, a theory 
amply borne out by the number of Turks 
butchered in Bulgaria in: 1877-8. 


It appears that among the bills with which 
the Assembly beguiles its leisure when not 


occupied in voting for Senators the amend-. 


ments to the New-York charter are not 
likely to have a place. Why Mr. CARPEN- 
TER, of Suffolk, should keep the inten- 
tions of his committee in regard to this 
bill a profound secret is not entirely 
obvious, and why his Republican asso- 
ciates on the committee should be disposed 
to await Mr. CARPENTER’S pleasure in such 
a matter is still less easy to understand. 
There are several features of some value 
left in the McCarthy charter, but if 
the Assembly committee thinks that the 
bill in its original form was a much better 
measure than after its amendment by the 
Senate they can readily make their prefer- 
ence known. <A _ great deal of business 
whose character and importance are equally 
dubious is being pressed on the attention of 
the Assembly. As no legislation can be 
expected after the termination. of the 
Senatorial wrangle, would it not be well for 
some member of the House to press upon 
its attention while there is yet time a bill of 
decided importance to the tax-payers of New- 
York, and to move, if necessary, to relieve 
the Committee on Cities from a task which 
seems to transcend their powers? 


THE COST OF A ‘ BOSS.” 


The Republican Party is learning how 
much it costs to keep a ‘‘ Boss.’’ With the 
Senate of the United States suddenly given 
over to the opposition, with the party badly 
divided in this State, with the possibility of 
a loss of the State Legislature in the Fall 
elections, and a very serious check to the 
supremacy of the party throughout the 
Union, Republicans are finding that 
the rdle which they have permitted Mr. 
ConkLine to play is a fearfully expensive 
one for the party. Like many an easy-go- 
ing individual who has indulged a vicious 
taste, as much through indolence in resist- 
ing it as through any enjoyment of it, the 
party finds the process of reform a severe 
tax on its strength of purpose, and not to be 
accomplished, at best, without much sacri- 
fice. 

We have already pointed out how much 
Mr. Conxirne has owed to the adroit and 
persistent use of the spoils system in pro- 
moting his supremacy. But it cannot be 
denied that he has also profited by the negli- 
gence and folly of his fellow-citizens. For 
years the men who have been most closely 
identified with Mr. Conxuine have been 
such as should not have gained control of 
any party of sensible and self-respecting 
men. Not that they have all been of the 
same low type. On _ the contrary, 
some have been men of _ standing 
and respectability. But the active man- 
agers have been, without exception, either 
engaged in or tolerated modes of party con- 
duct which should have caused an open re- 
volt long since. The party machine has 
been made to show the influence of Mr. 
ConxLING’s personal characteristics. Its 
engineers have been arrogant, unscrupulous, 
and relentless, like himself. Every petty 
technical advantage has been seized. The 
most rigorous enforcement of the forms of 
party rule has been insisted on, where that 
has been to the advantage of the machine, 
and every effort at an independent Republi- 
can judgment has been met with abuse 
and vituperation. Mr. Conxurnea, who is 
one of the most accomplished masters of 
vulgar invective—ouly the more vulgar for 
its affectation of rhetorical impressiveness— 
has set the fashion to his followers. From 
one end of the State to the other gentlemen 
whose loyalty to Republican principles has 
been proved by sacrifices of which the 
petted Senator is utterly incapable have 
been denounced, ridiculed, lampooned, 
and lied about in a manner that should 
have been promptly condemned, but 
which has been only too lightly tolerated. 
The Senator, who has no more claim to the 
reputation of a faithful party man than he 
has to that of a statesman, has led in this 
tedious work of despotism, and has been 
allowed to lead. Now when he has shown 
himself in his true colors, self-seeking, reck- 
less, bent on, ruling or ruining the party 
which has so long kept him in place, and it 
becomes necessary to get rid of him, it is 
seen that the task is difficult in proportion 
as he has been allowed to strengthen himself. 

There is this compensation, however, in 
the struggle through which the party is now 
passing in the State of New-York, it will 
tend to make the party in the future averse 
not to only to the particular Boss which it is 
now unseating, but to the methods by which 
he has gained his power. The struggle 
would certainly be a very unprofitable one if 
this were not the case. It would hardly 
be worth while to go to the trouble of over- 
throwing Mr. Conxuine, even after his 
latest and most outrageous offense against 
the party, unless we could at least 
greatly weaken the influence of the system 
which, from its most conspicuous exemplar, 
we are in the habit of calling Conklingism. 
This can be done in proportion as the sensi- 
ble and conscientious and disinterested Re- 
publicans make up their minds, first, to dis- 
mantle the armory trom which Conklingism 
has drawn most of its weapons—a political 


civil service; and, second, to assert and 


practice real independence in their party re- 
lations. The first condition is the most im- 
portant, because so long as the civil service 
is filled by political favor there will always 
be a strong temptation for some one of 
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the Conkling type—with, perhaps, all his 
vices and none of his redeeming traits--to 
seize upon it. For Mr. Conxurna, with all 
his unscrupulous use of patronage, has by 
no means made so bad ause of it as has 
been made in other States andin this State 
under other leaders. He has used and 
abused it to satisfy his ambition, but not to 
fill his pockets, That his influence has been 
corrupting is only too true, but he has not 
himself been corrupt, and has had at all 
times the merit of despising the very tools 
he has employed. If the service is to be 
left under the methods which he has used 
so mischievously, it will always be possible, 
and will sooner or later be inevitable, that 
these methods shall be prostituted to similar, 
and perhaps worse, purposes. If the New- 
York Republicans wish to rid themselves 
completely of Conklingism, they must throw 
their influence in favor of a subordinate 
civil service, to which admission can be had 
for tested merit alone, without reference to 
politics. 

In addition to this, a different standard of 
party allegiance must be adopted. It must 
be recognized that party action is'a means 
to an end, and that when that action is des- 
potic and corrupt the legitimate end to be 
sought by itis sacrificed by surrendering to 
it. And this is a view which Mr. ConkKLING 
and his friends have done much to enforce. 
They have brought ordinary party methods 
into such discredit by their unscrupulous 
abuse of them that they have compelled self- 
respecting Republicans to ignore or oppose 
them. They have set up loyalty to the 
machine against loyalty to principle, and the 
former has gradually yielded to the latter. 
The unpleasant lesson thus learned will not 
be soon forgotten, and if any gentleman 
shall undertake to follow in Mr. CONKLING’S 
steps, he will find—and he ought to find— 
that the spell is broken, and that the mere 
forms of party regularity will no longer 
bind those who set the principles of the 
party atove everything, but who refuse to 
allow their devotion to be traded on by 
demagogues. 





PARTIES IN THE SOUTH. 


It becomes more and more evident every 
day that the Readjuster Party in Virginia is 
engaged in a cause that is broader than that 
State and deeper than the debt question. 
The snappishness with which the Bourbon 
press resents its recognition by the public 
sentiment of the North and the bitterness 
with which the same press assails the liberal 
movement and those engaged in it are not 
to be accounted fur by any sensitiveness 
for the financial honor of. the State. 
The fact is that the prejudices and preten- 
sions which have so long passed for princi- 
ples with the Virginia Bourbons are directly 
attacked, and there is danger that the power 
which rests upon them will be overthrown. 
The main contest is against the old in- 
tolerant and proscriptive conservatism which 
will not accept the doctrine of equal 
rights, but connives at all manner 
of iniquity and injustice in « order 
to perpetuate its own ascendency. It 
is exceedingly difficult, if not impossible, 
for any cause, however just, to make head- 
way against the public sentiment of a com- 
munity, and public sentiment is not so much 
the product of numbers as of intelligence 
and power. Public sentiment may be made 
and controlled by a minority, and when 
such is the case the majority will find it ex- 
tremely difficult to rule. Public sentiment 
in the South has been with the Bour- 
bons. In Virginia it has so far ad- 
vanced as to divide the’ intelligent mass 
of the people, and a considerable part of 
the native white element, which can- 
not be ostracized or put down by the 
methods that have been used against negroes 
and ‘‘carpet-baggers,’’ is arrayed against 
Bourbon domination. The new party prom- 
ises to remove unjust restrictions and dis- 
criminations by which the rights of citizens 
are curtailed, to protect all in the exercise 
of their privileges, and to promote a liberal 
policy in substantial accord with the princi- 
ples of the Republican Party of the North. 

The local controversy in regard to the 
funding or readjusting of the State debt is a 
good deal complicated, and its merits are 
not easy tounderstand. We publish a letter 
from a Republican editor in Norfolk who is 
familiar with the rise and development of 
the Readjuster movement, and he, like 
many others, claims that the Readjusters 
are the only honest debt-payers in the State. 
He claims that the funding under the act of 
1871 was characterized by fraud and plun- 
der throughout, and that what Manone and 
his followers propose is to meet all the 
honest and just obligations of the State 
at the same time that they destroy the 
power of the plunderers. - There is in this a. 
strange reminder of the process of debt-mak- 
ing and readjusting in other Southern States 
when the ‘‘ Radical’? Governments were 
the makers of the bondsand the ‘‘ Conserva- 
tives’? were the readjusters. Candor com- 
pels us to say that we have little respect for 
the claims of financial integrity on either 
side in this particular controversy, but the 
local debt issue is the. occasion for. a 
political division which seems to us to 
promise results of great importance: not 
only in Virginia, but throughout the South. 
The Republicans of Virginia who have any 
sincere attachment to the principles of the 
party cannot afford to do anything to hinder 
the accomplishment of these results. They 
have a new name in the Old Dominion for 
the class of Republicans who live by Fed- 
eral patronage and aid the Bourbons by 
dividing the opposition which they have to 
encounter. They are called ‘‘ gripsackers,”’ 
and with them principles and results seem 
to be less than the Federal offices which they 
are strenuously seeking to retain for the 
‘regular’ organization, consisting of them- 
selves. 

Nothing is clearer than that Bourbon rule 
in the South can be destroyed only by a di- 
vision in the ranks of the Democrats of that 
section. The Republican organization, as it 
exists now, cannot compass that destruc- 
tion; neither can it draw to itself the liberal 
element which is ready to join the fight 
against Bourbonism. That element will 
join in the fight only on condition that it 
lead and direct the contest, and it must be 
acknowledged that there is more hope with 
it in the front than anywhere else. It 
can carry some part, at least, of an ef- 
fective public opinion with it, and can 
meet the old Conservatives on equal ground. 


The letter from Georgia which we published 
yesterday shows how great is the progress of. 


public sentiment in that State. The liberal 
movement has already accomplished much 
there, but it needs a néw impulse and a 
more definite form. It should be somehow 
detached from the unnatural party connec- 
tion that still holds it linked to the very 
powerit is resisting. The success of MAHONE 
and his party in Virginia would encourage 
the liberals of othér States to form an inde- 
pendent organization and carry on the con- 
test for equal rights, just laws, and the 
adoption of a national spirit in the section so 
long and perversely alienated. Some broader 
and more significant name than that to 
which the Virginia liberals still hold is 
needed, for the sentiment and purpose of 
the movement in its main features are 
common to the whole South. They will 
be manifested more and more as time goes 
on, and success in one State will give a 
new impetus to their development, and even 
such a stronghold of fraud and proscription 
as South Carolina may be invaded when 
once the movement is well under way. The 
reason why it is less felt there than else- 
where is to be found in the fact that the 
whole Democratic Party, Bourbon and lib- 
eral, when undivided, is in an unquestionable 
minority, and the potential liberal part can 
hope to do little alone. 





LAMPHERH’S BOOK. 


Probably a vast majority of the people of 
this country believe that the men whose 
names appear ‘at the foot of our glorious 
Constitution are entitled to the credit of the 
authorship of the Government of the United 
States. It is our painful duty to dispel this 
illusion. The belief is an agreeable one, but 
it must henceforth take its place among the 
thousand other historical myths which have 
crumbled to pieces under the light of mod- 
ern criticism. Painful as it may be to strip 
Messrs. WASHINGTON, FRANKLIN, HAmIL- 
TON, and the other members of the Constitu- 
tional Convention of the laurels which they 
have so long worn, the truth of history 
leaves us no alternative. The proof is clear. 
The author of ‘‘ The United States Govern- 
ment’? is Mr. Grorcz N. LAMPHERE, and 
the evidence of the fact is printed in legible 
type on the title-page of a book which is fig- 
uring very prominently in the investigation 
now going on in the Treasury Department. 
We have examined this great work with 
some care, and truth compels us to say that 
it is a work with which that of WASHINGTON 
and his colleagues cannot for one moment 
be compared. The preface of the book gives 
us the reason for its existence, and at the 
same time demonstrates the author’s capa- 
city for the task. ‘‘ The cause which sug- 
gested this book,’’ Mr. LAMPHERE tells us 
in his own simple style, ‘‘was my personal 
observation of a lack of knowledge on the 
part of many persons—and my belief that the 
same is true of whole classes—of the Govern- 
ment of the United Sfates.’’ This statement 
does equal credit to the author’s keenness of 
observation and to his power of expression. 
Only an acute observer could have detected 
‘‘a lack of knowledge on the part of many 
persons,’’ and only a mind capable of large 
generalizations could have leaped from this 
observation to the ‘‘ belief that the same is 
true of whole classes—of the Government 
of the United States.’’ It would be unjust, 
though, to condemn these ‘‘ many persons” 
for their ‘“‘ lack of knowledge,’’ much more 
the ‘‘ whole classes,’’ of whom the same is 
only believed to be true, for, when the ob- 
servation was made, Mr. LAMPHERE’S book 
had not appeared to dispel their ignorance. 
But our author’s observations did not stop 
here. He has ‘‘ observed many times,’’ he 
continues, ‘‘ that but few persons, in compar- 
ison, are acquainted with the most general 
provisions of the Constitution of the United 
States and the terms of the Declaration of 
Independence.’’ We infer that Mr. Lam- 
PHERE himself is one of these ‘‘ few per- 
sons, in comparison,” but what course of 
inquiry has convinced him of the ignorance 
of the rest of mankind we can only guess. 
Possibly, among other things, he has noticed 
the mistake under which Mr. ConKLinG and 
most of his colleagues labor as to the branch 
of the Government which the Constitution 
vests with the appointing power. At any 
rate, he has ‘‘ incorporated those two im- 
mortal documents’’—whether under the 
General Incorporation act or by special char- 

er he does not say—and he urges the 
‘* youths in the schools’’ to ‘‘ read and study 
them, and also the contents of this book.’’ 

But the usefulness of the book does not, 
the author informs us, end here. . It “‘ will 
not only be valuable to the public at large, 
but to those officers who are to a great ex- 
tent acquainted with Governmental affairs.” 
To Senators and Representatives ‘‘ it will be 
of great assistance,’’ ‘‘as it will afford them 
answers toa large proportion of the inquiries 
made of them by their constituents; and, of 
course, such answers can be readily found in 
this volume.’’ Here, again, our author’s 
own experience crops out, for he has ‘* been 
told by a member of Congress that he spent 
three months of each year in going about 
searching for information with which to 
answer inquiries submitted to him by his 
constituents.’’ Drocengs with his lantern 


could not hold a candle to this meandering 


member searching for information, and pos- 
sibly for places, for his constituents. Doubt- 
less, he has long since provided himselfwith 
a copy of this valuable work. For the 
modest expenditure of two dollars and a 
half he has saved ‘‘three months in each 
year,’ which he is no doubt devoting to the 
evolution of large schemes of statesmanship. 

But we must not permit this fascinating 
preface to detain us longer. We cannot, 
however, pass over the following statement, 
which appears in solitary grandeur in a 
paragraph all by itself: ‘‘ The. Territorial 
Governments, the District of Columbia, 
and the Smithsonian Institution.’’ This is 
a strong statement, and only our implicit 
confidence in the author’s accuracy induces 
us to accept it. We must admit that we 
should have been easier in mind if he had 
told us for what purpose, whether of good 
or evil, these three somewhat incongruous 
branches of the public service have banded 
themselves together in this mysterious man- 
ner. Their condition can be compared only 


to that of the preacher who, having lost 
himself in the mazes of his own rhetoric, 


assured his hearers that, though he had lost 
his nominative, he was bound for the king- 
dom of heaven. 


We have lingered so long at the pleasing 
portals of this work that we have no space 
to describe to our readers the feast that is 


snread within, _ We have quoted enough to. 
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show how fully the author appreciates his 
own work. To that appreciation is doubt- 
less due the anxiety which he has shown to 
have every branch of the public service pro- 
vided with an abundant supp.y of it. His 
position as Appointment Clerk of the Treas- 
ury Department has enabled him to carry 
out this philanthropic purpose, and if there 
is an officer anywhere who is not sup- 
plied with this interesting book Mr. Lam- 
PHERE can truly say that it is not his 
fault. The Appointment Clerk has 
been ready to furnish it at the public ex- 
pense to all who asked and to many who 
did not. There may have been some pecu- 
niary profit to himself in it, but every con- 
sideration of that kind was swallowed upin 
the desire to supply the ‘‘lack of knowledge 
on the part of many persons’’—not to men- 
tion the ‘‘ whole classes’? of whom the same 
is believed to be true—‘‘ of the Government 
of the United States.’”” The lonely light- 
keeper as he trims his lamp, the hardy 
mariner of the revenue cutter in the inter- 
vals of ‘‘toting’’ about parties of junketing 
officials, the solitary storekeeper in the dank 
distillery, may all alike quaff and be re- 
freshed at this freely flowing fountain of in- 
formation. 


MAPS. 

One of the worst corruptions to which the 
English language has been subjected in the 
United States is the use of the word ‘‘sec- 
tion’’ to describe any particular part of the 
country. This use is almost universal in 
the West, and is becoming frightfully com- 
mon in the East. The professional poli- 
tician always speaks of his ‘‘section,’’ and 
when he makes speeches at a distance from 
his home, he always says something to his 
audience in praise of ‘‘your section.” Of 
course, the man who speaks of this or that 
‘*section”’ cannot have any sort of reverence 
for the English language, and we need not 
be surprised that he is usually guilty of the 
deeper degradation of claiming to have been 
‘*raised,’’ instead of born, in his ‘‘ section,”’ 
and that he is always ‘‘antagonizing’’ some 
person or thing. . Wherever the word “‘sec- 
tion” obtains a foothold its demoralizing 
effects are soon visible, and it is a note- 
worthy fact that no man becomes an open 
advocate of so-called spelling reform who is 
not already accustomed to regard himself as 
living in a ‘‘ section.” 

The origin of this corruption may be 
found in the maps which have been issued 
in such great numbers by railroad com- 
panies and land speculators in the West. 
On these maps the country is represented as 
being divided into ‘‘ranges,’’ ‘‘sections,”’ 
and ‘‘townships.”” The man who buys 
part of a ‘‘section’’ naturally speaks of his 
section, and alludes to his neighbors as_ the 
people of his section. Coming into use in 
this way, the meaning of the word has 
gradually been expanded until it is now em- 
ployed in the sense of ‘‘ neighborhood,”’ and 
without any reference to maps. It is, how- 
ever, the map-makers who are responsible 
for the ravages which this detestable word 
has made in our language, and this is only 
one of many evils to which the free circula- 
tion of maps has given rise. 


In the good old days before the inven- 
tion of printing maps were never placed in 
the handsof the common people. When 
ProLEMy or some other venerable geogra- 
pher made a map, he knew that it would not 
be subjected to profane criticism. Hence, 
he allowed himself to arrange continents and 
seas in accordance with his best judgment of 
what was wise and proper. He put ranges 
of mountains and broad, impassable rivers 
where they would do the most good, and be- 
sides representing all countries except his own 
as being small and insignificant, he usually 
filled them up with undesirable animals and 
races of objectionable men without heads or 
with extensive tails. These maps, being 
kept from the knowledge of the public, did 
little, if any, harm. They amused the few 
trustworthy people who had the custody of 
them, and prevented the Government from 
feeling any desire to conquer worthless little 
foreign countries. 

When map-making passed from the con- 
trol of wise philosophers, and discoveries 
were made by which scientific men could 
make cheap and accurate maps, their cor- 
rupting influence soon became apparent. 
Every man, no matter how ignorant he 
might be, claimed the right to examine 
maps and use his private judgment in de- 
ciding geographical questions. The result 
was a universal discontent with existing 
boundaries and a universal desire for what 
is called their rectification. | Frenchmen dis- 
covered that the Rhine would make a bound- 
ary which would look well on the map, 
and accordingly they demanded that their 
Government should extend France to the left 
bank of the river. Nations who had lived 
during happy and mapless centuries without 
discovering that Italy was merely a geo- 
graphical expression, found out from maps 
that the whole peninsula south of the Alps 
would make a nice symmetrical kingdom, 
and they thereupon announced that they 
would never be satisfied until Italy should 
be made to present a respectable appear- 
ance on the map. - It was the pernicious in- 
fluence of maps which led to the consolida- 
tion of Germany, and maps have been at 
the bottom of all the difficulties concerning 
the - Danubian Provinces. At the present 
moment the study of maps has brought the 
Greeks up to the point of demanding that 
some other. nation should go to war with 
Turkey in order.to give Greece a new 
northern frontier, and it is only a year or 
two ago that England went to war with 
Afghanistan . forthe avowed reason that 
Lord BEAcoNsFIgLD thought he could thus 
improve the map of India. 

None of these things would have hap- 
pened had maps been as scarce and as judi- 
ciously made as they were in the time of 
Protemy. Then people were contented 
with their own countries. .They believed 
that the boundaries of a country were fixed 
forever and could not be moved. <A King 
or an Emperor never dreamed of going to 
war to rectify his frontier, for he knew that 
nobody would understand what he meant. 
People staid at home instead of being 


tempted by maps to wander into foreign 
countries and to bring back all sorts of ideas 


with which to make themselves and their 
neighbors discontented. With the free cir- 


culation of maps began the era of universal 
unrest and universal meddling, and while 


large maps have set nations by the ears and 
brought about bloody and disastrous wars, 


small maps. of the kind recklessly _published_|.tian to sunnort his candidacy and act hereafter-\ that he will be h 


by the Herald, have driven scores of people 
mad, and have promoted to an awful extent 
the spread of profanity among the people. 

It is, of course, too late to cure the map 
evilnow. To take maps from the people, 
or to forbid them to use their private judg- 
ment in interpreting them, is as impossible 
as it would be to bring back the dark ages. 
The evil influence of maps will continue and 
increase, and the only thing good men can 
do is to recognize the nature of that influ- 
ence and to combat it with all their power. 


The electric light has been used to afd in 
photographing the groups, costumes, and scenery 
of the Greek play recently brought out at Harvard, 
the natural light in Sander’s Theatre being in- 
adequate to the purpose. An electric lamp of 
6,000-candle power, supplied with a current from 
the engine in the basement, was suspended under 
the main chandelier, and sufficient sunlight was 
admitted to soften the heavy shadows. Several 
cameras were used in the work, and the characters 
of the play were kept posing in the various groups 
nearly all day. The result is said to be surprisingly 
good, and to represent vividly the action of the 
play. Each photograph bears a pasted slip showing 
to what part of the play it belongs and with arefer- 
ence to the verse. The whole set will make the best 
possible memento of the representation. It has 
been decided that the *‘ Edipus Tyrannus”’ is to be 
repeated in December, in response to innumerable 
and very urgent requests. The May representa- 
tions were profitable, as money goes, a handsome 
sum being left after all the bills were paid, though, 
of course, the actors received nothing. Other Greek 
Dlays will doubtless be attempted, and there 
talk of a department of dramatic art at Harvard. + 
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A Mexican newspaper tries to reassure cer- 
tain skeptical persons who have expressed doubts 
as to the ability of Mexico to pay the promised 
subventions to the many railways now building in 
that country, but its statements are far from reas- 
suring. Since the month of August, 1877, the Mexi- 
can Government has made grants to 42 companies, 
aggregating something like $90,000,000, of which 
nearly $70,000,000 is promised to live companies, 
and will be called for. Various statements have 
been made as to the amount of the subsidy pledged 
to the Central and the National Companies. The 
portion which is to be paid from the Customs re- 
ceipts—the rest coming directly from the Treasury 
—is now put at $30,542,000, of which $23,132,000 goes 
to the Central Company and $7,410,000 to the Na- 
tional. These sums will be due in five years, or on 
the completion of the roads. They are payable in 
Customs certificates, which will be provided by re- 
quiring importers to pay 10 per cent. of their Cus- 
toms duties in these certificates. This 10 per cent. 
of the annual Custom-house receipts will be de- 
voted to paying off the obligation. ; But there 
is no minimum annual sum_ guaranteed, 
and} should the Customs receipts dwindle away 
to nothing, the railroads would receive no 
payment until trade revived. Ata most liberal es- 
timate the annual receipts from this source cannot 
be put above $15,000,000, which would yield $1,500,- 
000 for the subsidies. Should this be maintained, 
the whole sum, without interest, would be paid in 
20 years, a dangerously long period for a company 
to wait which is in any way dependent on the sub- 
sidy, particularly with a Government whose credit 
is solow as that of Mexico. These concessions 
have been made by Congress on a most liberal 
scale, solely on the expectation of a greatly in- 
creased trade. This expectation may be realized. 
The promise of prosperity and stable Government 
for Mexico was never brighter than at the present 
moment, but the danger of revolution is always 
great among a people who know so little about 
the blessings of order and good government. The 
grants may become worthless through a violent 
change of authority at the capital, or payment 
may be hopelessly deferred by the decay of trade. 
The Mexican Congress has been far too liberal with 
its grants. The country is not rich enough to war- 
rant such open-handed munificence. Some of the 
companies who have been voted subsidies will be 
disappointed. 
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The life of the officers of the Peruvian Gov- 
ernment under the provisional Presidency-of Don 
Garcia CaLpERON is “far, far from gay.» Two or 
three devoted patriots of high rank were sent 
from Lima the other day to take charge of affairs 
inthe southern departments, in the region where 
Dr. Sorar and his army continue to bid de- 
fiance alike to Chili and the provisional powers at 
the capital. The Dector lately issued a deoree con- 
demning to death any attaché of the Calderon 
Government foundin his vicinity, and as nothing 
has been heard from the officers sent out, it is sup-. 
posed that this order has been carried out upon 
them. A Panama dispatch lately informed us that 
the Senators and Representatives failea to come 
together on May 15, the day fixed for 
the meeting ‘of Congress. Our atest mail 
advices give no clear explanation of this singular 
omission, but it is sufficiently evident that the ab- 
sence of the necessary quorum was owing to po-. 
litical disaffection. A large proportion of the citi- 
zens, even at the capital, look upon. Presi- 
dent CAaLDERON as a creature of the} Chilian 
Government, put up as a figure-head to give 
@ quasi-official sanction on the part of Peru 
to the harsh terms of settlement which Chili in- 
tends to impose on the country she has conquered. 
Many prominent men who are in nowise adhe-: 
rents of the cause of the disgraced fugitive Dicta- 
tor, Prerona, still hold aloof from the provisional 
Government. The prefect of the Department of 
Huaraz, who happens to be a supporter of Prero-! 
LA, prevented some of the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives in his department from going to Lima to; 
take their seats, and a little army has been sent up; 
from the capital to depose him. It was hoped that: 
the obstacles to a session would be overcome by. 
the ist of June, when arrangements would at once: 
be made for an election by the people. Mean-', 
while trade of all kind is entirely dead, and disor-; 
der prevails in many parts of the republic.

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AN AGED CLERGYMAN’S DEATH. 

Texas, June 16.—The Rev. 
George F. Kaylor, a Bap*ist minister, 8 years old, 
living near Kentuckytown (in this county, was 


- found dead in his field near his house.’ The appear- 
‘ances indicated that he had been murdered. Sev- 


eral bruised places were found on his head and 
body. Suspicion pointed to Johs Gunter, whom 
Kaylor owed for 13 days’ work and refused to pay 
because Gunter refused to work a full month. 


‘Gunter went to work for Lewis Melton, who tes- 


tified that Gunter on one occasion said Kaylor 
would regret his refusal te pay him, on anothes 
that Kaylor would suffer for not paying him, and 
onthe morning Kaylor’s body was found he re- 
marked that old man Kaylor would be found dead 
in his field some day. Gunter was seen going to- 
ward Kaylor’s house, about 200 vards from where 
the body was found, and tracks were found going 
to and from the body which fit Gunter’s shoes. 
The examining physician says the bruises would 
not have caused death, and gave as his opinion 
that death resulted from apoplexy. Gunter was 
bound over inthe sum of only $100 to await the 
action of the Grand Jury, and in default of bail 
was putin jail. The general impression is that he 
is guilty.

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A STAMP TAX ON BROKERS 
[HE NEW MEASURE PASSED BY 
THE ASSEMBLY. 


@TRENUOTS OPPOSITION FROM THE CITY 
MEMULERS-——THE BILL PASSED BY A VOTE 
or 84 TO 25—THE ARGUMENTS USED 
AGAINST IT UNAVAILING. 

AxuBany, June 16.—A large. part of the 
session of the Assembly to-day was occupied 


in the debate and passage of the bill im- 


posing a tax on sales made by brokers, 
The bill, as it came from the Committee 
en Taxation, levied a tax of 2 cents on 
each $100 of busines transacted. The Stock, 
Produce, and other commercial Exchanges 
in New-York sent committees here to oppose 
the bill, and incidentally, because they tore- 
saw an inquisitorial inspection of their books 
and business by the tax-gatherers, they said 
that, if they must be taxed at all, they thought 
it would be best to impose it in the form of a 
Etate revenue tax stamp, to be affixed to 
every bill of sale. The Chairman of the Tax 
Commiitee, Mr. Steele, of Oswego, seems to 
think they were in earnest, for yesterday 
he asked the House to substitute such 
ea bill for the original one, and 
it was done. To-day the bill was called up for 
final passage. Mr. Spinola moved tv strike 
out the. enacting clause, in.order to kill the 
bill, and a debate, lasting over an hour, en- 
sued. Mr. Spinola claimed that there was an 


effort to revive the old Stamp act, which was 
odious to all Americans, but which was neces- 
ftarily in existence during the war. It was 
mot necessary now. If this bill passed 
it would exact a _ revenue sufficient 
to pay the whole State debt in a single year, 
and no such burden should be laid on the busi- 
ness interests. Almost every kind of trade in 
this State was done, more or less, through 
brokers. The condition of the State finances 
and the low rate of taxation were evidence 
that no extraordinary means of raising reve- 
nue need be resorted to, This bill was almost 


exclusively a direct drive at the Cities of New- 


York and Brooklyn, and he koped the meni- 
bers from those cities would oppose it. 

Mr. Hamilton said the bili was aimed not 
only at New-York and Brooklyn, but at the 
commerce of the whole State, and it was the 
duty and interest of every member whose con- 
ptituency was a commercial one to vote against 
it. Already much capital had been legis- 
lated out of New-York, and there was 
now no less than 29 private commercial 
and financial wires between New-York and 
Philadelphia. It this bill was passed there 
srould be more wires. We must not drive 
away enterprise and capital. Mr. Mills, 2 Cal- 
ifornian, was now spending $1,000,000 in build- 
ng near the New-York Stock Exchange, and 


the Produce and Cotton Exchanges were about 
toerect buildings worth $2,000,000, This tax 
was too heavy, and it was unnecessary. Al- 
ready the class of brokers paid the check 
stamp tax, a tax on their bank deposits, and 
other special taxes in various forms. This tax 
would, in most cases, more than exceed the 
amount of commissions charged by brokers on 
their sales, and would average $1,500 to $2,000 
a year against each broker. [t was unjust, 
unfair, and unnecessary, and he hoped mem- 
bers would oppose it. 

Mr. Moller, in arguing egainst the bill, said 
that when it was last under consideration it 
was said by some persons that this tax should 


be levied, because these brokers were nothing 


less than a set of gamblers. He would like to 
ask members from the country where they 
went to raise money when they wanted it, on 
their bonds? Through whom, as a rule, did 
the City, State, or national Government 
place the bonds on which public loans were 
raised? When the farmers wanted to 
place their savings in investment securi- 
ties, where did they go to do it? 
When they wanted advances on their hogs, 
their corn, and other products, where did they 
goto getthem? Why, they all went to the 
brokers. The brokers were a necessary evil in 
our communities as a medium between the 
buyer and seller, the producer and consumer, 
the man who wants and the man who has. 


Mr. Raines said he} thought the tax would 
rome on the people in the end, for the broker 
would charge it, with a little extra, to the sel- 
ler or the person for whom he did business. 

Mr. Molier said that inits present crude 
shape the bill would often lead to the exac- 
tion of double’taxes on a single transaction, 
as, for instance, a case where a broker pressed 
with orders had to employ another broker to 
do some of the business for him, 

Mr. Andrews said if a tax was so light that 
it could not overbalance the advantage of do- 
ing business in a special locality, business 
would not run away from or avoid that local- 
ity. The brokers seemed to think they could 
pay this tax, for, they said, they preferred 
the stamp plan of imposing it. 

Mr. Husted wanted to know why brokers in 
tea, coffee, sugar, salt, tin, steel, or soap were 
not taxed as well as brokers in petroleum, cot- 
ton, flour, grain, pork, and other commodities 
named in this bill. This House had passed 
bills at this session intended to aid in the com- 
mercial development of New-York City and 
State, among them the bills relating to pilot- 
age and wharfage fees. And it was welltodoso, 
because already the Welland Canal and the Mis- 
sissippi River were calling on New-York in 
thunder tones. Had it not been for the enter- 

rise of the great railroads centring at New- 
York in building elevators and other port 
facilities for commerce, Baltimore, Philadel- 
phia, and Boston would by this time have been 
gaining very fast on the Empire City. He 
thought no impediment should be put in 
the way now. Pass this law and it would, 
pernaps, drive out a dozen branches of 
trade or greatly diminish their extent. 
When legislation brought business into 
a city it brought property there, 
and enhanced the value of the existing 
property. Under no circumstances could any 
nation, or State, or community afford to tax 
the business of its people. Their real estate, 
their income, their personal property might 
ze taxed, but when their business was taxed it 
was a clog on their efforts, their powers of ex- 
ertion, their lives. 

Mr. Cohen favored the bill, inasmuch as the 
Legislature had already passed bills to tax the 
working and middle classes, and this seemed 
to him to be astep in the right line—toward 
taxing the capitalist, the speculator, and in- 
vestor. 

Mr. Alvord said that this was a move in the 
right way, as it was not in the line of those 
who favored the absolving of taxation against 
personal property, and putting taxes wholly 
npon land. illions of dollars annually that 
were passed through the Stock Exchange 
hid itself from the tax-gatherer, and this 
bill made a way in which a_ large 
part of that money could be reached and made 
to pay taxes. The streets are lighted, the Po- 
lice and fire services maintained as much for 
the benefit of the broker as for anybody, but 
ne laughed when the Collector asked him to 

ay his share of the expenses of government. 

f this tax was, in the opinion of some, too 
large, he would favor a reduction of it by one- 
half as an experiment, but he had no fear that 
this bill was going to destroy the commercial 

supremacy or prosperity of New-York. 

When Mr, Alvord took his seat the rural 
members greeted him with a hearty clapping 
of hands. Mr. Spinola arose to rebuke *‘ the 
pattering of a few hands in this chamber,” 
put Mr. Steele cut him off on the objection that 
pe had already spoken. Mr. Bemiss moved 
the previous question and it was ordered. 
Mr. Spinola’s motion was lost and the 
bill being put on its final passage received 84 
votes in the affirmative and 25 in the negative. 
On the roll-call Messrs. Armstrong, Brooks, 
Hamilton, Andrews, and Spinola ——— the 
bill, and explained their votes; and Messrs. 
Hickman and Steele explained their votes in 
support of the measure. The bill has yet to 
go before the Senate for concurrence in the 
substitution. 

Mr. Andrews, of New-York, introduced to- 
day a bill to provide for the printing and pub- 
lishing of the voters’ registry listin New-York 
in place of the bill on that subject lately vetoed 
by the Governor. The Goyernor’s objection 
was that the publication would be cumber- 
some, unwieldy, and necessarily expen- 
sive. The new bill provides for’ the 
printing of the list in the City 
Record, as an extia edition, bv 
Assembly districts, at a price not less than 5 
cents per copy. Mr. Spinola said that was 
rather indefinite, as ‘‘not less than 5 cents”’ 
might mean as high as 5U cents, or even much 
more. Mr. Andrews said he thought the Board 
of the City Record might be trusted not to be 
anfair or unjust. The bill was ordered to a 
third reading and to be printed. _ 

M. C. Murphy offered a resolution request- 
img members of Congress from New-York 
State tosupport at the next session of Con- 
gress an amendment to the Constitution ro- 
viding for the election of United States Sen- 
ators by the popular vote.

THE SENATE’S DISCUSSIONS. 
TAXATION OF LIFE INSURANCE COMPANIES 


—TESTIMONY OF &PIRS AND INFORMERS. 


Axupany, June 16.—The Senate went 
into committee of the whole this morning on 
the bill to provide for the taxation of life ia- 
surance companies—one of the bills reported 


from the Joint Tax Committee, Mr. Forster 
made a long argument in favor of the bill, 


and cited the Mutual Life and Equitable 
Insurance Companies as examples of corpora- 
tions with large amounts of money that, under 
the present laws, were almost entirely exempt 
trom taxation. The Mutual, he said, with its 
$80,060,000 of surplus, only paid last vear a 
tax of 8247,000, and this was on its real es- 
tate. The proposed bill would only add 
$120,000 to its tax, which would be a small 
item, in view of its enormous surplus, 
Mr. Woodin opposed the bill and particularly 
the second section, which imposed a tax of 7 
per cent. on the amount paid for surrendered 
policies. This was on the principle of taxing a 
man the highest whose necessities were the 
greatest. A person who had paid his pre- 
miums for years was suddenly overiaken b 
misfortune and compelled to surrender his 
policy. Under this bill the State steppedin 
and took 7 per cent of alJl he received. e said 
that the money paid into insurance compa- 
nies was 1n the nature of a trust fund, and the 
statistics would show that three-fourths of the 
money paid to companies in this State came 
from persons living outside of the State. 

Mr. Winslow, Chairman of the Joint Tax 
Committee, advocated the bili as a whole, 
though ha had doubts about the wisdom of 
the second section. The bill was finally or- 
dered to a third reading, with the second sec- 


tion stricken out. There have been a great 


many remonstrances against this bill from all 
parts of the State, and the viva voce vote on 
ordering it toa third reading did not indicate 
a certainty of its passage when it comes up 
for a third reading. 

The Senate next took up the bill under con- 
sideration at the adjournment yesterday, pro- 
hibiting spies and informers employed by pri- 
vate associations from testifying in courts on 
criminal trials. Mr. Williams called for the 
yeas and nays on his amendment, offered yes- 
terday, that the bill should not apply to the 
informers employed by regularly incor- 
porated societies. The result was: Yeas 
7, nays 18, and the amendment was lost. 
Mr. Williams then offered another 
amendment, leaving it discretionary with the 
Judge in any criminal trial whether or not 
such evidence should be received. Mr. Forster 
expressed himself decidedly opposed to any 
proposition like that. Testimomy was a mat- 
ter of right and law, and should never be left 
to the discretion of any Judge or admitted as 


a matter of favor. Without much discussion, 


this amendment was also defeated—yeas 7, 
nays 16. Mr. Mills next offered an amend- 
ment that the testimony of spies and inform- 
ers employed by these societies should only be 
excluded in.cases where the evidence showed 
that the offense would not have been com- 
mitted but for their instrumentality or in- 


veiglement. Pending the discussion on this 
amendment the Senate adjourned for the day.

MR. BENTLEY’S RESIGNATION REQUESTED— 
MARSHAL DUDLEY, OF INDIANA, AP- 
POINTED IN HIS PLACE. 

WASHINGTON, June 16.—The Hon. J. A. 
Bentley tendered his resignation this afternoon as 
Commissioner of Pensions. It was at once ac- 
cepted and W. W. Dudley, at present United States 
Marshal of Indiana, was appointed to fill the va- 
eancy. The following is Commissioner Bentley's 
letter of resignation: 

DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, PENSION OFFICE, | 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 16, 1881. § 

To the President: 

Sir: In complianee with the desire intimated by 
you at our interview yesterday, that I vacate the 
office of Commissioner of Pensions, in order that 
you may be able to appoint another person to the 
place, Ihave the honor to tender my resignation. 
In surrendering to your hands the important trust 
to which. I was commissioned by ex-President 
Grant at the commencement of the last year of 
his term, and administered through the four suc- 
ceeding years under ex-President Hayes, I point 
with satisfaction to the records of this office and 
of the Department of the Interior, as showing in 
the increase of work performed since Ihave beenin 
office an average improvement and economy in the 
management of the affairs of the bureau of more 
than 25 per cent. of the total cost for salaries and ex- 
penses—more than $500,000—to which may properly 
be added the additional sum of $800,000 and 
upward - effected by the consolidation of the 
agencies, where the improvement in the service has 
been equal to that in this office. These records, 
when supplemented by the records of Congress, 
(the evidence reported to the House of Represent- 
atives March 3, 1881, by the Select Committee on 
Pensions, Bounty, and Back Pay,) also establish be- 
yond successful contradiction that every ullega- 
tion and pretense which has yet ventured into 
publicity derogatory to me personally or to my 
management of the office, or reflecting in any de- 
gree upon the manner in which I have ex- 
ecuted the pension laws, has been utterly false 
and without the shadow of foundation upon 
which to rest. I make reference to these records 
in no beastfu!l spirit and with no view of self-de- 
fense or exculpation, but in simple obedience to 
my duty as a subordinate to place at your com- 
mand such essential and vital facts as you may 
have occasion in the future to consult, and that 
my silence in regard to them may not hereafter be 
taken advantage of and misinterpreted as an ad- 
mission to the contrary by persons interested in 
having the contrary believed. Thanking you for 
your kindly expressions, and wishing your Admin- 
istration the complete success which the country 
expects at your hands, and which the principles of 
Republicanism intrusted to your keeping for the 
time being deserve, I am very respectfully yours,

It is understood that the President 
accompanied his acceptance of Commissioner 
Bentley’s resignation with an offer of a foreign ap- 
pointment, which Mr. Bentley declined.

BUYING FOUR MILLION ACRES.

AN IMMENSE SALE OF LAND BY THE STATE 
OF FLORIDA. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 16.—What is claimed 


to be the largest purchase of land ever made 
by asingle person in the world occurred to-day, 
when Hamilton Desson, a prominent manufacturer 
of this city, closed a contract by which he secured 
4,000,000 acres of land from the State of Florida. 
This huge transaction has beenin negotiation for 
several months, and its success was owing to 
the shrewd tactics on the part of the agents 
of Mr. Desson. The Iland acquired, a 
tract nearly as large as the State of 
New-Jersey, was a part of the public do- 
main of the State of Florida, and 
under control of the Board of Internal 


Improvement of the State. Owing to the 
recent improved value of the land of Florida, 
this property has been anxiously looked after 
by capitalists of New-York and _ Boston. 
For years, through agents, these gentle- 
men have endeavored to purchase the 
land, The State had discretion to 
sell until recently, when it became 
necessary to do s0 to relieve the State 
from certain obligations which had _ be- 


come burdensome. When these facts be- 


came known there were renewed efforts on 
the part of the New-York people, who were backed 
by 4 well-known German banking house of that 
city, and the syndicate trom London, headed by 
ex-United States Ministerto Belgium Sanford and 
the Boston capitalists to buy the land, Mean- 
time Mr. Desson had become well acquainted 
with the value of the land_ through his 
large interests in the State, and formed his 
connection with the Everglade scheme, He 
entered the field and set to work ener- 
getically, keeping in the background himself. 
The other parties left no stone unturned to get 
possession of the property, but they were outgen- 
eroled at every point. 

The tract is situated north of Lake Okeechobee, 
and is nearly all below the frost line, The amonnt 
paid has not been made public, but it is 
to be a very large sum in cash. It is Mr. 
Disson’s intention to at once begin an 
emigration scheme which wil) result in a 
very large addition to the population of 
Florida. To this end, he has already established 
agencies in several places in this country, and will 
at once organize emigrant bureaus in England, 
Scotland, France, Germany, Holland, and Italy.

READING SUCCUMBS TO PENNSYL- 
VANIA INFLUENCE. 


THE CHARGES WHICH MR. GOWEN HAS MADE 


—PRESIDENT BOND SOMETHING MORE 
THAN A FIGURE-HEAD—READING’S AN- 


TAGONISTIC POLICY ENTIRELY ABAN- 
DONED. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 16.—It has been con- 
stantly alleged by Mr. Gowen and his friends that, 
in the contest for the control of the Reading Rail- 


road Company, the opposition has been animated 
and sustained by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company. This rival company, the strongest 
corporation in this State, and, indeed, 
one of the most powerful in the world, 
is seeking, according to Mr. Gowen, to ob- 
tain practical control of the Reading property, 
whether to promote the interests of the owners 
of the property or not being a question unnecessary 
to consider, the representation being, however, that 
Mr. Gowen is fighting for the Reading stockholders 
against the covert attack of a giant monopoly. It 
has been freely alleged in this contest that the 
State courts are under the influence of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad. When Mr. Gowen was before the 
Committee of the House of Representatives 
considering the Reagan Inter-State Commerce 
bill he said that he had himself heard 
the counsel of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
threaten the Supreme Court of the State of Penn- 
sylvania to visit, the displeasure of that corpora- 
tion on the court in case certain things were not 
done as desired. Representative O’Neil, of Phila- 


delphia, asked Mr. Gowen if he intended to 


charge that the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 

any influenced or attempted to _ influence 
improperly the action of the State judiciary. In 
reply Mr. Gowen said: ‘‘ When the fox was asked 
if he intended to charge the wolf with havinga bad 
breath he answered that he hada cold just then 


and could not smell.” 


The courts have ruled against the legality of the 
Gowen deferred bond project; against the post- 
ponement of the stockholders’ election desired by 
the Gowen side, and in favor of the validity of Mr. 
Bond’s election as President of the Reading. 
These rulings have been severally characterized 
as victories of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
and Mr. Bond has been described as 
*Pennsey’s President,” Yet, now that Mr. 
Bond has taken his seat as Reading's chief 


officer, Mr. Gowen has adopted the policy of 
declaring that the Receivers, in whose hands the 
Reading Company now is, are the sole managers of 
the concern; that the new President has no power 
and no work to do beyond signing his name to cer- 
tificates of stock, and that at the next meeting he 
will certainly be defeated. He forgets that Mr. Bond 
is especially known as a man of great executive ca- 
pacity, with a remarkable faculty for getting things 
done, and not at all the sort of person to take such 
a place as that of a mere figure-head; and he for- 
gets, also, that if the Pennsylvania Railroad has 
really taken so much pains to put Mr. Bond into 
the Reading Presidency that corporation is not at 
all likely to quietly permit him to be put out 
again next Winter. So far _from being a 
figure-head, Mr. Bond's hand is already to be 
seen in the conduct of Reading’s affairs; and it is 
to be noted the changes effected since he came 
into power are just such as the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road would dictate. The Bound Brook, Reading's 
rival to the Pennsyivania’s tine from New-York to 
Philadelphia, the South, and the West, has been 
quietly set outin the cola. Theidea of establish- 
ing a great through route over this line in 
connection with the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 


has been abandoned. The close alliance hereto- 


fore existing between the Reading and the Balti- 


more and Ohio has been severed. The Baltimore 
and Ohio is now bhand-in-glove with the Pennsylva- 
nia, and an entire new schedule of ticket arrange- 
ments was yesterday entered into between 
the two, without reference to Reading. 
The Bound Brook line is now relegated 


to local trade, the time schedules having been so 
changed as to practically cut off all chance of 


through business. In the coal trade, the interests 
of the Pennsylvania Road for the first time 
are coming to be prominently considered 


when combination arrangements are under 
discussion, Reading having heretofore, in con- 
junction with the Delaware companies, dictated 
terms in these conferences. Finally, the Reading 
Railroad Company withdraws from the hostile po- 
sition heretofore held respecting the construction 
of ariver-front road through this city along the 


bank of the Delaware. This is a Pennsylvania 


Railroad project, virtually giving that road, with 
the lines already built along the river, complete 
control of the Delaware water-front of Philadelphia. 
Reading has fought the measure vigorously from 
the start and, although Pennsylvania long since 
pushed the necessary authorization through the 
city council, and put part of the work under con- 
tract, the determined opposition of Reading has 
been potent enough to prevent the scheme 
being fully carried out. ‘That opposition 
has now been withdrawn and the Dela- 
ware water-front railroad will be built at once. 
On Monday last, Mr. Gowen, as Receiver, suc- 
cumbed, and informed the Pennsylvania authori- 
ties that Reading was ready to co-operate in the 
work. What pressure was brought to bear on him 
is not known, but it is believed he begins to realize 
that President Bond finds something to occupy his 
time besides signing stock certificates.

BALTIMORE AND OHIO’S OFFICERS. 

FIRST VICE-PRESIDENT KING DENIES THAT 
HE HAS YET RESIGNED. 

CINCINNATI, June 16.—The dispatch from 
Baltimore to the effect that John King, Jr., the 
First Vice-President of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad, and William Keyser, Secretary, had re- 
signed caused quite a sensation in railroad circles 
in this city late this afternoon. The news was en- 
tirely unexpected. Mr. King was not at his 
office, and no one could be found who 
laid any pretense to understanding what 
it meant. To-night a Commercial reporter drove 
out to Clifton, an aristocratic suburb of the city, 


and rang the bell at the door of Mr. King’s palatial 
home. The response was that the gentleman was 
in, and could be seen. Singularly, the news 
from Baltimore had not yet reached him. 
When informed as to its nature he in- 
dulged in a laugh, and then expressed 
doubts as to whether the renorter had correctly 
understooa the dispatch. There was not a particle 
of foundation for the story, he said, but added, in 
the tone of one who was imparting a secret, that 
he had fully resolved to retire, not only from the 
Baltimore and Ohio, but from the other roads with 
which he is connected. He had taken no step 
in that direction yet, however, and would 
not for some time to come. His connection with 
the Baltimore and Ohio would be severed at such a 
time as a resignation could be appropriately pre- 
sented to the Board of Directors, which would 
probably not be for several weeks. In the Fall he 
will surrender to the courts the control of the Ohio 
and Mississippi and Marietta and _ Cincinnati 
Roads, of which he is Receiver. He has no idea 
who will succeed nim in the management of these 
trusts. He has determined to surrender them, 
however, and gives ill-health as the reason. Hay- 
ing severed his railroad connections, he will, late in 
the Autumn, sail for Europe. to be absént for 
an indefinite period. When asked as to the 
probable truth of the report that the Secretary of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Road, Mr. William Keyser, 
had resigned, he replied that he knew of no such 
intention on Mr. Keyser’s part, and presumed that 
this part of the story was quite as untimely as that 
which referred to himself. 


THE CENTRAL PACIFIC ROAD. 
COMMISSIONER FRENCH ON THE RIGHTS OF 
THE GOVERNMENT AND THE COMPANY. 
The following letter has been addressed by 
Mr. Theophilus French, Commissioner of Railroads, 
to the Hon. Leland-Stanford, President of the Cen- 


tral Pacific Railroad Company: 


DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, 
OFFICE OF COMMISSIONER OF RAILROADS, 
‘ SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., June 6 1881. 3 
Srr: The results of my examination of the books 
and accounts of your company, and also my present 
views in regard to matters ss upon the eventual 
repayment to the United States of both the principal 
and interest of the subsidy bonds, and questions col- 
lateral thereto, may not be uninteresting to you at this 
time. First, however, let me note that many of the 
conditions which existed during the years immediate- 
ly subsequent to 1873 no longer interpose to compli- 
cate matters. California is gradually emerging from 
its business torpor; labor is finding employment, and 
at better prices; State politica are reaching a more 
settled condition, and the near future is full of prom- 
ise not only to the railroad but to the producing and 
other interests of the Pacific slope generally, as evi- 
denced by the largely increased business of your com- 
pany during the last 11 months, as compared with 
that of the 11 months ending May 31, 1880, and which 
I find to be as follows:

And let me further note that Iam more than ever 
impressed! with the expediency, not to say necessity, 
of a consolidation of your lines with those of the 
Union Pacifico, so as to fulfill or carry out the 
original intention of Congress, as set forth 
in the charter acts, such consolidation being 
theonly means to obviate many serious difficulties, 
present and prospective, which will doubtless involve 
other companies and interests and tend to.impede in 
some measure the prosperity of the whole country. 

After careful consideration, Mr. E. H. Miller, Jr., the 
Secretary of your company, and myself have arrived 
at a satisfactory conclusion as to a basis for pro-ratin: 
business between the subsidized and unsubsidize 
porsese of the railroad operated by your company; 

ut while the settlement of 1879 was Made upon the 
nearest approximation to that which was belleved to 
be fair and equitable, and the settlement of 1880 
still more so, we both recognize the im- 
possibility of fixing any absolutely perma- 
nent basis for such settlements, owing ‘to_ the 
changing circumstances and conditions which are 
liable to occur from time totime. By the settlement 
of 1880 the total amount required from your 
company under the law will be little over $1,000,- 
000, of whieh about §800,000 has been already 
paid by transportation. This sum, and a much larger 
sum probably, for 1881, can, I am satisfied, be readily 
paid by your company without in any way preventing 
or interferlag with the paymentof dividenas of at 
least 6 per cent. per annum hereafter. ; 

‘The uncertainty which attaches to the ascertain- 
ment of the amount payable to the Government an- 
nually under existing law, and the vulnerability in- 
cident to any company subject to special legislation

subsidized companies should negotiate loans sufi- 
cient, on a basis of present value, to discharge their 
debts to the United States when the same shall 
become due; and to place the fund Dayo pene:

Since my last interview with you, I have read the 
lease under which your company is operating the 
Southern Pacific Railroad. The Southern Pacific 
Company erroneously reported to me_ that 
this lease was terminable when eastern con- 
nections were made. Your own company 
failed to report the terms of the lease at all, and no 
copy had een forwarded to me as requested. 
Now, upon reading the lease, it appears that 
it has nearly four years yet to run, which 
fact puts an entirely different phase upon the 
main question at issue tn regard to the Southern Pa- 
cific—that of the probable cancellation of this lease 
whenever the road should begin to show a large in- 
crease of earnings. I have now no doubt but that the 
increase of net earnings of the Southern Pacific in 
the next four years will largely exceed any losses of 
the past four years, its gross earnings for 1880 being 
nearly $4,000,000, with considerable net earnings 
over and above both operating expenses and rental, 
so that the lease will eventually result in a large gain 
rather than any loss to your company. For this 
and other reasons I shall deem it my duty 
atan early day to communicate with the Attorney- 
General of the United States with a view to the dis- 
continuance of proceedings instituted against your 
company in the Circuit Court of the United States for 
the Southern District of New-York.

The stock market to-day was weak in 
tone, save when at rare intervals prices rallied 
for a moment under the influence of purchases 
to realize profits accruing fromthe decline. 
Each recovery, however, caused a renewal of 
the selling movement, and the efforts of the 
bulls to arrest the declining tendency, although 
strenuous and persistent, failed to check the 
downward course of prices. The telegraph 
advices from Paris stating that the French 
crops were sure to prove exceptionally bounti- 
ful, and that no necessity would exist 
tor the importation of American grain, 
contributed not a little to assist the decline 
and tended to intensify the bearish feeling 
which prevails among operators of the more 
conservative class. Recent developments have 
no doubt rather heavily handicapped the bulls 
but, nevertheless, the fact cannot be gainsaic 
that they display a very serene front to the 
enemy. Still, the majority of the operators 
who look for higher prices felt rather nervous 
in regard to the situation, and this feeling 
finds its expression on the Street in the very 
significant query as to ‘‘who is going to get 
left?’ In the womb of time alone can 
thé answer to this question be found. Mean- 
while it may be said that holders 
of properties possessed of intrinsic merit can 
very well afford to look on the desperate spec- 
ulative game now being played, and are not 
likely to suffer any depletion of their bank 
accounts by pursuing the policy of masterly 
inactivity. The share speculation to-day 
opened weak for the general list, which in the 
early dealings recorded a decline of f to 14¢ 
#@ cent. ‘This was, however, subsequently 
almost fully recovered, but during the 
afternoon a heavy pressure to sell was 
developed, which resulted in a _ renewal 
of the downward movement, and prices de- 
clined steadily up to the close of business, the 
final sales being generally at the lowest figures 
of the day. The depreciation in values ranged 
from \ to 214g # cent., and was most marked 
in the coal stocks, Hannibal and St. Joseph, 
Texas Pacific, St. Paul, North-west, and the 
trunk line properties. The elevated railway 
stocks moved independently of the rest of the 
market, Metropolitan selling up 4, Manhattan 
3k, and New-York 24¢ # cent., early in the 
day on the report that the Attorney-General’s 
suit against the Manhattan Company had been 
withdrawn, but on the denial of this statement 
these shares reacted 1%@2% @®cent. Nash- 
ville Chattanooga sold off 345 #@ cent., but re- 
covered 2 # cent. at the close. The entire 
market closed weak.

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YOUNG MR. FAULKNER NOT YET 
HEARD FROM. 

WHAT HIS FORMER EMPLOYERS IN THIS 
CITY SAY—A ROOM-MATE’S STORY—HIS 
ARISTOCRATIC SOUTHERN RELATIVES. 

A telegraphic dispatch from Hartford, Conn., 
printed in yesterday’s Times announced the mys- 
verious failure of one Lee Faulkner to be at the 
residence of Mr. Norman Hubbard, at Blue Hills, 
on Tuesday, at which time Mr. Hubbard's daughter 
was to have been married to Faulkner. The dis- 
patch gave information that Faulkner was em- 
ployed in a mexcantile establishment in this City. 

Great preparations had been made forthe marriage 

festivities. A large company, including many 

well-known members of society, had assem- 


bled, but the groom did not appear, and after 
a distressing delay, the wedding was postponed, 
The young lady was described as about 23 years of 
age, beautiful and accomplished. She formed the 
acquaintance of Faulkner about four years ago, 
and two yearsafterward became engaged to marry 
him. He was, to all appearances, her devoted lover, 
and members of the young eng Se family were much 
attached to him. On Friday last he was in Hart- 
ford, and superintended the arrangements for the 
wedding. He returned to New-York in the even- 
ing, promising to be in Hartford on Sunday. On 
Monday he telegraphed that he was unavoidably 
detained. It was expected that he would arrive 
there at noon on Tuesday, and Mr. Hubbard’s car- 
riage was in waiting at the depot, but Faulkner did 
mot appear. At 7:08 o’clock in the evening the 
carriage was again in waiting, and as before, Faulk- 
ner was not among the passengers on the train. 
The wedding ceremony was to have taken place at 
7:30 o’clovk om that evening. Mr. C. B. Canfield, of 
the New-England Granite Works, an intimate 
friend of Mr, Hubbard’s family, took the midnight 
train for New-York, intending to search for Faulk- 
mer. He learned that Faulkner had left his board- 
ing place at No. 14 East Ninth-street, this City, at 9 
o’clock on Tuesday morning, and had not returned 
home. This fact was telegraphed to Mr. Hubbard. 

A reporter of Tut Times learned that Faulkner 
is a handsome young man about 27 years of age, of 
good education and excellent business ability. He 
‘was formerly in the employ of Messrs. A. T. Stew- 
art & Co., Mr. Clinton H. Smith, Messrs. Meyer, 
Jonasson & Co., and untillast Saturday was with 
Mr. George F. Wilson, a wholesale dealer in but- 
tons at No. 73 Leonard-street. Mr. Wilson said 
that Faulkner had been in his employ but a short 
time. He came to him with the highest testimo- 
nials of character and business ability from Messrs. 
A. T. Stewart & Co., and Mr. Wilson was greatly 

leased with the conduet of the young man. He 

ad no vices of which Mr. Wilson was aware. 
‘When Faulkner was first employed by Mr. Wilson 
that gentleman represented the Springfield Silk 
Company, which recently became financially em- 
barrassed and suspended business. Mr. Wilson 
found little for Faulkner to do after the failure 
of the Springfield Company, but retained him 
in his employ at a small salary. Faulkner 
drew his wages on last Saturday, and since that 
time Mr. Wilson has neither seen him nor heard 
from him. He knew nothing of Faulkner’s engage- 
ment of marriage with Miss Hubbard, of Hartford, 
and was much surprised when he saw the dls- 

atches from Hartford in yesterday’s newspapers. 

e was told yesterday, however, that Faulkner’s 
disappearance could be accounted for from the 
fact that there was another ‘‘ woman in the case;” 
that he was the associate of a woman of bad repu- 
tation. Of this he knew nothing of his own knowl- 
edge, and it was with great reluctance that he re- 
ceived the story. Mr. Wilson was asked by the 
reporter whether Faulkner brought any recom- 
mendations of character and _ business ability 
from Messrs. Meyer, Jonasson & Co., where he was 
employed after leaving Messrs. A. T. Stewart & 
Co., and Mr. Wilson replied that he never knew 
that Faulkner was in the employ of Messrs. Meyer, 
Jonasson & Co. Mr. Lewis Casper, of the latter 
firm, said that Faulkner was with them for a con- 
siderable period, having been at one time their 
agent for the sale of cloaks and skirtsin Philadel- 
phia. He severed his connection with the firm in 
ahurriet manner. Mr. Casper was indisposed to 
tell all the circumstances of this separation, but 
said that Faulkner had shamefully violated the 
confidence the firm bad placed in him, and had 
dealt wrongfully with them in money matters. 
They had much difficulty in finding him, and then 
he made a partial restitution of the money which 
belonged to them, and which he had failed to ac- 
count for. Mr, Casper added that in his opinion 
Mr. Hubbard should congratulate himself that 
Faulkner had not married his daughter. A friend 
of the Hubbard family had called upon Messrs. 
Meyer, Jonasson & Co., and had informed them 
that Miss Hubbard’s brothers were determined to 
give Faulkner a sound thrashing in the event of 
their finding him. 

Mr. Moehler, a clerk in the employ of Messrs. E. 
8. Jaffray & Co., said that he might tell all he knew 
of the affair, but was disposed to say nothing at 
present. He and Faulkner had been very intimate 
ior several Pinging and were roommates. On that 
account he felt it to be his duty to shield his friend, 
if he could. He knew that Faulkner was to marry 
Miss Hubbard, a most estimable young lady. He 
knew alsothat Faulkner was notdead. He intimat- 
ed that it was quite likely that Faulkner would re- 
main away from Hartford and from this 
City. He was not disposed to be one of 
those to crush Faulkner, whom he considered 
& young manof rare good qualities and of fine 
business ability. He was of opinion that Faulkner 
should have a chance to eg’ 6 some of his mis- 
takes. Mr. Moehler said that he much regretted 
shat any publicity had been given to the affair, 
and for the present must decline to discuss it with 
reporters. It was learned from another source that 
some of Fauikner’s friends in this City credited him 
with being much attached to a young dress-maker, 
of this City, and that they were to be married in 
the latter part of this month. lt was said also that 
this young lady was the owner of a valuable gold 
watch, which she permitted Faulkner to wear, and 
that her friends would be much surprised to hear 
— he was about to marry Miss Hubbard, of Hart- 

ord, 


HartForp, Conn., June 16.—Nothing has been 
learned here of the whereabouts of Faulkner. It 
is thought by some that he had anticipated pro- 
motion and increased pay, which had encouraged 
him to take a hopeful view of marriage, but that 
recently, fearing that he was to be disappointed, 
he was led to a rash abandonment of his plans. 
but there is another view which is quietiy erter- 
tained by many people. Faulkner is connected 
with a Virginia tamily of the old aristocratio 
school. It is impossible to gather particulars of 
the relations of his family to the familv here into 
which he was to marry, butit is known that there 
Was no mutual understanding between the two 
families as to the matrimonial engagement. No 
cards were issued for the wedding for some reason, 
thongh notice was sent to the Virginia 
Faulkners, and some surprise was expressed 
that there was no response to it. Pos- 
sibly young Faulkner had a desire’ to 
keep the marriage secret, knowing that his family 
would oppose him, and was surprised at the last 
moment to ascertain from Virginia that his pur- 
pose was known, and that if he did not change it 
trouble of some sort would follow. That the Hub- 
bards had the address of his motheris known, be- 
cause itis admitted that he has exhibited letters 
received by him from his mother. From these 
facts and circumstances a strong inference is to be 
drawn that the motive which caused him to keep 
away at the last moment was _ family 
pride, which has been — to in a way 
not easily understood y people who do 
not know the depths of aristocratic feeling pre- 
vailing among the old families of the Old Dominion. 
If this was the case, it does not follow that there 
was the slightest good reason for objecting to the 
alliance. No social event here has caused more 
general remark, and universal sympathy is ex- 
pressed for the young lady, who is naturally much 
depressed. She has no faith in the theory that 
there was any trouble inthe young man’s family, 
because she says the bridal tour which had been 
contemplated was to extend to Virginia. But this 
arrangement may have been one of the embarrass- 
ing things to the lover, provided the theory of 
family interference at the last moment has any 
truth in it, 
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AN ALBANY STEAM-BOAT 1N COLLISION. 

The steamer St. John, of the People’s Line 
for Albany, and an ice-barge in tow of the tug- 
boat 8S. F. Washburn came into collision on the 
Hudson, off the Highlands, about 8 o’clock yester- 
day morning. It was moonlight, and the weather 
was clear. The St. John was on her way to this 


City from Albany, while the barge was moving up 
stream. The customary signals were exchanged 
before the boats met, but the pilot of the tug-boat 
apparently miscaiculated the distance between his 
boat and the St. John, and the ice-barge crashed 
into the steamer on her starboard side. The ice- 
barge was protected from serious injury in case of 
collision by long wooden fenders, which extended 
outside the guards from the upper to the lower 
deck. She was not loaded. and as she stood high 
out of the water, her fenders extended above the 
guard of the St. John, and cut away the wood- 
work of the latter boat from about 10 feet abaft 
the bow to the starboard wheel, a distance 
of about 75 feet. The St. John was not 
otherwise injured, her hull being protected 
by a heavy guard. Theice barge was uninjured, 
and although she careened considerably from the 
effects of the shock, she was soon righted, and pro- 
ceeded on her way up the river in tow of the tug- 
boat. The St. John continued her trip to her 
berth at the foot of Canal-street. She had oniya 
sinall number of passengers on board, and those 
who were awakened readily accepted the explana- 
tion of the officers that no harm would befall them. 
Capt. Post, of the St. John, said toa T'rmes re- 
porter yesterday that there were only two pas- 
sengers who were aware of the aécident. The 
woodwork of that partof the boat which was 
struck by the barge was 80 light, he said, that 
there was scarcely any perceptible shock to the 
steamer—not enouzh to knock down the glass- 
ware in the saloon, He considered the accident 
due to “carelessness on the part of the pilot of 
the Washburn,” and said the company would hold 
the latter responsible for the accident. The wood- 
work of the St. John was nearly allreplacea before 
the steamer left on her usual trip to Albany last 
night.

DEAD WITH A PISTOL IN HIS HAND. 

Miles Corbett, of Lynde and Ogden avenues, 
Morrisania, discovered the dead body of an un- 
known man, at noon yesterday, in the woods near 
Sedgwick-avenue and One Hundred and Fifty- 
niuth-street. The right hafid clutched a revolver, 


which was covered with blood, and investigation 
proved that death had been caused by a bullet 
which had been shot through the mouth and was 
imbedded in the brain. edead man war not 
ever 2% years old. had an intelligent cast of coun- 


tenance, and was well dressed. He was 5 feet 7 
inches in height, and had a sandy mustache and 
‘side whiskers. His coat and vest were of brown 
mixed goods, and his pants were light. Upon his 
hat, which was of light straw with a black band, 
appeared the letters, “J. W. R.” He wore but- 
toned gaiters. The only articles found in his pos- 
session were three pairs of sleeve-buttons, a knife, 
10 cents, and five race tickets marked ‘* Rogers.”’ 
The Coroner was notified by the officers of the 
Thirty-third Precinct of the discovery of the body, 
and it was ordered removed to the Morgue. 
Though there was no clue to the identity of the 
dead man, the theory generally received is that the 
man committed suicide, and the five race tickets, 
it is argued, tend to show a motive, inasmuch as 
their possession renders it probable that he had 
suffered financial loss in his patronage of the race- 
course. The apes where the body was found is 
just north of Macomb’s Dam bridge, a secluded 
place, easy of access from the depot of the elevated 


railway. 
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i NEWARK’S DOUBLE TRAGEDY. 
a os 
‘ MADE MAD”? BY HIS WIFE, ROBERT MAR- 
TIN KILLS HER AND HER BABE. 
“Robert Martin, the machinist who shot his 
wife and babe at their home, No. 85 Nassau-street, 
Newark, N. J., Wednesday night, seems to have 
committed the act ina drunken frenzy. He lived 
in a neat little cottage with his wife and their chil- 
dren, and everything about the house betokened 
comfort. He is an Englishman by birth, of medium 
height, and rather stout of build. His complexion 
is dark, but his eyes are blue, and he wears a light 
sandy goatee. He came to this country many 
years ago and settled in Newark. Twelve years 
ago he married Sarah Jane Jackson, his murdered 
wife. He afterward went to Cuba, where he made 
and lost two or three fortunes, The mother and 
sister Of the murdered woman say that in Cuba he 
treated his wife so badly that she left him and re- 
turned to the home of her parents in Newark. He 
persuaded her, however, to go back to Cuba, and, 


as farasknown, the couple lived happily enough to- 
gether. Three years ago he returned with his 
family to Newark. He had accumulated a snug 
little fortune, and since his return has done no 
work. He was a widower at the time of his mar- 
riage to Miss Jackson, and had had three sons by 
the first wife—one of these, Edward, a lad 16 
years of age, livea with his father in Newark. A 
second son, Albert, who is older, works at Little 
Falls, near Paterson. The third, Robert, is em- 
ployed by the Domestic Sewing-machine Company 
at Newark. 

On Wednesday Martin went to Orange, and had 
walked, he said, as far as Eagle Rock. When he 
reached home he was somewhat under the influ- 
ence of liquor. His wife and himself, it is reported, 
had some words in one of the two bedrooms on the 
upper floor of their cottage, and while she, with 
her babe in her arms, was descending the stairs to 
the parlor floor, he walked to the head of the steps 
and fired three times at her. One of the balls 
passed through her heart. A second struck the 
infant, and then went through Mrs. Martin’s 
leftarm. The third bullet struck the baby only. 
It was probably designed for the wife, but flew 
wide of its mark. With a shriek, Mrs. Martin 
rolled headlong to the footof the stairs. The babe 
— till 8 o’clock yesterday morning, when it. too, 

ied. 

Charles Martin, the 11-year-old son of Martin and 
the murdered woman, says, as to the circumstances 
surrounding the murder: ‘‘ Father came home 
drunk last night, and sat downinachair in the 
dining-room. He asked where Edward was, and 
some one said that the boy had gone toafire. ‘He 
will get fire when he comes back,’ father said. ‘He 
was sick only the other day, and now he’s out.’ 
Mother said ‘you were sick the other 
day,’ and father picked up a chair and 
struck her. She ran up _ stairs, and he 
went for me. I ran up stairs too, and shut 
myself in my room, Father came up stairs and 
went inthe room where the baby was and shut 
himself in. Mother came and knocked at the 
door and got the baby and started to go down 
stairs. As she was going down I heard three shots. 
When I came out of my room I saw mother lying 
in the hall, near the foot of the stairs, and father 
nearher. He said: ‘I'll be hanged for this; I had 
better get out.’ The house was full of smoke. I 
went out and called the neighbors, and father 
wert out of. the house.’”’ Edward, the 16-year-old 
step-son of the murdered woman, was across the 
Street at the time. He heard the shots, and. going 
to the house, entered the hall by the back way. 
** When I got into the hall,” said the boy, in his 
narration of the affair, ‘‘ Mother was sinking down. 
I took the baby from her; she said nothing. Run- 
ning out of the house with the child, I gave it 
os Watts. Father went out, and an officer was 
called.”’ 

Officer Lambert, who had been informed of the 
tragedy, started forthe house at once. Martin was 
pointed out to him onthestreet. ‘‘You are my 

risoner,” said the officer. ‘All right,’’ replied 

artin; “I will go with you.”’ °‘‘ What have you 
done?’ asked Lambert. “I don’t know what I 
did,” was the response. ‘I fired two or three 
shots. My wifemade memad.” At the station- 
house he asked a neighbor, whom he saw in the 
crowd, if ‘“‘the old girl’? was dead. The babe 
had two ghastly wounds in the abdomen. 
Martin was arraigned before Justice Miller yester- 
day morning on a charge of murder preferred by 
Police Captain Bayer. When Justice Miller told him 
that he was charged with having killed his wife 
and baby he simply hung his head and said, ‘‘I be- 
lieve so.’” He was remunded to await the Coroner’s 
investigation, which will probably be begun to-day. 
When the iron door of his cell was cloged on him 
he wrung his hands and exclaimed. ** Lord God, 
this is awful!” Heasked for a drink of whisky, 
which was not given to him, however. He has re- 
tained ex-Judge Titsworth to defend him. 

Mrs. Martin was 82 years of age, anda comely 
woman. She is described by her neighbors as hav- 
ing been an indulgent mother, and is said to have 
treated her step-children as her own. She has 
even, it is said, saved them from frequent violence 
at the hands of their father. aA friend of the 
prisoner deciared, on the other hand, that he was 
habitually kind to his family, but that he has been 
much prostrated lately by malarial fever, which 
has occasionally made him “ flighty.”

The dispensary, on receiving notice from 
a physician that one of his patients is in need, sup- 
plies the required food for one week, and longer if 
necessary. The dispensary has now four depots, 
and supplies on the average about 120 patients per 
day. its officers are Mrs. George Stannard, Pres- 
ident; Mrs. F. B. Fisher, Vice-President; the Hon. 
John W. Hunter, Treasurer; Mrs. J. C. Hoagland, 
Assistant Treasurer; Miss Earl, Recording .Secre- 
tary; Mrs. J. H. Stevenson, Corresponding Secre- 
tary. The party last night was a great success, 
over 8,000 persons being present at one time. There 
was a floral bower in the form of a rainbow, a 
Japanese pagoda for the sale of Oriental and 
other fancy articles, a soda fountain in the 
form of an ice cave, and a_ restaurant, 
all presided over by charming young ladies. 
A lemonade well, at which two Rebeccas 
ministered to the wants of the thirsty, was also cone 
of the attractions, while in the gypsy encampment 
already referred to dark-eyed maidens in glowing 
costumes gave information as to the future on 
reasonable terms. From time to time red and 
green hues were burned in @ifferent parts of the 
grounds, and about 10 o’clock there was a brilliant 
display of fire-works, Including many set pieces.

She took the poison at about 6 o’clock in 
the morning, but her condition was not discovered 
until four hours later, when she was taken to the 
Chambers-Street Hospital.

MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 


LAWYER STEWART’S LITTLE BILL. 
THE VALUE OF HIS RESPONSIBILITIES AND 
ADVICE VERY MUCH QUESTIONED. 

The late Mrs. Ann Lohman, known for 
many years as Mme. Restell, made her will and de- 
posited it in the Surrogate’s office, where it was 
found April 1, 1878, the day upon which she cut her 
throat because she feared that a eriminal prosecu- 
tion would end in her conviction and imprison- 
ment. On that day Orlando L. Stewart was em- 
ployed as the adviser of her heirs. He appeared at 
the Coroner’s inquest, and to some extent directed 
the course of the inquiry. On the following day 
he went to Mme. Restell’s residence, at Fifth-ave- 
nue and Fifty-first-street, and there read her will 
to her assembled relatives. Dissatisfaction with 
the provisions of the instrument was expressed by 


some of them, who considered that their interests 
had been much better cared for by a prior will, 
and one of them, it is said, declared his intention 
to contest it. Mr. Stewart says he spent some time 
in arguing with these persons, and the result of his 
labors was that their dissatisfaction was 
allayed, and two days later the will 
was admitted to probate without opposition. 
Mme. Restell’s estate, real and personal, is 
estimated to have been worth more than $750,000, 
Mr. Stewart continued to advise Mrs. Carrio S. 
Shannon and Charles R. Purdy, the Executrix and 
Executor of the will. In August, 1879, he presented 
a bill for his services, the amount of which was 
$18,807 75. Mrs. Shannonand Mr. Purdy refused to 
pay such a sum, and he began a suit inthe Su- 
reme Court. In a bill of particulars accompany- 
ng his complaint, he stated his various servicea, 
and put their valne at 2144 per cent. of the esti- 
mated value of the real estate, or $18,750. To this 
sum was added $57 75 for disbursements, making 
together the full amount claimed in the suit. The 
answer of the defendants merely denied that the 
services of Mr, Stewart were worth what he 
claimed. : 
The suit came to trial yesterday before Judge 
Van Vorst and a jury, in Supreme Court, Circuit. 
Messrs. William A. Beach and Aaron J. Vander- 
oel appeared for the plaintiff, and Messrs. Joseph 
1. Choate and J. Hallock Drake for the defense. 
Under cross-examination by Mr. Choate, the 
plaintiff went over his services, and stated what 
values he would have. put upon themif rendered 
in a detached manner, and not as parts of a long- 
continued employment. His work on April 3, 1878, 
when, as he said, he read Mme. Restell’s will, and 
persuaded her dissatisfied relatives not to contest 
it, he considered alone to have been worth $10,000. 
He said that when he prepared his bill he took 
into consideration the large value of the estate, 
and the responsibility imposed upon him when 
asked his advice respecting matters connected 
with it. He knew that there were grades in the 
legal profession, and that in making up a bill for 
professional services the rank and influence of the 
counsel became an element of consideration, but 
he could not tell. Mr. Choate how much he had 
charged for his ‘rank and influence.’’ Messrs. 
Charles P. Crosby and Robert Sewell were cailed 
as witnesses, and they concurred in the opinion 
that the charges of Mr. Stewart were not exorbi- 
tant. Mr, Choate called the attention of Mr. Sewell 
to the fact that during acertain period Mr. Stew- 
art charged at the rate of $1,250a day, and asked 
him if he considered that charge exorbitant or not. 
Mr. Sewell answered that he did not believe that 
lawyers’ services could be estimated in value like 
ordinary day's work, but he did know lawyers, Mr. 
Joseph H. Choate, for instance. who had often 
received $10,600 a day. In opening for the defense 
Mr. Choate asserted that the services perfor.ned by 
Mr. Stewart were of an ordinary character; they 
imposed no responsibility upon him, and could 
have been performed by any competent business 
man. Charles R. Purdy, one of the defendants, 
testified that he was a minor at the time his grand- 
mother, Mrs Lohman-Restell, died, and that as he 
could not assume the position of ‘Executor of her 
will, he relied upon Mr. Stewart for advice upon 
some minor matters. He denied that Mr. Stewart 
ever had charge of the Restell estate. He said, also, 
that none of his relatives ever intended to contest 
the will. His mother expressed some dissatisfac- 
tion with it, but was satisfied when he and Mrs. 
Shannon assured her that everything would be 
made all right. Mr. R. H. Shannon corroborated 
the testimony of Purdy. The case is still on. 
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MR. COLEMAN ASSUMES CHARGE. 
HE PROMISES TO GIVE THE CITY CLEAN 
STREETS IF POSSIBLE. 

Commissioner Coleman formally assumed 
control of the Street-cleaning Department at 7 
o'clock yesterday morning. At that hour Capt, 
Alexander S. Williams delivered to him, in the 
stables of the old bureau, at the foot of East Seven- 
teenth-street, all the books and other property of 
the old bureau, receiving Mr. Coleman’s receipt for 
the same, Capt. Williams then notified all the em- 
ployes of the action of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners on Wednesday, discharging them. 


This action was a mere formality, for Com- 
missioner Coleman followed it at once by re- 
appointing all of the men to their old positions. 
The Commissioner warned them that the work as- 
signed to each must be promptly and properly 
done in the future, and that any delinquencies 
would be punished by the immediate removal of 
the offending person. The men were then sent to 
their work, and the Commissioner, entering a coupé, 
started on a tour of inspection of the streets, To 
a Times reporter, who sought to gain information 
as to the system which will be followed in the fu- 
ture, Mr. Coleman said that he preferred to let his 
work speak for itself. ‘I mean,” he said, ‘“‘to 
give this City clean streets if itis possible to do it 
with the means at my disposal, and I think that it 
is. Ishall endeavor to do my work thoroughly 
and promptly, but no system can be adopted at 
once. My system must be developed day by day 
by the correction of mistakes made in the past, 
and the adoption of such suggestions as experience 
shall dictate. None of the old employes will be 
replaced by new men so long as they do their work 
to my satisfaction. I intend to run this depart- 
ment on business principles, and if I do not give 
clean streets to the City it will not be because of 
any neglect of duty on my part.”

THE SIXTH-AVENUE S8ALOON-KEEPERS NOT 
BROUGHT TO TRIAL. 
' Among the eases on the calendar of Part II. 
of the Court of General Sessions, yesterday, were 
those of the proprietors of the Sixth-avenue 
* dives” indicted for violations of the Excise law. 
Recorder Smyth opened court at 10 o’clock, as is 
his custom, but when the cases against the Sixth- 
avenue saloon-keepers had been reached, at 11:30 
A. M., it was found that no witnesses were in at- 
tendance, and no other cases remaining undisposed 


of, the business of the court had to come to a 
stand-still. Assistant District Attorney Beecher 
sent for the subpcena-servers, who stated that the 
subpcenas hed alt been made out ready for ser- 
vice, when Chief Clerk B. B. Foster ordered that 
the Sixth-avenue cases should remain on the 
calendar but that the subpcenas to _ the 
witnesses were not to be issued. Busi- 
ness having been thus brought to a stand- 
still, Recorder Smyth, closing his minute-book, or- 
dered an adjournment of the court until Monday 
morning. Addressing the large panel of jurors in 
attendance, he said: “Gentlemen, I regret very 
much that you and I should be brougbt to this 
court-room only to find that we have nothing to 
do. Although the Tombs is fuil of prisoners, and 
the District Attorney’s office of bail cases, for some 
reason which has not been explained to my satis- 
faction witnesses have not been subpcenaed, and the 
court is compelled to adjourn. I now order ao ad- 
journment until Monday, and perhaps by that time 
whoever has charge of these matters in the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office will find something for us to 
do.’”? The court then adjourned until Monday.

AN INSANE WIFE'S SUIT FOR DIVORCE. .. 
The trial of the suit of Mrs. Emma Weinberg” 
for a divorce from Moses Weinberg, on the ground 
of cruelty, was begun before Judge Speir, in Su- 
perior Court, Special Term, yesterday. Mrs. Wein- 


berg is a lunatic, confined in the Bloomingdale 
Asylum. Her interests are cared for. by 
her father, who acts as her’ guardian. 
Mr. Weinberg is a jeweler, whose home is 
in Chicago, lll. is wife became insane in 1873. 
The case for the plaintiff is that Mr. Weinberg put 
his wife into the State Insane Asylum at Elgin, Ill., 
asa pauper patient, and allowed her to remain 
there, although she was ill-treated. Mrs. Kleves, 
the mother of Mrs. Weinberg, testified yesterday 
that when she took her daughter from Elgin the 
latter was badly clothed and her body was scarred 
and bruised. Other witnesses testified that Mrs. 
Weinberg was in a depiorable state when she ar- 
rived here. Witnesses for the defense contradicted 
this statement. Mr. Weinberg insists that he al- 
ways treated his wife kindly. He says he removed 
her from a private asylum at Batavia to Elgin by 
the advice of physicians, and that he paid for her 
care at the latter place. He also says his wife was 
brought to this City through deception practiced 
upon him, and that he is willing tosupport her near 
his own home. The case is stillon. Mr. George H. 
Fletcher for the plaintiff and Mr. Adolphus D, Pape 
for the defendant.

A FAMOUS OLD CRURCH REMEMBERED. 
The brothers George and Edward Kemp 
have subscribed a sum of money sufficient to erect 
aspire on All Saints’ Church, at the corner of Een- 
ry and Scammel streets, and the work will begin 


as soon as the plans of the architect are completed. 
Both the gentlemen were Sabbath-school scholars 
in the church in their boyhood, and they have 
never lost their interest in the welfare of the so- 
ciety. The church is now 57 years old, and the ser- 
vices are maintained chiefly by the liberality of 
Trinity Parish. The work of the church is confined 
almost exclusively now to the tenement-house pop- 
ulation of the south-eastern part of the City, 
but in its early days the congregation was 
made up of the Knickerbockers, and some of 
the most prominent clergymen of the Epis- 
ovpet Church have preached from_ the old 
pulpit, including Drs. Haight, Clark, Eigenbrodt, 
Flagg, Barclay, and Corneille, The present Rector, 
the Rev. William N. Dunnell, is just about closing 
the tenth year of his labors, and he is anxious to 
make some alterations and renovations to the 
eburch property, in addition to the erection of the 
spire, which has been provided for by the liberality 
of the Messrs. Kemp. For this purpose he is labor- 
. Ing among his personal friends to raise the money

necessary to make the proposed changes. It is 
hoped that the work will be completed by All 
Saints’ Day, which will be the tenth anniversary of 
Dr. Dunnell’s rectorship. If any of the old mem- 
bers of the parish desire to take part in raising the 
means to add to the attractiveness of the old 
church they can 4080 through the Rev. Mr. Dunnell. 
The Sunday-school has an average membership of 
400 pupils; and the church itself is doing a great 
and important work among the tenement-house 
population of the City. 
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{THE APPROACH 170 THE BRIDGE. 
THE ATTEMPT TO TAKE A PORTION OF THE 
CITY HALL PARK. 


At the meeting of the Trustees of the Brook- 
lyn Bridge held on Tuesday President Henry C. 
Murphy declared that it was the intention of the 
. Trustees to use a portion of the City Hall Park for 
the New-York approach to the bridge, and to re- 
move the Hall of Records. Yesterday Mr. Murphy 
and Controller Campbell had a Jong consultation 
about the matter, and last evening a bill was sent 


up to Albany to be introduced in the Legislature 
to allow the Trustees to use the City Hall Park. 
The pith of the proposed law is in the following 
section: 

“For the purpose of affording a convenient ap- 
proach to the bridge in the City of New-York, such 
portion of the City Hall Park nearest to said bridge as 
shall be designated by the Mayor and Controller of 
the City of New-York shall be set apart and used as a 
part of the public street, and the tracks of the horse 
Tailroads now using said street shall be removed to 
and laid upon such portion of the street as widened 
= Feng be designated by the said Mayor and Con- 
roller. 


It is also provided in the bill that if it becomes 
necessary to remove the Hall of Records in order 
to make a suitable approach to the bridge the 
money necessary to erecta new building for the 
Register’s Office shall be provided by the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment. This bill has been 
peatoved by Mayor Grace and Controller Camp- 
bell. The latter said yesterday that if the bill be- 
came a law he supposed that part of the City Hall 
Park lying directly opposite the terminus of the 
bridge would be taken. This would undoubtedly 
require the removal of the Register’s Office, or 
Hall of Records, but he thought that would bea 
good thing. The present building was not fire- 

roof, and the City’s records ought not to be kept 
nsuch astructure. <A new building suitable for 
the Register’s Office could be erected, the Coatrol- 
ler thought, for about $75,000. At the proper time, 
the Controller added, he would propose that a 
wide walk be laid from the terminus of the bridge 
through the Park to Broadway, running between 
the City Hall and the County Court-house. He 
thought, also, that a good place to buildanew 
Hall of Records would be where the First Civil 
District Court is now held, on the north-east corner 


of the Park.

PROTECTION OF FISH AND GAME. 
MR. BERGH TO BE AFFORDED EVERY COUR- 


_ TESY IF HE ATTENDS THE TOURNAMENT. 


Mr. Abel Crook, the President of the Asso- 
ciation for the Protection of Fish and Game, has 
addressed a letter, of which the following is a 
copy, to Mr. Henry Bergh, President of the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, in 
which he denies the truth of certain rumors circu- 
lated concerning his association: 


New-York, June 16, 1881. 
Henry Bergh, Esq.: 

My Dear Sir: My attention has been called to 
certain squibs in some of the daily papersto the 
effect that, as the President of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, you had asserted 
your intention to break bs the tournament of the 
New-York State Association forthe Protection of 
Fish and Game, to be held at Coney Island, com- 
mencing next Tuesday, and that I, as President of 
the last named organization, had returned the 
compliment by threatening to cause your 
arrest. I desire explicitly to deny that 
any such action has ever been contemplated 
upon my part. Had we the advantage 
of pene acquaintance with each other, such an 
unfortunate rumor could not have found its way 
into print. The association which I represent is 
largely composed of the most influential citizens of 
this State, embracing many who have honorably 
held seats in the State and national Legislatures 
and in the executive chair, and also including the 
representative business men of the several cities, 
towns, and hamlets in this State,*and also those 
who have been foremost in concerted efforts not 
only to protect but to propagate and cultivate fish 
and game, That such gentlemen should be classed 
with the cock-fighter and dog-fighter is neither just 
nor creditable to the person making such charge. 

Nothing will afford me or the association which 
I represent greater pleasure than to assist your 
society in preventing anything which shall bear the 
resembiance of cruelty. The suggestion accredited 
to you to the effect that birds were to be drugged 
or mutilated could only originate in ignorance of 
the character, customs, and purposes of the State 
organization. I assure you that due courtesy will 
be shown you and all others who may attend the 
tournament, and that nothing shall occur in any 
wise warranting any unfavorable criticism of our 
proceedings, and that the members of the associa- 
tion will prove your most reliable assistants in the 
humane work in which you are engaged. Respect-

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MR. BELMONT AS A COMPLAINANT. 

A communication was presented at the meet- 
ing of the Board of Police yesterday from Mr. Au- 
gust Belmont, containing a complaint against 
Sergt.

He was locked up at 
the station-house,charged with a violation of a Cor- 
poration ordinance, for which he was subsequently 
fined $3 by Justice Bixby. After Drayton had 
been locked up, Mr. Belmont, accompanied by 
some friends of the prisoner, called at the station- 
house to inquire about him, and {it was on this 
visit that Mr. Belmont claims that Keating, who 
was in command, treated him with discourtesy 
and insulted him. The Sergeant claims that he did 
not insult Mr. Belmont or treat him discourteously. 
He was engaged in writing up the “ blotter’? when 
Mr. Belmont entered the office, and he did not look 
up from the book until he had finished the entr 
he was making. This appeared to anger Mr. Bel- 
mont, and was doubtless the basis of the com- 
plaint. The communication from Mr. Belmont 
was referred to Superintendent Walling, with di- 
rections to prefer a formal complaint against Sergt. 
Keating, so that the matter may be investigated.
